Walters, 
But it is a piece of neceſſary wiſdom at this junRure to know 
what not to ſay, as well as to underftand what to ſay. And to tel 
you plainly, I'm more a Servant and a Friend to my Country, 
than by pretending to plead the Dukes Cauſe, andto be uſeful to 
the Nation, todiſcover the Witnefſes which are in reſerve, or 
betray the fartherEvidences which are to be produced when this 
matter ſhall come before a competent Judicature. 


Sixthly, "Tis matter of no ſmall trouble to ſuch as truly love 


his Majeſty, that the Kings Integrity and Honour ſhould be 
brought to ftake, in a matter wherein both the preſent Age and 
the ſucceeding, may take occafion to queſtion and bring imo 
examination his 'Truth and fincerity. For though it is not impoſl- 
fible but that Princes ( confidering the Temptations with which 
they are furrounded) may ſometimes through inadvertency , 
and at other times upon State Motives endeavour to impoſe up- 
on the eredulity, if not abuſe the Faith of their People ; Yer, the 
veracity of a Supream/Governour is of that importance to him- 
ſelf, and ſo neceſſary to the Veneration, which his People ought 
ro maintain for him., that he is not to bring his Credit to 
Pawn, unleſs it be in ſuch Caſes wherein his People may, if not 


apologize for, yet connive at the indiſcretion and weakneſs of 
their Ruler, ſhould he be found to delude them. Nor hath any 


thing obſtructed the affairs of Princes more, and prevented their 
Peoples believing them when they ſpake their moſt inward 
thoughts, thanthe forfeiture of their Credit in matters wherein 
their SubjeQs relyed upon theHonour and Truth of theirWord. 
For they who do not mean as they ſpeak when People are pre- 
pared to hear them, muſt notexpect that their words ſhould be 
much relyed upon, when their "Tongues are the true Interpreters 
of their minds. And let me tell your Zordship that this laſt De- 
Claration hath cauſed multitudes of his Majefties beſt SubjeRts to 
refle upon and take a view of many of his formerDeclarations, 
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that from them they may be furniſhed with reaſons for jultify: 
ing themſelves in the ſuſpenſion of their aſſent to this. And1 

' with there had not been that cauſe adminifſtred by foregoi 
ones, which may with too many lefſen the value of he oy: 
Word in that bearing date the ſecond of June. A 

The firſt of this Kind he ever publiſhed after he came io view 

of being reſtored tothe Sovereignty over theſe Kingdomy, was

'Tis true his Majefty is not originally tobe blamed that it had 
not the hoped for effeQs; but withal that Prince that can be

majcty by the Duke, cow at Windſor, they come at laſt to be 
Printedand Proclaimed to the World. The kipg;pore Gen- 
tleman, is willing to buy his Peace at any rates, and hath bere 
fFr his Honour, not to ſay his Conſcience, for it? But'as you 
koow. that neither "5d Sa] Declarations vor Alienations 
made by a Perfonin dureſs, or under threatnings, or ſwayed by 
_ apprehenfions ofthe hazzard ofhis Life, can oblige others, tho 
they be ſuchas are wraptup in or concluded by him inall Caſes 
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of the People and thoſe of the beſt ſenſe, hold themſelves ns 
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they judge dear and valluable, by defigning fo bopefula Succe 


wiſe affeted or preſcribed unto by theſe Declarations: For 
we who knew the tenour of them when they lay concealed in 


the Councel Books, and yet thought our ſelves at liberty to be- 
lieve as our ſudgments conducted us, are not likely to have 


our mindes altered by the bare Printing of them. But how farthe 
Confcience of the king is concern'd or defiled, 1 leave'to thoſe

I could not read it without ſurpriſe and wonderful emotion. And 
I dare ſay, when you think ſeriouſly of it, you will find pitty Rir 
tn your heart to your abuſed Prince, and your bood ſwell in your 
Veins through indignation at ſome about him.

to vindicate the ſame. And the rather, becauſe he

declaring the true intent and meaning, to free ir from. Thar fo all thoſe, 
whoſe Curioſity or Intereſt leadsthem to inquire , might be acquainted 
with the true Grounds and Reaſons thereof ; and that neither the propenſity 
of ſometo the French, nor the prejudice and paſlion of others againſt the 
Engliſh, mighe make us run blindfold upon our ruine ; bvt that we may 
diſcern our true /»tereſt, and purſue it as occaſion ſhall require, For as all 
affeRion -to- that which is not our real Intereſt, ſo all averſation from that 
| which 4s, is madneſs and folly; which clouds Reaſon, precipitates Counſels, 
runs us ypon extreams, and drives us into inevitable deſiruction, many times 
b:fore we are aware, TH | 
 Iknow ſomewill be apt to ſay, What need of this now ? The Storm 1s 
over, and the ſuppoſition of inibility to defend our ſelves out of doors. 
If I thought fo, I aſſure you I ſhould neither trouble my {c!f, nor others 
any further, But whether it be my love to the Countrey, and defire of 
the welfare thereof , ormy jealoulie over the Factions of the Rulers, and 
tumultuouſneſs of the people therein ; or my comparing and eſtynating our 
| Own ſtrength, fidelity, and courage with our Enemies; or my obſerving, 
that our former Military Diſcipline (which made us renowned , and our 
Countrey accounted the School of War) is in a great meaſure, if not ut- 
terly decayed and loſt; or my hearing how old Officers, and Forein Forces 
have been lighted; and ſuch preferred, as are unexperienced for condu@, 
and untried for courage; or the difference I have obſerved in the valour. 
of a poor and rich people; Poverty always ſtirring up and whetting 
Valour, out of hopes to better their condition ; whereas riches makes 
men fearful of loſing what they bave, and ſo falling into a worſe. As may 
be obſerved nor onely in different people, as between the Northern and 
Southern Nations, but alſo in the ſame, yea in our ſelves. For when 
poor in our Wars with: Spai», we made good the oid Character which De 2£ 
T acitis gives us, Omninm harum gentium virtutapracipm Batavi, &c p- oo I

all the German Nations, or People, the Batavians, were cheif for valour ; but | | 
ow that we are grown rich, we are affraid to adventure either onr Perſons 
Or Eſtates, and readier to open our Gates, then ſhut them againſt our Ene- 
'mies, Or, whether it be my Melancholly temper only , or my fears and 
cowardiſe, if you pleaſe to call it ſo , or my fancy from my obſervation, that 
the third War (as this is with England) hath ever proved fatal to the one 
fide, as is apparent by many examples; or what ever other cauſe ir-is,: I 
muſt profeſs freely, thatI am of another ſentiment , this War having ſo 
black a viſage to mine appearance , thatI fear we are rather in the midſt of 
a Tempeltuous Sea of Troubles, then diſcovering of Land, much leſs a ſafe 
Harbour of reſt. oo 
I am not ignorant upon how many pins men hang their hopes, Some 
upon the advancement of his Highneſs the Prince of Orazge, hope allwill be 
redreſt and well at home, and that his relation tothe Crown of Eng/azd, 
and the Elector of Brandenburgh, will capacitate him to remedy all abroad. 
Ochers upon conjeures of his marrying with the Duke of Torks Daughter, 
or ſome nearly related to the Crown of England or France; which hath been 
an uſual way I confeſs, eſpecially among abſolute Princes, of accomoda- 
ting differences. Some upon our ſufficient numbers of Men and Moneys to 
defend ourſelves, Otherſome upon the Afﬀiſtance of the Emperor, andthe 
German Princes , Brandenbargh eſpecially. And others upon their opinion, 
that now the Penfionary de it -and his party are broken, ſo that Z»gland can 
_confide more in our friendſhip, that the King will break with Frarce , and 
afford his Nephew and theſe Netherlands affiltance ; eſpecially becauſe 
they judge, that itis the Intereſt of Eng/and and Germany,as well as Spain,not' 
to ſeeus fall into the French hands, for fear they have only Polyphemms his 
courtelie,, to be laſt devoured. Burt yet all theſe grounds, and divers others, 
which are variouſly diſcourſed of , preyail not ſo far with me, as that my 
hopes can ballance my fears. | : 
For although I grant the ſtrength of the remaining Provinces to be con- 
fiderable both by Sea and Land, and the greateſt foundation to build our 
hopes upon, next under God Almighties Protection, yet if we daly cons 
fider the ſtate and condition we are in, thereis not that juſt ground of con- | 
fidence, which may free us from fears; as many are apt to imagpine, | 
He is very ſhort ſighted that obſerves not, 1. That there are two different | 
parties. amongſt us, and that a Commonwealth , muchleſs then a King- 
dom divided, cannot ſtand, 2. That we might do much more then 
wedo, or (for any thingl yet ſee) will or ſhall do for our own defence. 
3. That we are deſtitute of ſuccours from abroad for the preſent , except 
from. Spain, which we may happily pay dear enough for, if we ſhould 
be drawn into a League Offenſive and Defenſive with them in a long and te- 
_dious. War, And 4. that we are full of tumults and diſtraQions at home, 
which is to mea preater preſage of approaching ruine , then all our Ene- 
mies. weapons of War ; and.makes me fear that as-cumulrs was the occaſion 
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of our riſing, fo they will be of onrrnine. And that Py{v/s obſervation of 145 
twoonly Nations that have- ſtood firm by defeftion, the Helvetians at the !. 1 
riſe, and the Hollanaers at the fall of the Rhive , thoſe founding and defend. 
ing their Liberty by the Mountains, their Poverty, and Equality; theſe by | 
the Waters, their Riches, and the States with a Captain General , mayſhort- 

| ly be contradifted m the latter, if we be not more unanimous, and perhaps 
ere longin the former alſo. 

I grant likewiſe, That itis very conſiderable to have ſo wiſe a ConduQor . | 
a5 the Prince of Orange is for his years, and one of ſuch near Relation to 
two ſuch great Potentates as his Uncles of England and Brandenburgh. But 
yet if we rightly conſider, we cannot but conclude, I, That it muſt be 
Power, as well as Policy, that can relieve us; and that inthe Aﬀirs of the 
World, Intereſt is preferred above all Relations, the whole World turning 

- uponthe Hinge of Self-intereſt; and all Princes, States, Families, and Perſons 
eagerly purſuing that which they apprehend their Intereſt, although often 
miltaking it, -and oftner the means to obtain it; no wonder if they miſs 
thereof. 2. And that his Civil Dignities come rather to him by Popular | 

Tumults, than Regular Proceedings : Whichis found an eafte way to riſe byy 
but a hard way toitand by, yea, Morally impoitible, if not backed by power. 
For as itis with ſick Perſons, fo with ſick States, if all things be not quickly 
redreſſed that is grievous to them, they preſently cry, Tar» me again; and 
think they have power to undo, that which they themſelves have [formerly 
done, It being a true CharaCter which Zivy gives the Common People,.x ;1 
Plebs aut humiliter ſervit, aut ſup:rbe dom-natur. 3. And that though: the * 
de Wits be dead, their party lives. ; and if things ſucceed not well under his | 
Highneſs, will have no ſmall advantage, not only from the horrid murder of 
thoſe two Pillars of their party ; but from the declining of Aﬀiirs, to cry 
him down with the people, and make him an In/ignificant Cypher of Stare. 

4. And laſtly, There are ſo many Papiſts, and other SeRs of Religion and 
Ma/econtents, who watch for opportunities to Flieblow the Common People;

maining Provinces, will laſt long. For it they ſee that his Highneſs cannot

And the midle ſort, which are the true Baſis of .a State, 
whoſe principal aime is Liberty and Plenty , when they ſee theſe indanger- 
ed; grow jealous of their Goycrnours ( ugon whom all misfortunes are 
conſtantly laid ) and ſeeke to pull them downe and ſet up themſeves one 
after another, to the ruine of all, For the pompe of Government ſo 
daſles the eyes of thoſe that know not the Weight of it, that when there is 
any ſeeming acceſs thereto, all are apt to contend orit, and every one to 

* thinke himſelf as capable as his neighbor, and vy with one another with- 
out end: till they that were formerly good paſſengers, now turning Pilots 
tn a Storm; through their continuall contentions. and unskilfulneſs, ſhip-

Sea; upon whom therefore, the Lacedemonians made War, as Thucyiades tells 
us, who hath accurately writ the Hiſtory thereof. And yer though Intereſt 
. be the moving cauſe of moſt Wars, what ever the pretext be, (cr Polybing 
hath long (ince taught us to diſtinguiſh theſe two by ſundry Examples) yer 1 
am far from aſlertingitalone a jultifieable cauſe of any War, If any defire 
ſatisfaRion what is, I refer them to Grotizs de Pure Belli + Pac. lib.2, cap. 1. 
& 22, & ſeqq. for my delign permits me not ſuch a digreſſion. Theſe-thoughts 
of the preſent Intereſt of England, leads me to conclude.

JF Revolutions among us, and particularly at Vtrechts betaking them- 
| ſelves to the French for proteRion, were attended both with great 
conternation,_ and various deliberations, as is uſual in ſuch diſaſters. When 
therefore miſery and deſtrution was approaching. as a violent torrent, that 
bears down all before it ; Self-preſervation being the Fundamental Law of 
Nature; every Province, City, and almoſt Village, began to conſider, what 
they ſhould do to preſerve themſelves, from being drowned in tlie overflow- 
ing deluge. | | | = 
Some were of opinion, that the remaining Provinces were of ſufficient 
krength to defend themſelves, and therefore lookt no further, Others. 
were of a contrary judgment ; and therefore thought it better , upon rea- 
fonable terms,” to put our ſelves under a Forein Power, as Utrecht had | 
done, then to be conquered by the Sword.. And herein alſo mens judp- _ 
ments were divided, ſome thinking it betterto be underthe French, others 
to be under the Exglih. Thoſe of Holland (as was commonly reported) 
were more. inclinable to the former, in regard of their near approach to- 
them in Utrecht ; and eſpecially out of an opinion, which many have en- _ 
tertained, That the Intereft of Holland, being principally that of Trade by. | 
Sea, was more competible with that of France then Expland, Infomuch, 
that many believe, if the advice of Monſieur Pompone of the Kings ſending:

But as opinions are uſually both bred and 
brought up by Paſſions; ſo here it was manifeſt , That the exceſlive hopes of- 
the former, made them for abſolute defence ; and the exceflive fears of the | 
latter, for abſolute refignation. In ſuch caſes there are two ways have al-

For all ſobjetion and government being relatives, 
and Subjects liberty conſiſting, in ſuch a manner of ſubjeftion to the Su- 
{. preme Powers, as is free and not ſlavifh; the one is eaſily knowne by the 
J/:#\,... other, So that if we duly conſider Supremacy, we may diſcerne, whether 
lj. the Subjects be free or no by the manner, and the degrees of their freedom, 
by the meaſure of their ſubjection. | 

3. That we muſt diſtinguiſh between anal liberty, or freedom from op- 
preſſion ; and /egal liberty by conſtitution. For freedom may be conſidered 
either in regard of morall power, or government which 1s the exercife 
thereof, and that both ſeverally, and joyntly. For a people free by Law, 
may be oppreſſed by their Rulers; and a people not legally free, may be 
aQtually ſo by their Governors grace. So that actuall liberty alone, is onely 
under abſolute Powers, legal under limited and-mixed, and both under Go- 
vernments which proceed regularly, in the Sphere of Power wherein they - 
are placed, and are not planetary intheir motions. Having premiſfed theſe 
things ; we ſhall now proceed to lay down certain rules, whereby every vul- 
Sar capacity may judge, of the nature of libercy and-the degrees thereof, un- 
der any kind of Soveraignty whatſoever. Whether ic reſide in a ſingle per- 
fon, or in aplurality ; either abſolute, or limited in regard of its-meaſure; or 
for the manner ſimple or mixed ; either of two or three eſtates, equally or un- 
equally,and from whatever priority or predominant part denominated, Mo- 
cara Ariſtocracy, or Democracy, according to the conſtitution of every 

ation. Vs | 

And the general rule is this. The greater power inthe Soveraignty, the leſſer 
liberty in the Snbjefts;, and the leſs power in the Soveraignty, the more liberty in 
the Subjefts, It is not my preſent work todetermine, whether of theſe'ts bet- 
ter for the whole, The Polititians pens have ſufficiently ventilated that 
queſtion; uſually aſcribing more ſtrength and ability to the former, and 
more common proſperity to the latter ; though often concluding, either 
through fayour or fear and flattery , that that Government under which 
they live, deſerves above all to weare the garland. I ſhall therefore onely 
lay this, that ſeeing extreames are alwayes dangerous; a golden meane 1s 
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ow alchough I judge this rule alone, ſufficient for our preſent purpoſe, 

yet in regard ſome perhaps, may be pleaſed with fo large a profſpe& , as the 

tiberty of all Nations in all ages of the world, we ſhall take a fuller view 
thereof; and the rather, becauſe it will be of ufe to us hereafter, not onely in 

this but the following SeQions, And for this end will begin at the bottom , 

that ſo aſcending by degrees, we may behold both it and them the bet- 

ter. REN -— 

1. A people under ab/olnte power, are not truly and legally free, but onely 
permiſlively and precarionſly. Becauſe their liberty is not from Law, bur. 
onely founded in their Governors fayor, So that theyare liable to all oppreſ- 
fion , although they are ſometimes as aQually free, and little oppreſſed , as 
thoſe that live under other Governments. —— 
| And this liberty, as to the certainty thereof, 1s more or lesaceordingto the. 
degrees of abſolute power. Where: the Rulers will, is the peoples Law; 
freedom is an Embryo, rather than formed : when they-make Laws, whereby 
SuabjeRs are at more certainty; it then becomes a ft ; and when they. 
oblige themſelves, to rule by thoſe Laws; the c3/d 1s borne, and may cry 
out of violence and opprefſtion. This /;berty, how ſmall foever, and uncer- 
taine of life, hath yet many witneffes to avonch its name ; which we find 
alſo regiſtred in Antiquity, So that whoſoever denies-the ſame ; muſt call: 
all thoſe ſaves, who lived-under the Eaſtern. and Roman Empires of old and: 
the Turks and Perſians at this day. - 

2. Under limited power, the people have a legal{ liberty, which is greater or- 
les, according to the Laws, . conſtitutions, or contraRs, whereby the power is 
limited. Whether originally and antecedently, or by after condeſcent:, be- 
twixt thoſe in Supremacy and them in ſubjection; is not much materiall. This: 
liderty being ſupported by Law, not voluntarily made by the Governors 
themſelves, and alterable at:their pleaſure (as in abſolute power) but neceſ-- 
ſarily condeſcended to by them that will governe, makes the ſabjeRion of: 
a people tolerable. And if the Fathers in power pleaſe to foſter them, they. 
want not for neceſfaries, though they abound not in ſuperffuities. But T. .. 
confes, if this: freedom meet with a churliſh ſtepfather , and hath neither- 
Suardian nor friends- to maintain its right , then its forced” to keep private at 
home, and dare ſcarce appear in publike ; which makes their preſent condi» 
tion miſerable. For liberty once lamed by pewer, is not unlike to a labouring. | 
man , that hath his leg broken; who till it be ſound; Is thereby confined: - 
to his own cottage , or cralls but abroad to beg with his. crutches.

If mixed ſo that the common people-have a-ſhare-in the Supreme Power; . 
they are abfolntely free ; and their hiberty-is more or les, according as their 
ſhare is. Whether ir be mixed of all the three kinds of Government, +v;z, 
.Monarchie, Ariftocracy, and Demoeracy ; or onely'of the two latter, for 
I never read or heard of a'State compounded of the two extreames. 

Nowtbe Supreme Power conliſts eſpecially (I ſay not onely) x. In en« 
ii, aQting, interpreting, and repealing of Laws, 2, In electing and ap- 
(|; ,, Pointing ſubordinate Magiſtrates and Miniſters of State for Government, 
7 3. In-judging and determining all crimes and controverſies amongſt their 
' SubxeQs, ultimately without appeale. 4. In leavying of taxes to defray 

Publick expences. 5. In the. power of Armes for defence of the whole. 

. 6, In making War and Peace with others. Sothen as a people. partake in 
theſe, their freedom is accordingly to be accounted of, And-hereliberty 
is come to maturity ; and if ſhe be modeſt, and keep within her-bounds,and 

fall not into wanton licentiouſneſs, raviſhes the eyes of all ſpeRators , fil 
ling their mouthes with her. praiſes, and their mindeswith admiration. - 

But ic is bigh time that we haſten-unto the third particular propoſed, 
"which is the accommodation of theſe, tothe ſubject matter we have in hand. 
Firſt then, it is well known, that theres a very valt difference in the liberty 

- of the Subjects of theſe two Crowns. The, common people under the King 
of Evgland have 1. A part in the legiſlative power, which is the chief ay- 
thority in all Governements. For the Commons make a third State in all 
the three Kingdoms, and have their repreſentatives freely choſen by them- 

' ſelves in all Parliaments; which are the true Conſervatories of publique 
liberty and particular. propriety. Whereas the common people in France 

bj! either never had this priviledge; or if they had, have long fince loſt ir 

1! YAH That they bad it formerly , Hotromen endeavours to prove , which Arniſeus 
: 10277 00 denies, {and anſwers his reaſons, ) nor that only, but all-mixture in the 
142,67, French Monarchy cither with Princes of the Blood, Peers, or any other 
F1114,6, State whatſoever, But whatever was the Governement, under the two 
[firſt lines of the Kings of France, it is generally agreed, that in the be- 
Sinning of the third under Heh Capet, (who cantond out France about the 
yeare 990) the peoples liberty was devoured by the. Dukes and Earlegsof - 
the Provinces, and the Monarchie allmoſt turned into a Toparchie , by 
reaſon of their hereditary right, Which the after Kings ſoone perceiving, 
to be too-preat a ballance to the Crowne, broke down: by.degrees; and-1o 
became the only Arles's that have ever ſince ſuſtan'd that Government. 
:For the Aſſembly of che three Eſtates, which were the only bulwark .of is 


publick liberty, that was left undemoliſhed by deſpotical powers if 
they ever had any ſhare in the legiſlative, loſt it long before Copets time, 
(for from Gharles the great the Kings Edidts have paſi for Laws.) and be- 
ing diſcontinued in their Wars with Exgland,and their remaining power 
(whatever it was) broke down by the policy of Lewis the eleventh they 
were finally laid afide by Lewis the laſt. And although Ph3/zp the fourth 
fixed that Court,of Judicature at Paris,that was formerly ambulatory and 
uſually accompanied the Kings Court, which became a pattern to the reſt 
of their Provincial Parliaments 3 yet both that and theſe have only the 
name and ſhadow z not the nature and power of the Parliaments undet 
the Crown of England. The Members being neither choſen by the people, 
nor reprelenting them z but Lawjers, that uſually either purchaſe theſe 
places of the Crown, or pay an annual penſion for the fame 3 having no 
legiſlative power, nor indeed any other but derivative from the King, 
and aliterable at his pleaſure. They tell the Academy of Paris 3 ſe 4 Rege gys 
juſſos promulgare leges,quas ipfi viſum fuerit ferre. Apnud illum autboritatem in Lud 
eſſe, &'c. But theſe things are fo well known, that I will not ſtand to al- 12. 
ledge Authorities to prove them although, if it were neceſſary, I could 
bring as many as would fill the page even to oftentation. But let us 
bricfly run over the reſt. Thoſe 2. under the Crown of Exgland have the 
election of Magiſtrates generally in Corporations. and ſome under Officers 
1n the Country, which cannot be removed without due proceſs of Law. 
3. Have a ſhare inthe Judicature, by the Juries (in England) for matter 
of tact, together with the Kings Judges for matter of Law, and their laſt 
appeal to Parliaments. 4. The original power of railing Taxes. For the 
propoſal and grant muſt come from the Commons, and the other two 
States only conſent. 5. The liberty of bearing Arms. Whereas in Fraxce, 
all Promotions, Governments, Judicatures and Taxes, are in the Kings 
powerz who permits not the vulgar uſe of Arms, ora ſtanding Militia 
in his Kingdom 3 but only ſuch as are in his pay, and thereby entirely at 
his devotion. So chat there is noCommunalty that lives more happily than 
that of Exgland,nor none more miſerably than the poor paiſantry of France. 
2. Hence we may infer a fair probability, of enjoying more liberty 
under 17 Crown ot England than France. I know our freedom will not 
neccilirily toliow from the premiſes z for that which is legal, will depend 
upon {uch conditions, as (hall be either previouſly agreed upon, or after 
conlented wuaty yet I leave every one to judge, which is likelieſt to 
grant us the bet z not only for our Religion, but liberty in-our Perſons, 
Fivyedpes wldikftates3 as alſo whoſe Government is molt likely to de> 
[Cd 18107, NG make us thereby allo aGually free. TOP SEIRDS6 
Mu bow 2.7, hat the French King may give us more liberty than his 
ether Sabi. nd the King of Exgland cls. The reply is eaſe 3 that we c 
reafun no: 3ihe rower of either, or what they can and may do but 
What in 4il eppearance they will do» Although thoſe that hold it for a 


fundamental in' the French Government, that whatever is conquered by- 
them or.acquired, muſt be incorporated with the Kingdom of France . 
and that this is as indiſpenſable for the body politick, as the Salick Law is 
for the head 3 ſcruple much, whether the King de jxre, can make us freer 
than the reſt of bis Subjects. But we neither delire to diſpute the Prero- 
oative of Princes, mucn leſs of ſuch a mighty Monarch; nor indeed are 
we of their opinion herein ; and therefore take it for granted, that he as 
wellas the King of England, may grant us as full and ample iberty, as He 
ſhall think fit 1n His Royal pleaſure. We only prof-ts our fears what he 
will do, and fuch as arc rational and becoming men z not groundlefs fan- 
cies, or frivolous reports, which are the uſual Bugbears, that attright only - 
fearful women and children. 
1+ Wecannot flatter our ſelves into hopes,that our condition ſhould be 
better than either of thoſe two Kings (which ſoever we ſubmit unto) natu- 
|.  . ral Sujes. It it beequa], 1t is well; and all chat we can rationally expect, 
l|/ .. Aud therefore wejudge, that Exgiand will cafier be induced to this, which 
WF» .. 15 ordinary unto that Goverument 3 than Fraxce, to indulge us of extraor- 
dinary favour,unleſs we had merited ſuch a priviledge,as to be made an cx- 
ception from the general rule. And that Governors under them will wil- 
lingly and readily maintain,that which they are accuſtomed untozbut very 
hardly ſuch immunities, as tranſcend. the bounds which are ſet to others. 

. 2. The many examples we have before us, of ſuch Countries as Fraxce 
hath.gaincd, keeps our fears continually waking, For by whatever Title 
they have been acquired, we hnd them all generally in the ſame condition; 
Whether by right of donation, as Daulphiny and Provence, or purchaſe as 
Berry,Montpelier,&c. or marriage, as Bourbon,Champagne,Languedoch , Bre- 
taigny, ©c. Or by conqueſt and powerful ſeizure, as Normandy, Aquitane, 
Poitton, Anjou, and whatſoever held on England by Charles the ſeventh, 
and Byrgundy with thoſe that depended thereon, by his ſon Lewis the e- 
leventh 3 all theſe being incorporated with France, (what ever their for. 
mer immunities were, and whatever lefſer they ſtill injoy) are all equally . 
ſybjc& to all Laws,Governments,and Impoſitions from the Crown, with- 
out diſpute and contradiction. And can we then be ſuch fools, as to think, 
that though we come under France, yet we ſhall be free ? But now on the 
contrary we know, that whatſoever accefſion hath bzen made to the 
Crown.of England, either by marriage as Scotland, or conquell as Ireland, 
that they have all their Laws, Priviledges, Governments, and Immunities 
remaining entirely, -as inviolable from the Crown, and unalterable with- 

' out their own conſent. Nor do they only injoy theſe, but make Laws for 
ſupporting them, according to their particular intereſts; .yea croſs and - 
oppolite to the other, which yet are ratified by his Majcfly, or at leaſt by - 
hisRoyal authority and pleaſure. . 

3+ If any-bave neither liſt nor leiſure, to look into the Hiſtories of for- - | 
xextimes; the prelent age will furniſh them ſufhciently, with examples 


' both foreign and domeſtick, Let them enquire of Lorraign and Flanders, 
how they fare with their new Maſters. Or let them. but paſs into the ad- 
Jacent Provinces, and inform themſelves of the French Governments 
and then they may ſce as ina Glaſs, the face of their own future condition. 
And if any be reſolvedly blind, that they will not ſee, except they be deaf 
alſo, or ſtop their cars3 they may hear enough, (if the tenth part of re- 
ports be but true) to warn them ſufficiently to look to themſelves. But 
if they remain fo incredulous, that all the Beacons that are fired about 
them, makes them not fearz and that they will believe nothing ; which 
they themfclves do not feel : I wiſh that experience (which wiſe men call 
the Miſtreſs of Fools) convince them not of their folly, when it is too late 
and their condition become fo miſerable, that its fitter to be drawn cove- = 
red with a ſorrowtul veil, by ſome Timanthes's Pencil, than to be lively 
ſet forth in its fad colours, or deſcribed by the Pen of an impartial Hiſto- 
rian. For my part I profeſs that none honours the worth and gallantry of 
the French Nation more than my (elf, yet I would loth come under its 
power : for the reaſon which the Fox gives the Lion in the Fable, 
—{uia me veſtigia terrent, Omnia te adverſum ſpecantia, nulla retrorſum. Hrat. 
4+ We think we have reaſon to be afraid not only tor our perſons, and 4 
puries3 but even for ourlives, and all thoſe things which may make us ** * 
milerablez not only in regard of the French, but our ſelves. For we-know 
that a people accuſtomed to liberty, who have had cnough given them and 
taken much more, when once they come to be refirained, and (iridly held 
in by the rains of Government are very apt to break out into mutinies 
and miſchiets3 and like wild Colts in their firft managing, ruſh deſperate- 
ly into ruin,that they may throw their Riders. Yea when Conquerors think 
they have fo harnafſed the multitude, that they dare not but draw their 
triumphant Chariots ; and doubt not but they themſelves ſit fo faſt, that 
| they may drive them out of breath, and ſo tame them at their pleaſure : 
they ulually Phattoz like, ſet all on fire; and if they eſcape the popular 
tury by running away inthe ſmoak, meet with his fate, to be ſiruck with 
the Thunderbolt of their Soveraigns juſtice. Innumerable are the examples 
tor the confirmation of this z but we will confine our ſelves to- our own 
Country 3 and content our ſelves with two only. When Phil;p the fourth 
had beat the Flemmizgs, united Flanders to France, and ſet Governours 
Over them 3 who erected Citadels in their ſeveral Towns, Garriſoned their 
Cirics to keep them infaw, and arbitrarily charged them with great con- Serres i 
tributions 3 the people that were uſed to Freedom, would not be brought P#!. 4+ 
into this yoke of bondage; but deſperately revolt, maſfacre the French, 
_ and involve all in confuſion and miſery, Noris this all; for, (though 
the baſer ſort begin, yet great men uſually end ſuch quarrels) a War fol- 1I 
lowed, which coſt both France and Flanders dear, in the vaſtexpenceboth ' 
of blood and treaſure. And when Duke d Alva attenipted the hke upon E 
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ſuch ſeverity 3 how did the ſparks of mutiny in the beginning break out 
into great flames at laſt, which ſet the whole Country on fire ? No pen 
35 able to expreſs the mileries of thoſe Times nor Tragedy reprefent 
the things that were perpetrated. How were moſt mens hearts filled with 
fear, many with horror, and ſome with deſpair 5 to ſee their Country be- 
come-an Aceldama 3 and ſo many thouſands forced through a Red Sea of 
blood, to find their paſſage to the Land of Canaan! I conclude theretore, 
that if they who enjoyed leſs liberty than we, could fo little endure Servi- 
tude 3 we ſhall be much leſs able to endure it, who have enjoyed far more 
freedom then they. So that we may ealily foreſee, without any Prophetick 


Spirit, what a flood of calamities is likely to break in upon us z when ever 
any ſhall break down the banks of our liberty. 


Set. 6. The third Argument which preponderates for England, 


zs the preſervation of our Eſtates : in regard of Souldiers vio- 
lence, Governors Impoſitions, Publick Debts by Obligation, 
and Revenues of the Romiſh Church. 


E proceed now to ſhew, that its better to be under England in re- 
ard of our Eftates. Both in reſpeQ of getting them, (as 1 ſhall 
ſhew in the following Se&ion_) and the keeping thoſe we have gotten al- 
xeady, or by the bleſſing of God may get hereafter. And to this Fgive the 
precedency, becauſe the enjoyment of Riches is the end for which, and 
Trade only the means by which, we labour to obtain them. Now if it can be 
made apparent,that we can neither get, nor keep ſuch Eftates under France, 
as we can under Exgland : there are none ſo regardleſs herein (what- 
ever they are of Religion and Liberty) but will cafily grant the truth of 
our Concluſion. . 

I+ Then let us conſider that except we can keep that which is our own 
we are never the better for it, but a great deal the worſe. Had we a grant 
of Midas's wiſh, that all we touched ſhould be turned into gold 3 or were 
we inſared that all our adventures, ſhould bring us returns as rich as the 
Eaft- India Companies z what ſhould it profit us, if we could notkeep 
them? Nay, were we not a great deal worſe than without them ? What 
toil and anxiety is there in getting ! What fears and troubles are there in 


- keeping ! and what ſorrow and vexation in the parting with riches! Not 


that I think any civil Authority, will ever take away our Eſtates, except 
we forfeit them through miſdemeanors but when the Sword brings ſuch 
a Commiſſion, I would gladly know who dare deny it ? And whether the 
poor man then, that hath all his money in his purſe-pocket 3 be not both 
fafer in his perſon,and more ſecure of his Eſtate.z than the rich Merchant, 


© whoſe bagrand warebouſes are filled with his wealth? Creſus was rich even 
' to a Proverb,yct ſhewing to Solox all his Treaſures, Solon told him, that if

Now in tegard of plundring, depedrations, and all manner of violence by 
Gouldicrs both to our perſons and eſtates 3 I think we are far more ſecure 
from the Engliſh, than French. And for this, I ſhall appeal to the Common 
experience of all ages and places where their Armies have come 3 which 
bear witneſs, to the great exorbitances of the latter, more than the other'3 
in the violation both of womens chaſtity and mens eſtates, and frequent 
deſolations by fire and (word, Yea I will make their own Hiſtorian Co- 
mines judge of the controverſie, who having ſhown, how unjuſtly great _ 
ones govern, and the innocent people are oppreſi, both by them and the Lib. 
Souldiers, whoſe flagitious lives, petulant carriage, and violent rapines © '* 
arc intollerable z profeſſes that he mentions theſe things for France's ſake, 
which of all the Principalities he had known, was moſt afflicted with 
them. Whereas on the coutrary, he ſays England excePd them all,in theſe 
three particulars 3 reſpec to the common. goog, the peoples freedom from in- 
jury, and the little ſpoil their Sonldiers and Armies made un their Wars; the 
lati whereof he repeats, and enlarges a little after iu the ſame Chapter. 

2. But we will ſuppoſe the beſt in all yxcertainties, and therefore hope 
we ſhall eſcape all plundering,and violence from the Souldiers in a time of 
confuſion 3 and make no doubt thereof, in a ſetled condition. But yet we 
know we ſhall not eſcape paying ſuch Taxes,as indeed juſtly deter us,both 
1n regard of their greatxeſ5,and alſo the arbitrarines of their Impoſition.In 
both which we know no people in Exrope more miſerable than Fraxce, 
nor none happier in the contrary, than the Subje&s of the Crown of 
Exgland. Which partly occaſioned that known faying of the Emperour 
Maximilian the firſt, that he was Rexregam, the King of Spain Rex bo- 
minum, the King of France Rex aſfinorum, and the King of Exgland Rex: 
diabolorums For he could have nothing but what the Germain Princeſs 
conſented to Spain only what the Laws allowed him ; Fraxce all that he 
pleaſed 3 and England nothing that pleaſed not the people. 

As touching their. greatneſs. 1-I willingly grant that Subjects muſt afford 
thcir Soveraigns aſlitiancez and in times of extremity, and utmoſt dan- 
gers, it 1s hard to determine, how far their power may not lawfully be ex- 
tended. Secondly, I know that the grandeur of the French Court is great, hs 
which is lately ſhown us in our ownLanguage. That their Armies are often 1; 
numerous and ſome always neccflary, both for detence of the Govern- c.3. 
ment from their domeſtick enemies, and of the Frontiers fxom foreign, in 
the adjacent Countries. And that theſe require vaſt ſams to ſupport them. 
Yet notwithſtanding,thirdly, Moderation ought to be uſed,ſo that the com- 
mon people may enjoy the fruit of their labours. But to ſhew how far the 
Government of France hath been from this, would be an endleſs work. 
We ſhould but tire our (elves to read, what their own Hiſtorians have rela- 
ted 3 and be weary with the rehearſal, of the many tumults and rebellions. 
that have ariſen from their gabels.It would till any one with ſorrow to hearp? 
ot the excat complaints.and ut: cries, that the people bave made in former: 


- Ages3 and fright-us 60 hear thoſe of thepreſent : which yet their Gover- 
- norsare fo uſed to, that they count them bat the old fa fa of France, and 
 opprefſion the fin of the old World. Whattemorſe of 'Conſcience ſeveral 
_ of their Kings have had for their extortion, is well known to thole that 
have read their Hiftories. Some in their lite time as Charles the cighth 3 
ſome at cheir death as Philip the fourth,who remitted theTaxes he had un 
juſtly required, and commanded his Sons to eaſe the people. But aboye 
all Lews the eleventh, who ref{olved to reform, but it was too late; and 
therefore charged the Dauphin againſt that oppreſſion he had practiſed. 
And indeed it was highly neceſfary for he had reduced the common peo- 
ple to ſuch poverty, that many of the Farmers were forced, with halters a= 
bout their necks to draw their own Plows 3 except they would ſteal, aud 
. Once for all, ſtretch both themſelves and ropes on the Gallows. But I 
ſhould not once mention any of theſe things, it I thought it not better for 
_ us, both to know and believe them before hand, than experience them af- 
| terwards to our colt. For I fear if we come once under the French, there 
| Will benoend of paying contributions; until we be brought into the con- 
þ vi- dition; of the Andrians of old, who when Themiſtocles demanded money 
1” telling-them he had brought two Goddeſſes to require it, perſwaſion 8& pow- 
1, er an{wered that they had two great Goddeſſes allo who taught them to 
k  denyit, which were poverty and zmpoſſibility.» And then the Hollauders 
may do that living,which Saladinus the Emperor of Aſia did dying 3: ſhew 
kg their winding ſheets and ſay, Theſe are all the rich Hollanders bave left.

But ſhould we part with ſome of ourEſtates,though it were a good ſhare; 
fo we were ſure to enjoy the reft,it was leſs matter;but when wearealways 
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pleaſure of others z we can'(carce call any thing our own, and are rather 
| procuratores than Domini divitiarnm. know well, that ſome ot the French 
vn Kings, have like good Shepherds, fleeced not flead their flocks, (accord- 
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- ing to Tiberins his ſaying, Bozi paſtoris eft pecus tondere, non deglubere) elpc- 
Lc cially Lewis the tweltth ; who therefore (as the Feſuite well obſerves) had 
no rebe<llionin all his raign, which is a rare bleſſing (as he ſays) and ex- 
traordinary in that Realm. And the great wiſdom and-generolity of his 

; . preſent Majeſty, puts me out of all doubt of his clemency 3' but a good, a 
| great, a wile Solomon, may have a Rehoboam to his ſon and ſucceſſor, whoſe 
| little finger may be heavier than hu Fathers loyns. By which example 1n Sa- 
cred Hiltory,we are ſhown,that what ever Prince will force his Subjects to 
open their purſes to his pleaſure, ſhall quickly tind their hearts ſhutz and 
though for the preſent they may ſupplicate, and outwardly ſeem to adore 
Him (as the. Indians their dieties xe aoceant) yet they hate him worſe than 

| the Devil himſelf; and upon the firſt occaſion tumultuoully cry, every mat 
| toyour Tents z whence open divitions,lawlets rapines,bloody wats, and all 
| the miſerable cf &s that tollow them, break in upon a Nation beyond con- 
| troll. But let us ke frank in conceding (as it beeqmes us when welpeals

of Kings) that there ſhall never ariſe a Rehoboam out of Lewi#'s race yea | 
that this is as impolſlible, as fora Vultuveto riſe out of the Phoenix aſhes! 

yet we know the beſt of Kings may have bad Governors under them:z and 

that they mult often,both ſee with other eys,and hear with.other ears than 

their own. Yealet us ſuppoſe, that we. ſhall never pay more Tribute to 

the fair Lillies of France, than we have done to the Belgick Lioxz except 

that of reſpe&, which we acknowledge his due : yet there {till remains-a 

yaſt difference, betwixt a /egal and a permiſſive exemption, and-of the fame 
payments made by publick.conſent;and thole that ave command ed'by abſo- 

| Jute power 5 though not in regard of the money, yet in tegard both of the = 
authority that requires it, which it ablolute and azbitrary is alterable, al- - 
though it ſhould not be altered 3 and the different impreſſions which they

familiar to them, asdid: Charles the fifth,that great and:wilc EmperoureIn x4 Bd 
the-18. Chapterl.z He faith, that-neither the King of Frexce, nor-any-0+ de rep, 
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except they will tyrannically uſe their power contrary to all right both di. 
vineand humane. And chapter the ſeventh 1. 6. that Charles the ſeventh, 
who in the Engliſh wars had introduced, this imperious way of taxing 
the people, without the conſent ofthe States z had burdened both his own 
Conſciefice, and the ſucceſſive Kings with grtat guilt, and moſi cruelly 
wounded the Kingdom, of which it was like a long time to bleed. Nor 
doth he only thus declame againſt the unlawfulneſs thereof, but alſo ſhews 
how ungrateful it is to the people, as well as injurious. And on the con- 
trary how readily and unanimouſly without tumult or contradiction even 
in the Kingdoms greateſt poverty, the States conſented and people paid 
to Charles the eighth. But if Princes will torget, the good advile this Hj- 
florian there gives them; yet I wiſh they would remember at leaſt old Py- 
thagoras's Symbol, Sudorem ferro abſtergere,tetrum facinus.Which Plutarch 
(as a learned man tells us ) expounds, That none ſhould take away that with 
the ſword, which others bave earned with the ſweat of their brows. It they 
will only uſe their own abſolute power, yet let it be ſo attempercd with 
equity and moderation; that the cries of the poor, and the curlcs of the 
people, may never bring Gods vengeance upon them. But if we ſhould 
ſpeak the ſenſe of our Souls, we muſt needs (alas!) ſay, that moderation 
15 ſo rare a jewel in the Crown of abſolute Monarchs; and the Governors 
under them ſo uſed to hunt, and hawk at all game to enrich themlclves ; 
that though we may all hope to eſcape, vet we have more reaſon to fear : 
that if the fate of the other Provinces befal us, we ſhall all (as the beaſts 
laid in the fable) meet at laſt at the Furriers (pop. It any can flatter them- 
ſelves with fancies, that our Common-wealth ſhall under France, become 
like Plato's Republick,whercin violence and oppreſſion ſhall not be knownz 
and that their Governors will be like thoſe in Utopia, Fathers to. our 
fortunes as much as their own : I muſt confeſs that I am not fo Mercarialy 
made; and do no more expe to ſee the world fo happy, than to (ee the 
great Platonick, year. But on the contrary, that great Impolitions will be 
added,to the great Exciſe that is upon us already 3. whereby the number of 
the Poor will certainly increaſe, and the proviſions for them daily decreaſe. 
Yea it is well,if the maintaining of the 1aud againſt the water,be not negle- 
&ed;and fo our Eden be laid waſte: and that our rich and pompous Cities, 
return not in time to their old condition, of poor and deſpicable Fiſhers 
Villages. However, ſecing the blefling of Fudab and Tſachar, can never 
- befal the ſame. people, as Bacon obſerves in the torementioned place, it we 
and our Eſtates ſhall come under arbitrary power 3 then let us deface. the 
Lion Rampant, that was the Arms of generous Fudab, which our Anceſtors 
and we have hitherto born : and ſer up ſluggiſh Iſſachar!'s of an Aſs couchant 
between twoburdens, that is to lay the Popes trumperies, & France's tributes 
| 3+ There is another conlideration, which is of great importance to the 
Inhabitants of theſe Countries and that 15 concerning their Debts. For. 
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other mens hands. As for Private debts, we know they muſt needs be very 
many and great in places of ſach Merchandiſe ; ſeeing the greateſt part of 
erade is all over, and here eſpecially, driven upon credit. Now how theſe 
will be gotten, if bad times come on, ſo that.many remove, and more be 
impoveriſhed 3 I leave thoſe to confider, whoſe concernment it 1s. Con- 
cerning Publick, debts, (which are yet more deſperate, whatever change 
happens) they are ſuch as are contracted, either for Service to the Com» 
mon-wealth, and Commodities dehvered for publick uſes 3 or for Momies up- 
on obligation3 all which ways. many thouſands are greatly concerned, 
eſpecially the laſt. There being very many, who have lent, ſome a good 
part, and others the greateſt part of their Eſtates, upon the publick faith of 
the Laxd, Cities and Lombards of thele Provinces. So that if this publick, 
faith prove faithleſs like the Puzick of olda great number of Families and 
(which 1s moſt deplorable) Widows and Orphans, (who being uncapable 
to imploy their Eftates thus intrulted them) will be wholly ruined and un- 
done. Herein I think all that have any ſenſe of juſtice and equity, will 
conclude with me. 5; | : : 
x» Thatit is very unreaſonable and unjuſt, that if the preſent Govern- 
ment cannot diſcharge theſe debts, or a change happens that thoſe who 
have credited the Republick, ſhould fit down with all the loſs, and others 
not bear their proportion.

| wW E are now come to the Acropolis of the cauſe 3 Trade being the great 
Tower of ſtrength, to which the Adverfaries of our opinion, having 
deſcrted the former out-works, uſually fly unto our refuge. We fhall there- 
fore perfue them 3 but orderly, firſt making our approaches by degrees 
and then raiſing ſuch batteries, and planting ſuch reaſons, as are forcible, 
cither to beat this down, orat leaſt make fuch breaches therein, as ſhall 
render it untenable tor their defence z and ſo compel the moſt pertinacious 
of our enemies, Elther to ſubmir, or to fall before us. 

But before we begin this work, we muſt acquaint you, that when we 
mention Trade, we mean not every particular kind of negotiation, where- 
in the {everal ſorts of Artificers and Shop-keepers are imployed : to ſpeak 
ot which would be both an endleſs, an a bootleſs work. Herein perhaps

And happily Butchers and Cooky would fare better with the 
Ergliſh,tor a piece of good Beef or a Shonlder of Mutton. And we mightin- 
ſtance in many others with merritment; but we have rio mind tobe plea- 
fant upon ſo ſerious a Subject. In thort therefore, we mean Maritime 
Trade (as our Adverfaries do) this being the great Diana of the Nether- 
lands, which brings them in their Silver Shrines.

Bur thoſe that can, will remove 3 ſome hither and- forte thither, 
as their intereſt and affe@tion ſhall-incline them; rather thenfpend their Ca- Efe | 
pitalls here. If ever Merchants were, or are in any place of the world, the gelji 
verta porta-(as Baton Hiiles them) of any publick' body ; it is cettainly'the pg 


Belgick; If they fraight not their Ships, whereby the Marriners may be 
imployed ; if they furniſh not the Tradeſmen ſhops, whereby they may 
follow thcir Vocations; if they lade not the poor,mens backs, whereby 
their Families may fill their bellies 3 finally, if-rhey diſtribute not their 
Merchandile through the various Seas and Rivers of the Univerſe : we may + 
linger a while, but it 15 as 1impoſlible we ſhould live long, as for a body de- + 
prived of food, whoſe parts languiſh for want of nouriſhment, . which 
ſhould bz brought them in the veins, by the bloods regular circulation. 
2+ Mcerchandiic being our chiet concerament, it will neceſlarily follow - 
that that Nation that can moſt obſtruct the ſame, can do us moſt injury. 
Now that Exzlaud can do this more than Fraxce,or any other whatſoever, 
I tnink none will deny it any do, there is enough faid hereafter, that 
will make it {ufficiently apparent. = 
3. Of all our neighbouring Nations, Exgland being moſt potent by Sea, 
and Fr :nce by Land, it will clearly follow, that a Peace with theſe two 
above ail others, is our great concernment, With the former for getting, 
and with the latter for Keeping and enjoying our Eſtates. But if we cannot 
have this from them both, which of them 1s to be preferred comes next in 
conhidcration, | 
4. This Common-wealth conſiſting of Maritime and Ialand Provinces,the 
former being by far the moſt conliderable,the friendſhip of England 1s more 
to be valued than that of France. And this the wiſeſt men that this Re- 
publick, ever had, formerly never doubted of. Prince William the Firſt 
| founder of this Common-wealth, laid down theſe three principal maximes 
of State, which were approved by all.,as found and rational beyond contra- 
diction. 1+ To do juſtice to Strangers. For great Nations may be upheld 
by Power, but ſmall Territories muſt be maintained by Juſtice. 2. To bold 
a fair correſpondence with France-For Spain being then the grand Moxarchy 
of Europe,and our dreadful enemy 3 the affittance of France was greatly ne- 
ceſſary tor our ſupportation. 3.To preſerve an inviolable Peace with Eugland, 
In regard that this is abſolutely requiſite for our freedom of Commerceby 
Seazand the Engliſh were our friends in affection as well as Interclt, whereas 
the French only upon the latter account. . For the greateſt obſiacle that 
ſtood in the way of France's greatne(s, was the Spaniſp power in thele Ne- 
#berlands; which being once broke down,they well knew they could dilate 
their Empire at their pleaſure, as we ſee it now to our ſorrow. It 1s true 
_ of later times, the Loveſteiners to free themſelves, from the Head(hip of the 
Orange family 3 which ſought (as they imagined) either an ablolutenelſs, or 
at leaſt to infringe the liberty of the Common-wealth , have been rather 
inclined to France and Englazd : but they were not fo blinded with paſſion, | 
but that having a Peace with Spain,and being (cnſible of France's prevalen-

Of theſe, 
the two former are more ealie and certain,wherein England hath increaſed ; 
the two latter more conjecural, wherein this Republick hath the ſuperiori- 
ty. But hath not gotten it by the wars, but ariſes from leveral other cauſes, 
( which I could mention ) and eſpecially from theſe two following, which 
I think'will ſatisfy any intelligent man. As to the Capital, ours comes to 
be greater, in regard that as the Merchants grow rich in Exgland, they buy 
land, and breed up thcirſons to be Country gentlemen 3 whereas we, elpeci- 
ally in Holland, continue the ſtock and our children in the Trade, Land 
being here -at 35 and 4o years purchaſe, and in Exglazdat 15 or 20 ordi- 
 narily. And that the Merchants here ſhould be richer than there, is no 
wonder tome; who know fo well the frugality of the one, and the pro- 
digality of the other. 


2» 


2. Let it be conſidered how diffcult and hazardous it is for equal powers, 
to deſtroy one another 3 and therefore how litle likelihood there is, of any 
thing to be gotten by conteſting. Nay there are ſeveral circumſtances in 
our ſituations, imployments, and people, that render abſolute conqueſt 
almoſt impoſſible. We may like Cocks fight, and breath, and fight again; 

and crow over one another for ſome vicories, but far from a conquelt. 
And this we might both have ſeen long fince in the glas of policy : which 
clearly ſhows, that ſuch equal powers hehting for profit, is but like Nero*s 
fiſhing with a golden hook, wherein more is adventured, than ever is like- 
ly to be gotten, We have had a Comick-tragedy, and a tragick comedy of 
two wars, and Ergland the contrary 3 wherein our enemies indeed have 
been pleaſant ſpedators, and fatished their envious eyes, but what have 
either of us got, but blowes ? Paſſion and prejudice are ſo prevalent in the 
World, and fo blind the eyes of men, that often they will not ſee the truth) 
till dear-bought experience makes them even to feel it. And this we now 
both ſee, and therefore Exgland takes this opportunity of breaking down 
the equality of power, and bringing us lower, that ſo we may truckle un- 
der them, and they be at reſi in the bed of ſecurity. | 

3. Thoſe that are ſo much for Mars, might do well to confider, the 
advantages and diſadvantages of both Nations, for carrying on, and ſub- 
fiſting under long wars. In ſome things we may happily have the advantage, 
as in bearing the charges , number of ſhipping, Caping by Letters of 

* Marque &c. And in others England, for they have a great and righ Inland 
' Country, an Iland that cannot be ealily diverted by a Land-war, ſo that as |. 


jamail monrir, ſ'il ne ſe tue Inimeſme. We ſabſiſt wholly on Trade,and fetch 
all things from abroad they have ſufficiency of neceſflaries from their own 
growth at home. When Trade ſtands (till, they have cloths for the back, 
and meat for the belly, better cheap for the poorer people ; here not only 
ſuch accommodations are far dearer than there, which can well be born 
whenTrade flouriſheth 3 but when that is ſtopt,and it can worſt be endured, 
then are they deareſt of all. Our Seamen which come moſi from the Nor- 
thern quarters about the Baltick, Sea, to ſerve us in Navigationz when 
they ſee no hopes of gain, but only venturing their lives for the pay of the 
Wars, will remove and ſerve other Nations: whereas the King of England 
bath three Kingdoms to preſs out for his aſſiſtance, according to the cuſtom 
of the Crown there, which is not praQtiſcd nor indeed praQticable in this 
Free State. And although at the firſt ſuch as are prelſt be averſe to the Wars 3 
yet we find and feel by experience, that what through the Officers and 
Gentlemens carefling and encouraging them, what through company and 
converling with others before-hand, this-reſtineſs is worn off by degrees 
and through the principles of ſelf defence, and ſome ſparks of the honour. 
of their Country, they fight well enough, whatever the cauſe or the quar- 
rel bee 2 | 
4. I wiſh both Nations would well conſider, whether whilſt we two axe 
ſo cagerly conteſting for Trade, others may not carry it away. I have rea» 
ſonably conſidered what Nation can bid the fareſt for this, in regard of 
their Situation, Havens, Genious, &c. the advantages of the Mediterranean 
and Baltick Seas, and let my thoughts ſtretch themſelves as far as both the 
Indies : have obſerved the French Fleet, the darling of the King and King- 
dom, their hopes with the grounds of them, and the probable ſucceſs there- 

_ of, asalfo the communication of Spain with America and find no one Na- 
tion alone capacitated to carry away our Commerce; but ſeveral to have 
greater ſhares than they have at preſent. Yea, to {peak my mind freely, I 
have had far further contemplations, and of a far diferent kind from theſe 
upon this Subſe&, in reſpe& to future times. And indeed ſuch as have 
often made me both very ſorrowful to ſee the Chriſtian world ſo mad and 
quarelſom about their Commerce, and very fearful that God would either 
blalt it to us, by taking it away and giving it to Turks and Heathens z or 
not bleſs us with it, giving us herein our hearts defire in his wrath, and 

- them the Goſpel in exchange thereof. As 1 clearly ſee he hath done to the 
Fews, the generalleſt and greateſt Merchants of the World : and as I think 
he threatens us Chriſtians in, ſeveral places of holy Scripture, it they be du- 
ly conſidered. But becauſe I love not dogmatizing, or to be poſitive in 
things I am not ſo fully fatisfied in; I ſhall at preſent fay no more of this, 
but leave it to every good Chriſiians conſideration. OS. 

Having thus declared what corivalſbip implies as to equal powers, we 
{hall now ſee it in unequal. And here Intereſt ſhews us, SES 
_ That if we decliue and become infterjor in ſirength, it they were ſo-ipju- 


' rious to us, that we had a juſt cauſe of War, yet muſt we not adventure it 
at fighting, but uſe policy to procure a Peace, And in my opinion.this 
Piety-and Wiidom is taught us by our Saviour Chriſt in- the Goſpel tor 
where'Soldiers are alike, 'and no advantage of ground, &c. what is it but 
tempting of God & mere folly,for tex thouſand to encounter twenty thouſand? 

| Yea though the diſparity was not lo great z Wars being always hazardous 
to the weaker f1de, though they often be victorious: it being frequently 
found (as Pyrrbas (aid of his warring with the Romans) that their very 
Victories do undo them. In ſuch caſes,old mens heads are better helps chan 
young mens hands. - To ſhew the retuges of weaker powers when threat- 
ned with Wars, would be a large dilcourſe. I ſhall therefore only hint. 
ſome few generals, of many which I have obſerved. 1. To gain all time 
poſſible. 2. Therein to break down the ftrongers deligns, and weaken 

them at hoime as muchas may be. 3. To raiſe them up enemies abroad by 
making them jealonis of their power. 4+ By alliance with others to bal- 
lance their might. 5. To prepare tor a divertive rather than a dire& Wars 
6. By propoſal of Marriages, &c. to make up the breach, 7. By procu- 
ring foreign Potentates mediation, and appealing to their Arbitration. 
8. To make the bclt Peace they can, when belt provided with power for 
War. Forotherwiſe nothing is to be expected, but either an unſafe'or a 
ſhort Peace, little better than a Truce or Holy-day of War. - 

Beſt is that Peace, whoſe Articles are made 

Under a Shield, and written with a blade. 
Now all theſe have many particulars conteined in them. For example in 
the firſt to gain time, by {ending Embafladors, and ſo ill that as one is 

' returning another may 'be {cnt : whereby a fair pretence of ignorance of 
tranſa&ions may be pleaded;and time ſpun out in turther debates. By con- + 
ceding, one thing after another by degrees, ſtill reſerving the principal 
point of Intereſt entire, GCC. And fo of the reſt within the bounds of honeſt 
Policy. The reaſon of the caſe is fo clear, that were it not for mens paſ- 
fions, inferiors in power would not be fo ready to fight. For let them 
cither be beaten or beat, it will redound at laſt to their own deſtruction. 
If the former, why ſhould they ſpend their blood and treaſure to make 
themſelves more miſcrable? and if the latter, they do but enrage their 
enemies the more, who being more powerful will not for two or three Bat- 
tellsend the War, and come to a Peace to their great diſhonour. So that 
we may lay down this as a gener! rule tor the weaker tide, That ſelf defence. 
muſt be firſt for preparation, but loſt for execution. Of all.the Princes of 
Europe in our age, the Dake of Lorraign bath been the cunningeſt game- 
ſer, but the fouleſt player with ſtronger powers. But oh, how # he catch» 
ed in his own craftineſs! Although 1 confeſs I could not ſee him and: his 
Court (as I have done fince his diſaſter) without great commileration to 
chink that one of the ancientelt Families and greatlicft allyed of all Europe» | 
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being oppreſt by their Neighbours the Venetians, that were mare 'power- 
fall, would notwithſtanding needs War with them 3 wherein though they 
were often victorious, yet it proved their ruine at laſt, for which they are 
ſtignatized for Fools to all ſucceeding Generations. And many other 
examples might be produced, butI think them needleſs in {> plain a caſe. 
And thus you ſee what our being competitors for Trade implies as to In- 
tercft in regard of War and Peace. Which I have been the larger upon, 
becaule I know what work fools make wile men in both Nations, I have 
many times been put to it for patience, and ſometimes into a Paroxiſm of 
paſſion, tro hear the ſenſleſs clamors of men. We are Competitors for 
Trade! It is our Intereſt | Our Intereſt! Down with the Dutch ! Down 
with the Exgliſh! Let us but conſider who theſe are, and we ſhall find. 
them. Men that have a pound of paſſion, for one ounce of reaſon. Men 
that never ſaw, or at leit not well obſerved both Nations. Men that ne- 
ver bettowed one calm hour to ballance their powers. For wile men that 
knew both well, was but grieved to hear, or pleaſantly merry with fuch 
madnels. I publickly decryed ſuch folly in the tirſt Wars, and had {everely 
chaſtiſed ſuch fools in the ſecond, if I had not been ſeveral ways hindred. 
Let me fay it freely (I think I have ſome reafon, for I believe there are 
few men that have better viewed buth Nations with their eye, to that end 
which I have had, norballanced their power witn greater accuracy) thatif 
cither the King of Great Britain, or the States, or both require it: I am 
ready to demonſtrate, that for theſe 20 or 3o years lalt paſt, there was no= 
thing of advantage rationally to be expeded on either fide, that can coun- 
tervaila War: noras both might manage their power, likely. to be, ſo 
long as both continued in that condition, tor in powers about equal, all the 
difterence 15 in the management thereof. And becauſe I ſee what work is 
made in the world, if I live to ſee the ballance come {o even again, (though 
I think I never ſhall) I do here engage, for the publick peace of Proteſtants, 
and good of both Nations, to fatisfie all rational men herein, I bope 
even to curioſity. And ſhall, if God ſpares me life and health, def.nd 
the ſame, again(t all the State-tinkers of both Nations although I well 
know, they have great ſtore of (mall Tools, with which they makea ratling

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abundantly fatisfie them that fear this. Yea I ſhall ſhew hereafter that the 
Engliſh would have more reaſon to fear, that we ſhould come thither, and 
deprive them of their Trades. Yet to ſay the truth, I ſee not that either 
need fear, were we under the Engliſh, that either Nation ſhould ſuffer . 
hereby 3 {feeing all have had freedom that will to remove formerly, and 
that hath made ſo ſmall an alteration as to the ballance of Trade, that it is 
inconliderable. For if | make my calculation right, there is not much 
difference, of the Engliſh here, and the Dutch in England. 


Others argue we are Corrivals for Trade, that is the Miſtreſs we both 
Court, and therefore one muſt marry it. 


- Batthis is but a toyiſh Sophiſm, when men will compare Commerce to 
a Miſtreſs, that one only can marry, For 1- The world is wide enough, 
and the Sea large enough for both Nations to exerciſe their skill and in- 
duſtry. 2. If we think to betroth all Trade, and ingroſs it to our ſelves 
alone 3 other Nations will come in and forbid the banes, as well as Englaxd, 
as I ſhall ſhew hereafter. 3. If we two cauld fo happily agree, and lo (ettle 
Commerce as it might perhaps be fetled 3 we might bid fair for carrying it, 
or at leaſt for retaining it betwixt us. And fo far as my ſhort ſight can reach, 
this ſeems to me the mark aimed at on both ſides, by thoſe who have the. 
dire&ion of affairs, which I do not deſpair to ſee eftEted. ” 
Seeing then we are in as much danger, that I ſay not more, to loſe that 
part of Trade we have,as to gain more by eur conteſting I nope all rati- 
onal men will grant it our Intereſt, that England and we fo compound for it, 
| that each of us may have what Gods blefling, and juſtice,and equity gives to 
eithers induſtry. And this Iam ſure was the wiſdom of former times. 
I have ſhown it already in part on our fide, and could much more largely 
both tor us and the Exgliſh. In Queen Elizabeths time we were not grown 
up to our preſent greatneis. In King FameF's time, who-all the world 
knows was no Martial man, but in his temper as well as motto truly paci- 
fick, the Cautionary Towns that England poſlcft in theſe Countries, were 
A. 1616+ ranſomed, and we grew up to that greatneſs of being an equal 
. match for them in power at Sea. And this the Engliſh account the great 
error of Political Intereſt 3 although they muſt needs acknowledge it but 
fair and honeſt dealing. King Charles the Firſt, that Prince of blcfled and 
immortal memory, ſceing how he grew up, not only kept a fair cor- 
reſpondency with us, but having experience how croſs Parliaments were to 
the Court, ſo that no War could be carried on, did by a fair correſpon- 
dence keep friendſhip with us; and not only ſo, but married his eldeſt 
| Daughter to the Prince of Orange for this reaſon of State amongſli others. 
For being jealous of this Common-wealth's favouring that party in his 
Kingdoms, which was then called by the Court Puritans, and ſeeing the 
growing greatneſs of this State by Sea, did for theſe two reaſons of State, 


engage the Prince and this Common-wealth by that Marriage.And this was |: 
alſo the xcalon of State in Qliver's time when Peace was made. that we mula 


accord for our mutal Trade, How it hath been fince we all know, and 
therefore I need not mention it. And this is the firlt weapon our enimies 
uſe, which you ſee if 'we meaſure rightly, is too ſhort to touch, much. lefs 
mortally to wound, the truth of that cauſe that we maintain. | 
| Yet we muſtdo our Adverfaries right : the wiſer fort of them upon the 
ſuppoſal of equal powers, ( as we have formerly been, and which is that 
[ have hitherto ſpoke of ) are for peace, and judge it the Intereſt of both 
Nations 3 but they think our coming under Fraxce will render Englaxd fo 
uncqualand inferior a match for us, that we cannot in all humane appea- 
rance miſs of marrying our beloved Lady Trade, and clearly carrying her 
from our Corrival.

Now how far this is from truth, we ſhall make abundantly apparent, 
and by ballancing of powers how little probability there is,- of theſe their 
defignes becoming praRicable, and ſuch as will effe& their defires. 

1. Hereby they ſuppoſe a War, and ſuch a long and tedious one, as 
perhaps we may not live to ſee ended. For we cannot-rationally imagine 
the Engliſh {uch tame animals, that they will eafily part with their Trade: 
but muſt {uppoſe they will ſet all at take, before that jewel of the Land be 
loſt, Now let us but calmly conſider, how deſtructive ſuch a War will 
be to our Trade, and what advantages they have aboye us of ſubſiſting un- 
der a long War,ſome of which we have before mentioned; and I do believe 
no wiſe man will think this our Intereſt, except there was a greater likeli- 
hood of a ſudden ſubduing them, then is rationally to be exſpectcd, as we 
ſhall preſently make apparent. Now on the contrary, if we come under 
England,there is no fear of a War with Fraxce at Sea 3 that Kingdom being 
lo much inferior in maritime power to citherof us,and much more to both. 
And ſhould we have a Land-wat with France, yet that is more<ligible for - 
us than one by Sea, in the opinion of all wiſe men, as we have.formerly

2. A War with England being Cuppoſed, as it muſt, (for we muſt cither 
ſay we can and will have the Trade alone or the greateſt part thereof invitis 
Anglis, or we ſay nothing to the purpoſe) the readieſt way to ſee what pro- 
bability there is for conquering them,and conſequently carrying the Trade; 
will be tirlt by ballancing of powers, and then by ſome other Confiderati- 
tions. The former of theſe we ſhall do with reſpe& to Zeeland, and then 
with reſpe& to other Nations. | 

For the firſt it muſt be conſidered that Zeeland hath expreſly decared that 
they will not come under France,but that if they cannot defend themſelves, they 
will then ſubmit to England. It is true (as I have ſaid) it is the intercti of theſe 
maritime Provinces to keep their League 3 but if their enemies Sword cuts 
it aſlunder, and they will not venture the loſs of their Religion and Liberty 
under France, who ſhall hinder them? They are free ſurely to diſpoſe of 
themſelves as well as Utrecht, or the other Provinces. For in coordinate 
Powers, when their confederacy is broken, either by thernſclves or their 


|| enimies 3 each are at liberty, and in their former freedom, to diſpoſe of 


themſelves, as they ſhall think fit. And though Freeſlaud hath not declar- 
ed, fo that if they ſhould come to the utmoſt extremity, we know not but. 
they might happily incline to Exgland alloz yet becauſe that is uncertain, 
we will be liberal in granting our Adverſaries even that which they cannot 
prove, and take to our {elves only that we can, and ſo proceed upon infal- 


} lible grounds. 


Nor let any one here ſtop me, and fay that in taking it for granted that 


Zeeland will be Engliſh, 1 may be miſtaken, for they may beat off their 
enemies and defend themſclves. I grant it, although by the way let me 


fay it, I ſee but little likelihood of that 3 for of above x 00 Companies 
they pay, there is as yet not one in their principalleſt Ilands (though how 
it comes ſo, becomes not me to enquire) but the thing 1s to me matter of 
admiration. But I will ſhew you how I reaſon; not trom the War, that 
England will conquer Zeeland, nor from the Agreement betwixt the two 


| Crownes, which yet is generally ſaid brings us under that : but upon ſup- 
| poſal that weare tired out with the War, and come to treat with our ene- 


mies ( for I hope no man 1s {o mad, as to think theſe Provinces will as 
Utrecht, call them in, and after make what tearms we can get, but treat 
with them with our weapons in our hands) Zeelauds not only Declaration, 
but Inclination carries them for England.

Although I know 1n the quota or Tax to the Publick, Frieſſland is more : but 
that is becauſe of their greater ſhare ra the Land, which is a c:rtain revenue, 
and Trade only a contingency.In ſirength then at Sea we ſee, that Zeeland, 
at leſt ballances Frieſlind if not more, ſhould that Province prove French, 
and this is (uſhcient tor my preſent purpoſe. 

Now let.us look abroad, and we ſhall as clearly find, that Spazn comes 
into the Exgliſh ſcale. For which way foever France takes, Spain muſi 
take the contrary. Nay in this caſe, Spain is as much concerned as England. 
For if France have theſe Provinces entirely, how {hall they alone be able to 
bring home their American Treaſure? They know to their ſorrow, what. 
they have loſt formerly by the Dztch taking their Plate-fleetsz and what 
an extraordinary charge and hazard they had to defend them.And ſhall we 
not then think, that they will rather venture to the utmoſi with the Engliſh; 
than let us intercept their Treaſure, and after ſome years be maſter of their 
Mines ? It is true, if I was led as the world is uſually, to judge by news, 
which hath been for ſome months that Spain and England are breaking, all 
this was frivolous; but I, make my meaſures from reaſons of State, which 
tells me, that they will not, becauſe they muſt not, and they muſt not, be- 
cauſe it 15 their mutual Intereſt, and it 1s their Intereſt, becauſe otherwiſe 
they cannot ballance France, but will both jn time be ruined. So then you 
(ce clearly, that upon ſuppoſition that Holland be French, it will be England 
and Spas againli France and Hlland, and (o we are again ballanced. 

We are thus far upon ſure grounds, we ſhall now proceed to that which 
15 not much leſs certain, if we rightly conſider. And that is, that Denmark 
nM all probability will become allo our Enemies, if we take France ſo far 
for our Friends, as to make him our Maſter. Let us but well obſerve a 
few fundamental Maxims of State, which every Nation according 4totheir 
Intereſi frame. for their Government, and it will .auch help ps to-make a &#

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 xight judgment in all ſuch caſes, Now this is one of that Kingdoms, Not to 
ſuffer any one to be abſolute Soveraign of Trade and Navigation,if they can poſe 

_* fibly prevent it. For the revenues of that Crown moſtly confiſting of toll in 

| the Sound; we cannot imagine the Danes ſuch dullards, but they know who 
ever is fo, will ſoon open that paſſage, and make it as free as the water it 
{elf between the North and Baltick, Seas. And then the King may fit in's 
houſe at Gluckgtads, and take toll of Boats that paſs in the Elve 3 inſtead of 
Copenbagen, and his Caſtile of Croneberg, where now he takes toll of all ſhips 
in the Sound. 

I foreſce it will be ſaid, that Sweden will ballance Denmark , if that 
ſhould be fo. But ſee then what work this Trade will make in the world. 
And this 1s wholly uncertain : nay, Intereſt will rather.incline to the con- 
trary. For though Sweden be none of the richeſt in Trade, yet have they 
their ſhare to loſe as well as the reſt. And the Revenues of that Crown 
conſiſting much in Copper, (whictr hath occaſioned their Armies ſpoiling 
all the Mines of that Metal in Germany, and whereſoever they could, on 
purpole to enhance their own) they know very well that pains might 
have been ſpared, if Commerce ſhould have an abſolute Monarch 3 and 
that with all the Chimiſtry that they can uſe,they ſhall not be able to extract 
Ailver and gold out of that Mettal, when one only Chapman comes to the 
market. Beſides their Bremiſh and other Territories on this {ide the Baltzck, 
will ſoon lyea bleeding, they know 3 it Fraxce's Sword comes to wound 
the Roman. Eagle, and his race. It may be ſome may ſay the Dane dares 
not for fear of loſing that we are indebted'to him. But who knows.not 

 thatit is better to loſe a part, than the whole. And if blows be a way of 
paying of debts, we may happily have Portugal ſo to pay us. 

3- Having thus ballanced the apparent ſtrength of both tides, we ſhall pro- 
ceed to ſome other confiderations,concerning the ſame.For it 15 not enough 
to conſider power abſolutely, but alſo the management thereof 3 for leſs 
powers well managed, are uſually prevalent above greater. And herein 
are many things, which in my judgment, were we an over-match for them, 
which you ſee is not ſo, would render our ruining their Naval power, and 
conſequently their Traffick impracicable. As 1. Suppoſing we are under 

S Frence, ſhall their whole Fleet conſtantly be here, and leave the Freach 
_._ Coaſt naked, or ſhall they from thence come to joyn with us for our Sea 
| expeditions? If the former, France is ſubject continually to be mole- 
ſted and diverted from Eygland 3 and if the latter to be rmtercepted, by 
reaſon of their ſituation. 2. Who ſhall have the dire&ion of Naval Aﬀairs, 
is to me very conſiderable. Whether the French alone, or conjoyntly with 
the Dutch 3 for that the latter only ſhould be intrulted, is not to be 1ma- 
gined. The former way is liable to miſcarry through unskiltulnels, the 
| Iatter through jcalouſics and diſſentions. 3- Where ſhall Mariners be had 
for our Fleets? ſhall the French preſs here as in their own Kingdom? It 
G, I foreſee, we ſhall ſoon lole oux Sea-men. Or ſhall they only uſe _ 
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' Volunteers? Then their number will be ſmall, beeauſe the French pay is 

not great. I might mention other particulars, as the Freuch and Dutch 
Officers diſcord, The maniftr of payments, and from whence, &c. But 
thele are enow to ſhew us, that which way ſoever we look there's nothing 
but difficulty and danger ſtares us in the face. 2 | 

| 4+ But we have yet that which is more momentous, and that is the ſitua» 
tion of Great Britain. For could we knock their men in the head, as calily 
as our Borinne's their eggs3 and fink their Ships, as if they were thells 
yet we cannot poſlibly remove the Iſland. Which is, 1. Not -only nigh 
unto us, but over againſt us, ſo that we cannot look out, but we are upon 
them, 2+. So ſituated, that ſhould we bear them and their Aſﬀociates, 
(which is not eatie in equal powers)they can ſtill manage a War delirucive 
tous. And what good will it do any but the envious, to ruine others, if 
they be ruined themſelves ? For with a few Ships in the Chancl, wherein 
they have Harbours all along, to goin and out at pleaſure ; they will force 
us continually to fail with great Convoys, or we ſhall be forced tofall into 
their hands. And the like may be faid of the Northern paſſage by the 
Orcades, where a few Ships will obſtruct our Trade. Now how great a 
prejudice this is to Traftick, I leave all knowing men to judge. For by 
this means. No ſingle Ships, nor ſmall numbers can fail. Reſtraint 
will be laid upon going out but in great Fleets, and with ſufficient Con- 
voys. Many will be neceſlitated to lie idle, and at great expences to wait for 
their Company, whilſt they could ſometimes have performed their voyage. 
And Merchants loſe particular deſigns, which are uſually the greateſt pro- 
tit, to ſuchas are able rightly to manage them. 3. In ſtorms and tempeſts 


we ſhall be frequently forced into their Harbours, and fo fall as a prey into 
their mouths. 


5 Britain and Treland being Iſlands, are not eaſily invaded, and ſo di-. 


vetted by a Land War, but that they may ſolely attend to a Maritime,when 
they are once engaged therein. Whereas Fraxce being on the Continent, is 
ſubjeQ& to invaiion from Spain on ſeveral fides. Which was one reaſon, 
why our Anceſtors preferred the guardianſhip of England, before that of 
France. nn nn hes 

6. Taxgier in the mouth of the Strezghts, will be no ſmall prejudice to 
our Mediterranean Trade-Which if the mould or harbour can be made firm, 
w1ll prove of great concernment tothe Exgliſh Crown, and a firong curb 
tO all their enemies Traffick. And here I might adde, Cadiz, and all the 
Coaſt of Spain; for if we be French, no wile man (I think) will doubt, 
but we ſhall have Spain our enemies again. CEEEETSY 

And theſe things I think are abundantly ſufficient to; diſmount 'our 
Adverſaries confidence, of carrying away-the Trade from England, if we 
ſhould come under the power of France. | SER EI 

3- Another grand Argument againſi us is, that we are more likely to 
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| Peace (1 confeſs) is an-invaluable bleſſing. How many and great miſc< 
ries doth it free us from! Bloodſhed, violence to our Perſons and Eſtates, 
unquietne(s, and almoſt all manner of troubles, How many and great mer- 
cies doth Peace bring along with it! It is both the mother that bears, and 
the nurſe that brings up all our temporal bleſſings. It gives us mercies, 
the freedom of enjoying them, and ſweetens their enjoyment. It contains 
iberty, plenty, equity, tranquility, pleaſure, and ſafety, So that he was a 
mad man that ſhould not chuſe Peace. But I fear our coming under Fraxce, 
35 neither the way to procure Peace, nor the means to preſerve it» And that 
we by ſo doing, ſhall but have Þxions fate in the Fable, embrace a cloudy 
and tempeſiuous War, inltead of the fair and beloved Funo of Peace 
| 1+ Letit be conſidered; that it we have Peace by Land, we have War 
, by Sea: which1s to leap out of the frying-pan into the fire. It is an old 
and a good political axiom, Ex dnobns malis minus eſt eligendum ; Theolo- 
gical it was never, for in Divinity, Nullum malum eft eligendsm. Now if we 
rightly meaſure our Intereſt, we ſhall ind a Land War much more eligible 
for us upon many accounts, which I need not here to mention, they be- 
ing eaſily imagined by all wiſe men. For ſhould -it: be granted, that for 
the preſent the two Crowns accord and we have Peace : it will cither be 
ſach a one as will ruine us, or cannot be laſting to be {ure 3 but in a very few 
years will neceſſarily come to the ballance I have mentioned of $p2zz and 
Eyeland againſt France and Holland. ; 

2. Let us therefore examine their grounds; that ſo we may fce before 
us, and not run our ſelves blindfold into deſtruction. Which fo far as I 
can diſcernare theſe four. The power and prevalency of his Arms. His treas 
ſure to maintainthem. His nearneſs to us. And his Allies. 

Firſt for the power and prevalencyof his Arms. 1. It is true his numbers 
are great, both in Arms and in the Kingdom of France. The great ad- 
vantages he hath, by the largenefs, compaQtnels, fituation, and ſoil of 
his Dominions3 the infinite number of Nobility and Gentry for Cavalry, 
and the populouſneſs of his Cities and Provinces for Infantry, which capa» 
citate him above all the Princes of Exrope, to enlarge his Empire 3 I well 
| know, and willingly grant. 

But what relates to the Kingdom of France concerns not us Netherlanders 
in this caſe further than as to his Arms and power to defend us. Now in 
my reaſon the greater power in the Soveraign, the leſs liberty in the Subjed, 
as we have already ſhown. . So that the more numerous his Armies, and 
ſo much the worſe. Doth not France groan under this burden, and fhall 
we deſire to do ſo, or help to caſe thems by bearing part thereof: on our 
backs ? If we be ſokind, I dare engage we may have it all, and a thouſand 
thanks from that Kingdom. Which isfo wearied with it, that above one 
half of them (if my intelligence greatly deceive me not) would rejoyce 
to ſce it leſſened,though it were with ſome loſs to the horv--.ux of the Nation. 
But becauſe I write not to be known, but. to better the 54s ld, and with: 


my bucket of water to help to quench the Flames, that threaten deſiruQion 
o the ProteftantIntereſt; I ſhall defire all intelligent.perſons to enquire of 
choſe that underſtand: France, 'or have come lately thence; and thenlet 
them conſider if their condition be defirable. If a numerous Army lies 
quartered upon us,ſhall we not both be kept under by them, and caten up 
of them ? And although they be paid in the Kings name, yet muſt not we 
find our ſhare of the money ? Ineyer yet read or heard of any wiſe people, - 
that deſired their Prince fo potent, for fear he ſhould oppreſs them. A due 
Medioerity hath always been counted beft, Let any one read the Greek, 
and Roman Hiſtorians, or any others that are wiſely writ : and he ſhall 
tind, if he duly obſerve, that the Princes Potency bath always been the peo» 
ples jealouſie. | "1 
2. Itis alſo true, that he hath been ſucceſsful in his Arms againſt us, | 
beyond moſt mens imaginations, and perhaps even his own hopes and ex- ©: 
peations. But it all things berightly conſidered, it is no ſuch wonder = 
as the world makesit. Our Wars by Seaz our inteſtine Diviſionsz the: © 
cowardiſe of fome; the corruption of many ; and our ' multiplicity of : 
Garriſons, whereby our Forces were ſo parcePd, that fighting ſeverally they 
were eaſily vanquiſhed together with ſeveral other cauſes which concurr?d 
under the hand of Divine Fuſtice,makes it no wonderment to wiſe and con- 
fiderate men. Nor is it any new thing in the world, but that which-hath 
befallen moſt of the Nations in Exrope, as all their Hittories abundantly 
witneſs. | 1 
3. Nor will this evince our defence. For it hath often been experiment- : 
ed, that thoſe that have won much - in a little time, have loſt it again in 
leſs. How did the ſame French Nation under Charles the $8. over-run moſt = 
part of Traly in alittle time, and quickly loſt it, as the many Hiſtorians of 
both Nations relate! And in our days, how did the Swede like lightning 
paſs through Polazd; which was quickly extin& and came to nothing! And 
{o may this (if it pleale God, and we manage our work wilely) like a 
thunderclap and ſudden flaſh of lightning, afright and aſtonith us, more _ 
than hurt us, as I ſhall ſhew hereafter. OE . - 
4+ If France goes on, the world grows fo jealous of their greatneſs, that 
they may poſlible have work enough ; when their hand is againſt every 
one, and every one againſt them z and then where ſhall be our peace and . 
defence? It is known by all that know former times, how:in:the -Romazt 
Monarchy when they were diſtreſſed at home, they ftill-called-their-Forces 
trom abroad, and left their conquered Provinces to ſhift for themlelves, as. 
I might inſtance in Spain, France, Exgland, and many others both Eaſtern 
and Weſtern. Anda indeed it always is thus 3 {o that ſhould Fraxce be fal- 
len into by Spain, or England, or the'Empire, or Italy, or other ſeveral of = 
theſe joyntly or ſhould they fall into Civil Wars, which are. more fre- 
Quent there than any, yea I think Imay ſay all the Kingdoms in Exrope 3 1n. - 
what condition ſhould we then be? Txuly:I will tel] you, I think fighting = 


with the French, and more eager to be rid of them, then many are now to - 
receive them. If any one ſay, but would you have us entertain the Engliſh? 
I fay no, but preſerve oux own freedom by complying with them as I ſhall 
thew hereafter, MM 
| 5. If we will eſpouſe all the quarrels of France we may poſlibly have 
more than enow z and ſuch as may prove our ruin, rather than ſafety and 
ſecurity. Our Marriners have their Wars by Sea, our citizens and Souldiers 
by Land. Our Merchants Trade to pay their money, and all to raiſe Frazce 
tO the univerſal Monarchy, to the ruin of the Reformed Religion , and 
allo the greateſt part of Chriſtendom. And though now his friends be 
many, yet it he once comes to receive a check his enemies will be more. 
' 6. 1 ſee no need we have to fear all his power and prevalency, if we 
will do our duty, and quit our ſclves as men for our Country. And if 
we do, upon our friendſhip with the Crown of Englund, we may have 
- Souldicrs enow out of thoſe 3 Kingdoms, which are as good Infantry ſurely 
as French, by their own Hiſtorians Confeſſion, and it is Foot we want (if 
any) for the defence of our Garriſons. And beſides that they are not ſo like- 
ly to be remanded, as thoſe of Fraxcez thoſe Kingdoms being Hands, leſs 
liable to invaſion, and lis likely to be engaged in foreign, or to be invol- 
'ved in Domeſtick Wars. 
| Secondly, for his treaſure, it cannot be denied to be very great. But this 
15-rather againſt, than for our Adverſarics. For the richer the Soveraign the 
' poorer the ſubject. And I never knew any people yet, that defired to have 
their Prince fo rich, eſpecially when it comes out of their own pockets. 
I will not meddle with the diſpute of the Greeks Oftraciſme,nor that of Po- 
Iiticians, whether poverty or riches in the Soveraign be better for the ſub- 
jc&. Adue mean wile men have allways accounted beſt. When neither 
the Prince may be jealous of his people for their Riches, nor they of him 
for his Treaſures but that they may mutually. depend on. each other, for 
the good ot the whole. For as it 15 dithcult to determin, what the Magi- 
ſirate may not demand, in caſe of neceſlity ſo is it ealie to conclude, that 
| he ought not to impoveriſh his people when there is none, and make him- 
ſelf rich by their ruins. That being tollerable, but this intollerable op- 
preſſion. er a 
Nor is it imaginable, that he will make France poor, to inake us.rich., 
Nor is it credible that it they remain poor, we ſhall remain-rich. For in 
all Princes thereremain ſome jealouſics of a conquered people, that they 
- may, upon ſome revolution of affaires or other, revolt. And therefore it is 
their.uſual practice, by all. ways. poſſible to drain them, and draw their 
riches home 3 as the Romans into Traly, and other Conquerors their own 
Kingdoms 3 either by bringing it into their own Treaſuries, . or. Native 


ſubjecs purſes, or rather both, that ſo they may command: it upon all oc+ 
cations,

Thicdly,. for theix nearnels unto us,. we. know it too well. And if tho | 
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ſubdued Provinces remain in their hands, ſhall find what it is to have ſuch 
neighbors, * But otherwiſe England is nearer us than France, and can caſi- 
lier come fo our aſſiſtance. For the. Frexch haye not only a long march, 
but through part of the Empire, which is their. enemie, and fo liable to 
obſtruction. As to the Prince of Liege (or Archbiſhop-of Colen ) Duke of - 
Newburg and others that have permitted this paſſage, they may pay dear 
enough tor it hereafter, as their {ubjeCts, are paying for it at preſent, even 

to the French themſelves. Who are ſo weary of their Company; that-I 
perſwade my {clf,” they will be the firſt that will endeavour, to drive them - 
out, when tliey (hall find an opportunity. . 

But we are not aftraid of all our Adverſaries weapons, and therefore will 
enforce their Argument, by ſuppoſing all they can deſire 3 That France 
will keep thele conquered Provinces, and in all probability make new 
acqueſts, by ſubduing of the Spaniſh Netherlands. So-that it. we be not 
ſubject to him, we ſhall never be at quict, but they will continually be-as 
Thorns in our fides, 

1. And why may we not as-well ſuppoſe, that if we beunder him, we 
ſhall never be at reſt for others? For no Potentate in Chriſtendom hath 
more jcalous eycs upon him, nor likelier to be- continually imployed in 
Wars. Now what will changing help us, if we better not our condition? * | 
For we may eaſily forclee, that it-we come-under Fr nce; we ſhall have | 
Englandand Spaixagainſt us by Sex (as we have ſaid): and. the Germans and 
Spaniſh Provinces. by Land, and fo ſhall be-in the ſame condition, though 
not by the ſameenemies, that we are now 3 ground tike-Corn betwixt the 
Mil-ſtones. Yea it is more than. probable, that knowing the-tickliſh'con- 
dition and mutinous temper of the Frexch Nation, he will bring his Wars - | 
into theſe Countries and their confines, and ſo we ſhall again become, the 
Cock-pit of War for all Exrope.- l | 

2+ I doubt not but he will attacque the: Spaniſh Provinces and ſeek to 
connect them with his conqueſts, and rhen incorporate all with France. - 
Lut it is uncertain what time this may require before they be all-under his - 
power. We know not the Articles between the two Crowns, nor are we ': 
lure that England and Auftria-will fee this work, Many things may fall + 
out, - which no manseye can foreſee. The King of France 15 mortal and | 
may die, and the Dawphin young and fo uncapable to carry on ſuch mighty * 
deligns. Or he may meet with a check in his enterpriſes, -and be ſiopt in __ 

 hisfurther progrels of glory. France is harraſft, and weary: of Wars, may * 
fall to their former mutinies. The King of Spain may grow more potent. | 
Englana,Sweden and the Cantons of Switzerland may think themſelves con- 
cemed, as well as the Empire and- Spain, to ſtop the growing greatnels of - 
France. . The Spaniſh ray divert him in Cataloniz and elſe wheres Sicknels - 
and mortallity may ſeize upon his Armies. -FaQtions in his court, diſcon- 
tents in the Country,  tumults in his Kingdom, and many other Accidents - 
' may Dappen, .to. call him off us, oF a leaſt neccllitate him-to-give-us rea» - 
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fonable conditions, and confine him to his own Kingdom. - $o that *tis 
madneſs to avoid a preſent miſchief, to ran our ſelves upon certain ruine. 

_  -2+ If we had the friendſhip of England, we might ſoon be ina capacity 
to defend our ſelves againſt Fraxce, and need not fear the power of their 
Arms. 1 do not fay that we alone are able to recover at preſent what we 
have loſt, without the aſſiſtance of others: But that theſe remaiving Pro- 
vinces are able to defend themſelves,” and either let go the other, or in time 
poſlibly regain them, as we ſhall ſhew hercafter. | 

Fourthly, For his Allies, they need not fright us. For all friendſhip of - 
the World, and cfpecially publick, proves often times like winter brooks, 
which run freely when we have leaſt need of them, but fail us in drought 
when we want their Water. If the fortunes of France ſhould once decline, 
we ſhould (ee thoſe that now adore them, readily renounce this their idola- 
try, and not only confeſs their former fault, but help to turn the JYhbeel 
about, and bring them under whom they now exalt. 

And thus we ſee what ſmall grounds there are of enjoying ſuch great 
Peace under France, as our Adverſaries flatter themſelves withal, and 
would per{ſwade the World of z which will never tind creait with wiſe 
men, who are uſed to judge by Reaſonsof State, and not by the vain ar- 
guments of fancy. : 

4+ The fourth argument for France is, their having the wpper Provinces al- 
ready, which are of ſuch concernment to the Nether, that they athrm we 
cannot want them, and therefore we muſt call in Fraxce that he may have 
them all, that ſo they may be joyned under one Head. 

We cannot want them ſay they. 1. For our Security, and 2. for our

| Let us therefore examine theſe things, and having ſo done, we ſhall 
give a releaſe to your patience in'this great Argument of our Adverſarics 
concerning Trade. ; 

Firſt that we cannot want them for our Security, is apparently falſe. Nay 
upon a Politick, account we had better part with them, though not in point 
of Honour and Religions Co eg | 

1» They were a continual charge to thoſe inferior Provinces, which yet 
was willingly born, in regard of their being an out Sconſe to us, which 
many ſuppoſed ſufficiently firong for our detence. Which yet others have 
always doubted of, and now we find they had ſufficient reaſon«- Seeing 
then ſome of them willingly deſerted us, and others lightly defended 
themſelves, and us conſequently, and thus laid us open to the invaſion of 
our enemies: if welct then go, and they ſuffer thereby, they may thank 
themſelves, and we muſt othexwile ſecure our Country. 

2. I wonder men ſhould think they can ſecure us, when we (ce the con- 
trary by our experience. Nay indeed this was the great miltake that had 
like to have ruined us all. For we relying on them, was unprepared for 
our own defence, whereby the whole was greatly endangered. Yea ſo 


orcatly, that if the French had fallen into Holland, when they came t@ 
Verecht 3 Itremble to think, what work they might havemadeamongftus. 
2+ It was apparent that the boundaries of. the Common-wealth, was too 
great,and Our Garriſons too many, to defend againſt ſuch-powerfulArmits- 
Which at the ſame time are not only Maſters. of the Field, but able to al-" 
Gault what Places they pleaſe. This War being far different from our form- 
er with Spain (or leſs Potentates) wherein we had an Army to ballance 
theirs, for relief of ſuch Garriſons as were at any time attackt by them. - 
And this the Author of the Intereſt of Holland, hath long ſince well obſerve 
ed, and experience now ſhews us. Wherctn Idare be his ſecond, againſt : 
any combatants that dare encounter him. 

4. Let any man but recount our Garriſons with their greatneſs,and com--- 
pute what number of men is requiſite for their defence 3 and he will ſoon * 
lee, whether I have not clear reaſon on my fide. I ſhall not now ſtand 
todo that, though if any be obſtinate, I can do it ſufficiently to convince 
him : that though the States in times of Peace maintain 60000, and in.- 
this War above 100000 men by Land 3 yet were th eynot half enow to 
defend all our Garriſons, and keep an Army in the Field to relieve them. 
And therefore I never expe&ed any better ſuccels of -the War, than now 
weſeez though my judgment was entertained by many with merrjment, 
and of others with fears it might prove Prophetical, For we- muſteither- 
have diſmancled moſt of the weakeſt, and ſupplied a few of - moſt conſes 
quence for a ſirong reliſtance or it was never likely it ſhould he otherwiſe 
than it is3 it being always found true by experience, that multiplicity of 
weak powers prove none againſt ſtrong » for dum ſinguli pugnant, univerſt 
vincuntur. And th:refore we {ce our enemies, had the wiſdom to wave 
Maeſtricht, that was provided with mn to give them work and fell upon 
ſuch places, as they either knew their money had, or their Swords could 
moſt eaſily conquer. us | 

5. Many of our outmoſt Garriſons lying in a champaign Country, can- 
not be relieved, without a powerful Army of Cavalry. And theſe Coun- 
fries are very uncapable many ways both for keeping and marching great 
numbers of Horſe. In theſe lower Provinces Land being ſodear, and:more 
profitable for Cows than Horſes; and ſo.many great Rivers, which cannot 
be paſt with Bridges, except we make them of Boats continually, is ſut- 
ncient demonſtration that they cannot be here. And in-the upper Pro- - 
vinces there is not forrage for ſuch a body of Horſe, as we muſt have if we 
will relieve our outmoſt Garriſons. And this thoſe that know -them 
Knows. Let us from Bergen op Zoom pals along the coalt of Brabant by - 
Breda and our other Garriſons even as far as Mzaeſtricht, -and from thence 
back to the Buſs which 1s the greateſt part of the open Country we have 
{for GelderJand, Utrecht and'Overifſet are full of Rivers) and we ſhall find - 
that which belongs to us, inconliderable for this purpoſe 3 the greateſt -- 

Part of that Country being heath, and barren ground. - ne 


I know-well that moſt of the Cities lieupon Rivers,-but Tknow alſo.and 
fo doall of ordinary underſtanding, that a Fort on cither fide commands. 
them, and ſo bars our paſſage by water to them. | 
- .. Butletus inſtance in one for all. 1 wiſh mine adverſaries would ſhew ug 

any way to relieve Maeftrecht if it ſhould be aſfaulted and diltreiled by the 
French. 1 mean that is practicable, for we are not now diſcourſing of 
Mathematical powers, which demonſtrate motions as {witt as the Sun's, and 
the plucking up Oaks with a finglc hair, and ſuch like carioſities that can 
never be done 3 but of Martial powers, which are not for ſpeculative no- 
tions, but practical performances. 4 ns 

6. Let us but conſider. who hath paid thoſe great Armies we have con- 
ftantly kept, and muſt pay many more both Foot, and Horle (which are 
much more chargeable) that we muſt keep, it we will defend theſe out- 
Provinces againſt powerful enemies and we lhall ſoon {ce that we muſt 
pay very dear for their uncertain and weak defence of us. For this pur- 
poſe I ſhall ſatishe the curious with inſerting the proportion of Taxes which 
each Province pays to the Publick for the Armics and other expences : 
whereby it will appear that the quot of theſe ſuperior Provinces, Gelder- 
land, Over-Iſſel, and Utrecht (which tt e French now poſlcl(s) is very incon» 
fiderable, wherein alſo they have often been behind, and will be much le(s 
able now to pay it, being ſo much impoveriſhcd. 
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7, If they be regained, we muſt pay for it, they being now under our | 
enemies. And what an infinite of blood and treaſure ihat will coſt, it our 
enemy will not.quit them on reaſonable terms in treaty, Lleave any man to 
dg. h : 

5 If we .righily conſider, great Territories are for Kings, ſmall only 
fit for. Common-wealths. This we may obſerve in the Hittories of former 
times, In the Grecian Republicks and th:ir neighbour Kingdoms. For the 
Roman was mixt of Moxarchy and Ariftocracy, by the great power of their 
Conſuls ruling as Monarchs by their turns, and eſpecially in dangers by 
Difators, Yea our own experience hath ſhown us this 1n.the neighbou- 
ring Kingdoms. But what (hall I ſay, many men are like the Judges Sta- 
tues at Thebes have their eyes blinded and hands lamed, though not for 
Juſtice but far judgment, they can neither ſce nor feel .betore them. 
Ja 59 being then in Exgland, in ſome Gentlemens Company, Where there | 
_ vere ſome zealous Republicans, and 1.trom .Hiſtory and eblervation. |

ſhewing them, that ih great Dominions, eſpecially, where there are many 
Nobility, a Common-wealth could never ſtand long 3 that if there, it muſt 
be from the City of Loxdon managing it as Rome had done, and not as they 
went to work, and ſeveral other things, ſhewing the impradicablenelſs of 
their notions, (which I have reaſon to remember, for I was complained 
of to Lambert,and was in danger of being called before the Conncil of State) 
In the year 60. ſome of them took me for half a Prophet, and fo perhaps 
may ſome hereafter, for what I (hall now ſay : That if we affed great Terri- 
tories by Land we ſhall loſe all. It is our Sea affairs, that we are ſet for by 
our Country, made for by our genious, and fit for eſpecially, by our 1um- 
ployment. And we may as well think to turn our Rivers, as change theſe. 
things, nay, indeed, if we could, it would quickly txrn to our defiruQion ; 
Trafhck by Sea, as I formerly have ſhown, being our chief ſecular intereſt. 

- Butl foreſee what will here be aid, that a weak defence is better than 
none, and how all theſe Irferior Provixces be otherwiſe ſecured. 

And it 15 very true indeed, better a weak, wall,thai none at all. And if we 
could not build a ſtronger,and at lefs charges,and with far leſs coſt for repa- 
ration and defence againſt the violent ſtorms of our Enemies, (for none 
can ſecure us againſt Heaven) weſhould be aſhamed to have thrown down 
the old, which (in my judgment) is by the former Conſiderations. levelled 
with the ground. For as it is folly to pull down before we conſider how to 
build better, ſo we muſt take heed that therein we commit not thoſe errors 
which many wiſe men (though that was none of their wiſdom) have fre- 
quently (as I have often obſerved) fallen into in their building, To beſtow 4s 
much in piecing and patching an old houſezas would build a new one far ſtronger 
and better:and when they have built either old or new,to find ſeveral inconveni- 
encies therein,which a provident fore-ſight might bave prevented. As theingent- 
ous Mathematician Dr. Wren hath demonſtrated (as I hear)in England,that 
they had better build S. Pau!'s in London anew, than repair the old. ' SoI 
think Iam able to demonſtrate, that we had better make a new defence 
for thele inferior Provinces, than that of the ſuperior. But it muſt be well 
conſidered of, leſt we find inconveniences therein afterwards. And as in 
Architedure I plealantly play with dice and cards alone- (which others do 
in company) making my walls of the former, and floors and covering of 
the latter, to ſce the conveniences and inconveniences therein, better than 
In plain figures ; and eſpecially to demonſtrate the ſame to others that will 
adviſe with me therein, and are no Mathematicians ; ſo here I muſt confels 
[ have ſeriouſly pulled down and ſet up ſeveral defences for us, which arc 
too long to relate. But I will briefly- touch of ſome things, which are 
lufficient (I think) to ſilence mine Adverſarics. | 


There are 5 or ſix-ways of Natural Fortification and defence of a Country. 
| Seas for Iflands, which are the beſt. . For though they are thereby 
ncapacttated to enlarge their Empire abroad, being by the Sea as it were 
confined to home ' yet have they great. advantages: thereby, not. only of 
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Maritime Negotiation, but alſo ſecurity from Invaſion. So that they are 
at {mal} charges for maintaining Armies; which thoſe that live os Conti- 
nents, mult conſtantly do tor their defence : otherwiſe the door ſtands open 
for the firſt-chat comes, to enter in and take poſſeſſion. 

Great Mountains that are unpaſſible for Armies, or ſuch paſſes as the 
famous Thermopyles, which are caſily defended, and theſe are next to Seas 
the beti defence. 

Vaſt Wilderncſſes where Armies can have no Proviſion to march, but 
what they carry along with chem, as in Africa. 

-- Peninſular Countries, which are eaſily retrencht within lines of ſecuri- 
ty, as the famous Wall in the North of Exgland, firſt made by Agricola, 
Nero's General there, repaired by Hadrian, and after by Severus againſt 
the Pids, the ruines whereof are fill apparent. And Scotland often>alfo 
againſt Evglaxd hath thus retrencht themſelves, even in our days with 
oreat ſafety againſt the Engliſh Army 3 which if they had had the wiſdom to 
have kept within, tacy had ſaved themſelves and the Kingdom : but their 
—— aps folly in forſaking them, was dearly paid for by the loſs of 
both. 
Great Rivers which cannot eaſily be paſt. As Euphrates in the Eft, and 
the Rhyne in the Jeſt, defended thoſe Nations beyond them, from the great 
power of the Romans. $0 | 
 Andlaſlly inundationsby Water, mariſh and boggy grounds, &c. 

I might be large in examples of all theſe in ſeveral Kingdoms of the 

| World; and alfo in the wonderful Providence of God, who hereby ſets 

bounds and limits to the mighty Nimrod's of the World, ſaying unto them 
by the voice of Nature as to the great Seas and Waters, hitherto ſhall ye go 
and no further : but I will confine my felt to our own Country, 
Now thele Provinces if we conſider them aright, are naturally fortified 
moſt of theſe ways. Not by Mountains, for we live in a level Country ; 
nor by Deſarts and barren Wildernefles, for we have a fruitful Land, like 
Canaanflowing with milk and honey. But all the other ways we are defen- 
ſible; ſo that if we can but defend our ſelves by Sea, and keep that for 
our Commerce 3 we need not fear all our Enemies by Land. We have the 
Sea to guard us below, mighty Rivers not only within, but on both ſides 
theſe Provinces to defend us: we are either Ilar'ds as Zeeland; or Penin- 
{ular as Frieſland and Groeningen together, and Hollandand Utrecht,by rea- 
ſon of the Sea and great Rivers that almoſt ſurround them. Andlet it 
come to the utmoſt extremity, we can by Water drown our Enemies, and 
fave our ſelves in our Cities. So that they that talk of conquering +us, 
muſt either be fools, or ignorant of the Country: and thoſe that fear to 
be conquered, pulillanimous and frighted with vain bravadoes. 

But we will be a little more particular, in running over brictly the ſeyeral 
Provinces. CO TI 


Zeeland confifting wholly of Iſlands, js thereby well- fortified, and the 4 
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Inhabitants ſo uſed to the Water, that they are not eaſily maſtered therein. 
Frieſland and Groningen together, are almoſt ſurrounded with the North 
and South Seas, together with the River Emes, and (carce acceſſible by Land 
in regard of the mariſh or boggy grounds, if Coeverden and ſome other 
firong places on the paſles be kept. 

Holland will prove the greateſt difficulty, and of moſt conſequence 3 
that Province being the Head and Heart of this Republick. For this end I 
mult {appoſe that we muſt have part of the Province of Utrecht, which we 
muſt either regain by Treaty,or by ſtrength, let it coſt what it will, both for 
our communication, and future ſafety. And then we have theſe two again 
almoſt environed with the North and South Seas and everal branches of the 
Rhyne and Maes. Qaly one neck of ground between the Leck and South 
Sea of 5 or 6 miles, where a River might be cut to carry water from the 
former, as ſomething higher, into the latter ; from between Vjang and 
Twacl, from whence downwards the River is deep, and hath the Tyde 
flowing up, by Howten, Heer, Melis waert, Melaeten, and ſo along, the 
low grounds to Pyzenborch into the River Eem-to the South Sea. Which will 
make the whole adjacent Country being low, ſtagnate with water, and fo 
defend theſe two Provinces from their enemies incurſions. And the reſt are 
done to our hands, by the ſeveral foldings of the Arms of thoſe two 
great Rivers, the Rhyxe and the Maſe, whoſe ſeveral denominations I need 
not mention, nor the places where, thelc being ſufficiently known to thoſe 
that know theſe Countries. | | 

But oh Utrecht : Utrecht ! I foreſee there will ſo much depend upon that 
one City, that I fear the greateſt Aﬀairs of Exrope will hang, and tum 
upon that ſingle hinge. I know we flatter our ſelves they will part with it, 


and I wiſh we may not be deceived 3 but I fear far other things, not ſo | 


much from what I have ſaid, as from other reaſons of State. But if any 
will ask what thoſe are: I fay Ho-la, Iam(fo far from publiſhing them, 
that if the ſhirt on my back knew the thoughts of my heart herein, ir 
ſhould be my firſt work to burn it.  - 

But our Adverſarics will fight it out to the ſtumps both of their ſtrength 
and weapons. They lay the French in the Superior Provinces hath the com» 
mand of our Rivers, and fo will be able to ruine our Trade. 

"Truly I am tired with this long diſcourſe of Trade, and therefore for a 
divertilement I will tell you a ſhort and pleaſant ſtory. Upona time King 
Fames of Great Britain, was angry with the City of Loxdox, and ſent for 
ſome of the Aldermen and Common Council, whom he tirft chid, and 
then threatned that he would take away their Charters, ſpoil them of 
their Priviledges, and ruine the City, that he would.. An old Fox that 
ſtood behind, perceiving the King in a paſſion, and the reſt of the 
Ruffs in a filent fright, pretended deatnc(s; and induſtriouſly that. his 
Majcfty might obſerve him , enquired firſt of one and then of - ano- 
ther ; 1hat ſays bis Majeſty ? wbat? Doth be ſay be will turn the River of 
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Thames? The King perceiving it, would needs know what he (aid, and 
being told, burſt out into laughter, and ſwore in his Scottiſh diale& he was 
a fauſe louxe, and packt them away. So let me metrrily ask mine Adverſa- 
ries one after another , what? will the King of France turn the. Rhyne ? will 
he turn the Maes? Will he cut off the arms of thoſe mighty Rivers? Or 
w1ll he rivelctife them into more hundred furrows than Hiſtorians tell us 
Cyrus did Gyndes when he went to take Babyloy ? Will he chaſtiſe the South 
Sea, and fetter it, as Xerxes did the Helleſpont, making Harderwick, and | 
Foorne as Seftus and Abyaus of old, now the firong Calltles the Turks have 
made in the Dardanels? Let theold rich Merchants that have more money 
to loſe than I, fear that, I do not. And except he can, ſolong as we keep 
the mouth of the Rivers where they exonorate themſelves into the Sea z let 
the French keep thzm above, and ſee what they can make of them. 

But to be ferious. I had thought our Trading had been in Ships at Sea 
eſpecially, and not with Boats in Rivers. And that it is theſe inferior Pro- 
vinces, and. our Sea Trafhck that Fraxce aims atz though in regard of 
our Naval ſtrength, he comes down upon us by Land: thinking. that 
way to carry the Country. For his ſtopping the Boats. paſſing up and 
down the Rhize and Maes, there is no fear if we rightly conſider, that 
that will ruine the French themſelves more than us. In regard we can ſub- 
fiſt without this, and they cannot. We have Corn in abundance from 

 Dantſick, and. other places, with which we ſupply others in want : but they 
muſt have theirs from above, by theſe Rivers. How can-we think that 
he ſhould ſtop the Commerce betwixt Germany and theſe Countries by the 
Rhyne 3 and they not ſtop his Proviſions at. Coley and other places? Or 
that he intercept the Traffick by the Maes and Leige, orat leaſt Namurs 
under the Spaniſh, ſhould not prohibit his ſupplies from France ? There are 
two ways of dealing with Enemies, It ſmall to beat them, it great to 
pine them. They dare not but leave a conſiderable Army in thoſe Pro- 
vinces, for fear of the tormerz and they muſt be ſupplied from abroad, 
for fear of the latter. Now it they be not from us beneath, they muſt be 
by theſe from above for thoſe Provinces alone are not able to provide for 
them ; and why then ſhould we trouble our ſelves with ſuch fantaſtical 
fears? Were it not that I thought theſe things ſufficient, and that I have 
been already fo prolix in this Argument ; I would ſhew at large that thoſe 
above depend on us for our Money and Commodities, more than we on 
them for theirs. But to do this ſatisfactorily, would be a large diſcourſe, 
_ and therefore I diſmiſs it, at leaſt for the preſent. 

Our Adverſaries having thus ſpent their Cannon upon us ineffeGually,will 
needs try a Volly of ſmall ſhot : That we maſt have theſe out-Provinces, 
for the quartering our Army, that ſo our Cities may be free from their dt- 
furbance in Trade. IE 
"But this reaches us not. For we have ont-Garriſons enow_xpon the 
Confnes of thele. inferior Provinces; as Sluys, Bergen op Jom, Breda, 
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 Buſt&c. well known, that are of lefs Trade, and capable to quarter 100008 
men if need was, asI can eaſily make apparent, Nor do l imagine Soul- 
diers prejudicial to any trading City, it they be not too numerous 3: but 
rather helpful, by the Exciſe they pay, the work when off the watch they 
cheaply perform, the ſpending their money-with the poorer fort, and (e- 
veral other ways which might be mentioned. 

And thus you ſee in point of profit,or worldly Intereſt, that we can want 
the luperior Provinces, (excepting the City-of Utrecht, and a little of the 
Circumjacent Country) yea had- better quit them upon -ſeveral'acconnts3 
and though our boundaries be lefs, yet if we be more compad and ſtronger, 
that will abundantly compenſate our greatneſs: beſides the vaſt expence 
which is ſpared thereby, not only of blood, but treaſure, in maintaining 
conſtantly ſo great an Army as we mult,if we will recover and defend them. 
The only advantage that I can foreſee by them is, to have bad neighbours 
further off: bur whether that will Countervail the colt, may be a queſtion. 
to others, but is none to me. = PN. 

But if we value our honour at ſo high a rate, and will pay ſo dear for it, 
that if the French will not part with them upon fair terms,we will wage war 
for them I heaftily with we never repent it. For I have obſerved that Com- 
mon-wealths are fitter for ſelf defence, and Kingdoms for conqueſts, Which 1s 
ſhaddowed out by the Venetian Statue, holding a Shield in the right hand 
that ſome unskilful Travelers condemn, as an error inthe Statuary. Whoſe 
yet ambitious {werving from this Common-wealths maxim,coſt them very 
dear ; and ſeeing it is the neareſt parallel to our caſe I know, I ſhall briefly 
relate it, becauſe I think it may be uſeful! for us. The Venetians having 
long warred with the Genozeſe at Sea, afterwards caſt an ambitious eye on 
the Continent of Italy, and by one means or other (too long to relate) be= 
came Maſters of many conſiderable places. Fhis made them-envied by their 
neighbouring Monarchs, who-entred at Cambray A. 1508. intoa league to 
war againſt them. Maximilian the Emperor, firſt of that name, recovered 
Padua, Vincentia, Verona,&c. belonging to the Empire : the Pope Ravenna; 
Cernia, Ariminum and Faventia: Lewis the 12. then poſſeſt of Millainin 
right thereof, Bergamums Crema, Cremona and Brixia : Ferdinand the. 
King of Spaiy in right of Naples, Maxfredonia, Trano,Barlet-and Monopols; 
ail of them Havens on the Adriatick; the Duke of Ferrara, Rovigo : and 
the Duke of Mantua, Aſula : in ſo much that the Venetians-were forced to 
betake themſelves to-the ſands and Mariſhes-of their City.. And yet in 
a ſhort time by. compliance with the Pope, they broke the confederacy; and: 
by one means or other regaincd the reſt, except thoſe belonging to: the: 
Realm of Naples.. The queſtion is debated in- the Senate, whether they 
ſhould war for theſe or no ® And wilely concluded in-the negative, That: 
although they were commodious Havens for them, yet better to part with them, 
thanwar with ſuch a potent Prince as Spain. And let me fay it freely of our 
Elves. that had we ſerved God, followed pur Trade, and kept our ſelves 


more off the Stage of Hoyowr, as our Anceſtors did : We had leſs occalioned 
- our neighbours envy, and not been reduced to thoſe Strates we are in. 

But if our Senators be of Naſica's judgment, and would have this foil 
for our Martial valowr, and this exerciſe to rub of the ruſt, our Arms have: 
contracted by their long reſt, It our Cavalry are ambitious to have the 
Trumpet of Fame ſound their praiſes, and the Infantry to-have their 
marches beaten, through ſucceeding Ages and Generations, I with that 
the eccho'of Fame may follow. them, with a clearer ſound than the hoarſe 
clamour of the People 3 and hope that the imbellick Bores that are ready 
to ſtart at the report of a Gun, and ſtoop at the whiſtling of a Bullet, may, 
by having dangers familiarized to them, become (as the Fox did with the 
Lion) undaunted at laſt, and under their brave General and Commanders 
regain our reputation.z and (hall heartily pray both for our Senators proſpe- 
rity, and Souldiers ſucceſs. ; 

The only confideration that ſways with me for conteſting for them, if 

we cannot have them otherwiſe, is that of Religion. If therefore this po- 
licy, I have pleaded ſhould prove Apocryphal 3 and that our League and 
Alliance with them, obliges us for their recovery; or that the rules of 
Chriſtian Charity require us, to adventure our own loſs for their ſafety : | 
God forbid that I, or any man clſe ſhould be againſt it; and 1 hope there are 
none ſo degenerate, but will contribute their beſt aſſiſtance both in purſe 
and perſon to ſo good a work. It the Turks will redeem the caged birds 
to ſet them at liberty, let us much more willingly our Chrittian Brethren, 
and fo committing our cauſe to God, pals thorow the Temple of Vertue, 
that we may happily come to that of Hoxoxr. 
Having thus ſhewn the impregmablenelſs of the truth of our cauſe, againſt 
the aſſaults of its Adverſariesz and fought it out with them, in their repre- 
ſenting the Advantages of being nnder France, and diſadvantages of being 
ander Englaud,and our Replying : It comes now to our turn to beAſſailants, 
wherein we hope to obtain an abſolute conqueſt, by ſhewing them the quite 
contrary. 

Now hercin we might be very large, if we would argue from all the ſug- 
ſory and diſſuaſory topicks as the Honeſty of being under England rather 
than France for the common Interefi of the Proteſtant Religionz the Homo» 
rableneſs thereof for the common good of Chriftendom, whoſe Intereſt it 
is to oppole the greatneſs of France, as we ſhall ſhew hereafter : the Equity 
of this for aſſiſting our Allies againſt France : the poſſibility or practicable- 
mls of this only, now that his Highneſs is both General and $tadt-bolder : 
ard alſo from the contrary of theſe if we ſeek to come under France. But 
we ſhall only inſiſt upon that of Utility, becaule that is moſt per{waſive; 
and that with reſpe& to our ſelves only, the moſt part of nin being fo (elf- 
iſh, that they prefer their partical/ar before the publick goods 
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England. WE | old age 
1. Oar being under Fraxce brings us infallibly unto a War with England 
and Spain, 1n {ome ſhort time at leaſt, if not preſently, as we have already 
' ſhown. Now how deltrudtive ſuch a War is to our maritime Negotiation, 
I leave all wiſe men to judge, and Merchants eſpecially who have the ex-. 
Perience thereof. ns 
Whereas on the contrary our being under England, gives us Peace and 
freedom of Trade by Sea at leaſt inconſiderable diſturbance in compart- 
{on 3 yea very probably by Landallo in regard we can ſpoil France's Trade, 
diſturb his coaſts, divert his deſigns, and -ballacne his power. For France 
cannot fight with all Europe. If we be under England, we have Spain, the 
Empire &c. with us: andif France will fight, we need not fear him. 
But if that which is {aid be not ſufhcient ( as I np it1s5) Tam ready to 
make it apparent, that a Land War is more eligible for this Republick, 
then one by Sea with ſuch potent enemies, and take the utmoſt interruption 
France can make of our Sca-trafhck into the ballance. 
2. If we come under France we ſhall either do it entirely, or partially, 
If the former we are ruined in a great meaſure in our Commercesfor ſup- 
poling that the Spaniſh Netherlands fall under France alſo, as in all proba- 
bility they will, and that ſpeedily, as even our Adverſaries themſelves take | 
it forgrantcd 3 the Scheld will be open and free, and1o Antwerp, Bruxels, 
Mechlin, Loven, Lier and the other Cities of Brabant, by this means recover 
part of their former Commerce 3 which now we deprive them of by V13f- 
fing and Rammekens below, and Lillo above on that River: and Ghant, 
Cortrick , Riiſſel and other Citics of Flanders a part, by che former River 
being free, and by opening the other paſſage to them, which is now ob- 
ſtruced at the Sus van Ghant. | 
Now of how great conſequence this is to us, cfpecially in regard of 
Amſterdam, which bears now a double proportion in the Admiralties, 
and almoſt the half of the burden of the Taxes of Holland, which is at. 
moſt the half of the whole Republick, I leave any one to judge, and 
eſpecially thoſe that know the principles of Intercli for that great and flou- 
riſhing City. I could be very large upon this, in ſhewing how the fall of 
Antwerp was the riſe of Amſterdamz how this City prevailed that the other 
ſhould not be taken by the Arms of this Republick 3 as alſo what ſome 
ſay it coli them to prevent itz that this was a great inducement to the 
States, not to enlarge the Republick on the {ide of Flaxders and Brabant 3 
and what a great motive it was to make peace with Spain, that fo they 
might prevent ſo Potent a Prince as Fraxce;from coming ſo nigh them upon 
that quarter, and doing it by powerz and how Hyllayd gave ſecurity for 
maintaining the peace, when. Zeeland proteſted againſt the ſame :. But theſe 
are {0 well known in Fhllznd, and the objeQions againſt it ſo.anſ{wered, g,, 
that I need not lanch into this Ocean. 7 low who is fo purblind but he may ge x 


I!- foreſce,that if we.come under France, the Flemiſh Merchants, eſpecially Pa- 
I piſts,will return and carry their Trade to Antwerp, and many French alſo 
fetle themſelves there; the River being much better, the City tit for traffick 
every way, and having the Popiſh Religion publickly profeſi, ſo that it 
will ſoon conteſt with Amſterdam for Trade, and carry it ere long and 
then Amſterdam may ſay of Antwerp, as the Ice of the Water, Mater me 
genuit, mater mox gignitur ex me. For we muſt think thoſe,Citics, and par- 
ticularly Axtwerp, are nearer the Confines of Fraxce than Holland 3 and 
will be more confided in, being Papiſts; ſo that they will become both 
the care and Crown of that King and Kingdom, for their Trade in theſe 
Northern parts of the World. Yea let me lay it, for I know it to be true, 
this is that the Trading Flamens long for, ſeck for, and ſhould above all 
things be glad toſce ; ſo that in ſtead of hindring, they ſhall help, all they 
dare, Frances conqueſt for this their Intereſt, 

And if ſome of theſe Provinces only come under Fraxce, and otherſome 
under England > what a miſerable condition ſhall we be in; by having two 
{uch potent Princes continually contefting in the midſt of us, fo that by 
ſuch ſtrong fits of Colick in our bowels, and Convulſions in the whole 
body, our diſeaſe muſt needs become mortal, and our wounds incurable. 
Let us \uppoſe that which is likelieſt, both by the beſt intelligence, incli- 
nation of the people ( as we have faid formerly ) and intereſt as we ſhall 
ſhew hereafter, that Zeeland become Engliſh, and Holland ſhould chuſe 
France and conſider the fituation of Zeeland, neer the Sea, and allmoſt 
right over the River of Thames, and both between Fraxce and Holland, and 
betwixt Hollaxd and the Chanel; the Harbours of VIifing and Ter Vere, 
into which, the latter eſpecially, all Winter long, notwithſtanding the 
Fee, is ſafe arrival; their genious as well as commodiouſnefs to Cape: and 
then judge in what a perilous condition the Trade of Hollaxd will be under 
France, and what miſerable work will be made amongſt us. Or let it be 
{uppoſed that there is frendſ{hip between Fraxce and Ergland in the enjoy- 
ing ther ſeveral ſhares (for we will grant al) poſſibilities, and much more 
probabilities, our Adverſaries can reaſonably delire) and how will our 
mutual traffick be ſpoiled , by the impolitions of both Crowns upon 
commodities 3 if we ſhould pay to the one in Hol/andand the other in Zee- 
land, as undoubtedly we mult. For it is a certain truth, that multiplicity of 
impoſitions, eſpecially when great, ſpoils merchandiſe» And will it not bein 
Englands power, to open the River, and makeit tree for Axytwerp, &c. as 


we haveſaid? and inthat caſe, where will the vaſt Commerce ot Holland 
then be? | 


| Whereas on the contrary were we either of theſe ways under England, 
we exclude France and Flanders, and preſerve our Trade to our ſelves. 
If we be entirely under England; we may ſave'tlie Spaniſp Netherlands,

For as Myſcovy and the other Northern Nations conſume 
much of our Pepper, and {ome hotter Spices, fo the Soxtbern, and Eaſtern 
in the Mediterraneax, much of our other Commoditics. Now with what 
ſecurity can we either carry them through the Sea, or bring our S$zkgs, 
Camels-bair, and other of the richcſi Commodities we have, trom Aleppo, 
Ezypt, and our other Fad@ories for the Turkje Trade, and maintain our 
Trafick with Venice, Leghorne, and other places in Traly; Secing the 
Spaniards beſides the ports of Spain,have fo many Havens,and ſome Tſlanas 
;n the Adriatick3Sicilia,S ardinia,Majorca and Minorca in the Midlaud-Sea 3 
and Cadiz {o commodiouſly ſituated at the mouth of the Straits ſome of _ 
which have been famous in all Ages for the Archeſt Pirates in the wnole 
World. Betwixt theſe therefore and the Turks, we are ccrtain of nothing, 
but of bad Trading, and they good Caping. So that 1 may conclude with 
the Poetical Proverb, that he that defires to flie from Exgland, and tall under 
France for Trattick, Tucidit in Scyllam, capiens vitare Charybdim. 

Whereas on the contrary, if we come under England we certainly (c- 
cure our Commerce with Spain, and all the Territories belonging to that | 
Crown. And not only ſo, but againſt the Turkiſh Pyrates which intcfi thoſe 
Scas, which would be of no fmall advantage to us. For belides that 
England is at peace with ſome of thoſe places on the African Coaſt, and is in 
iricnd{hip with the Tzrkiſh Empire 3 how calle a thing was it tor us joyntly, 
tO brivg the reſt to our own terms ? Yea, ſa to ſubdue them all, and keep 
thcm under, that they ſhould never be able'to diltarb us, no nox Chriſten- 
com more by their Caping? And how generous a deſign this is, and how 
dcliructive to that great and common Enemy of all Chriſtians, I leave all 
wile men, and well-wiſhers to Chriſtianity to conlider and judge.

ſo firong in Forts, Shipping and Souldicrs 3 our men ſo accuſtorved to the 
heat of thoſe Countries 3 our Mariners to thoſe Coalts 3; and Merchants to 
the Languages and Trade of thoſe parts. But if we come under France, 
will not Exgland and Spain ſeek continually to intercept our ſupplies 
thither, and our Returns from thence? Will not this put us to vaſt Char- 
pes of Convoys to detend our Ships going and coming in ſecurity ? Will 
not ſome through ttorms and other accidents when leparated, unavoida- 
bly fall into their hands, as we have often experienced ? And will they not 
always be in one hazard or other from them for ſafety ? Yea let us ſuppoſe 
that all ſtands well there, and none of our Ships miſcarry through our Ene-

So that our Eft India Ations, as high as they are now 
may ina little time come as low as thoſe of the Weſt Tndia Company > which 
was once thought cqual with the other, and are now next to nothing : and 
then many of us, who have molt of our eftates adventured in the Eaſt- Indies 
Trade, may lole that we have left, as we have formerly loſt by the Welt- 
Indies; and no remedy but patience, for we mult fit down in a forrowtul 
filence. Herein I have realon to ſpeak feelingly of my fears, being fo 
concern'd according to the proportion of my {mall eſtate 3 how much, mat- 
ters none but my ſelf, but were it ten times more, I mult tell you; that 
though the AGions at this preſent are conliderably above three hundred, 
I ſhall the firlt day I {ce we come under France, {ell mine willingly for two, 
rather than keep them, and render many thanks to the buyer into the 
bargain. : » 

Whereas on the other hand if we come under England, they have fore 
merly had, and (iill have a conſiderable ſhare in the Eaft India Trade.

to caſt a ſwarm of their pooreſt and moſt laborious people, is apparent” 
from the Hiſtories of all Ages. And though I confeſs the Datch are not (© 
good Planters, as the Engliſh, being more uſed to the Water, and the other 
toLand: yet in regard all thoſe Plantatfons are upon the Sea Coaſts-and 
Rivers, the Datch might be uſed for building of Ships or Boats,Houſes 8c. 
and eſpecially for tifhing, carrying and recarrying goods by Water on the 
Rivers, and to and from the Ships, and in navigation , and the Engliſh for 
planting and working 1n the ground; and fo, in thine opinion, would 
make an excellent temperament, and very protitable for both Nations. 

4. Expences might be ſaved in ſeveral Conveys, and particularly of the 
Eft TIadia Companies. I know very well they will have them return round 
about, on the back of Ireland, left they ſhould touch at any of theſe Nor- 
thern places, eſpecially in the Chanel,and ſo Trade 3 and will fend out Ships 
with frcſh men, and take out the Mariners that return, to prevent theit 
trading for themſelves : butt yet the extraordinary Charges of our men of 
War might be ſpared. Nay the States General bring in theſe, to be didu- 
cd in the Accompt with England, as the occaſion thereof, in their Liſt of” 
damages Article the 5. before the laſt War, A. D. 1664+ | 

5. Suchas are Rich, and weary of Trade, or love their caſe, honour, 
or pleaſure; may it we were under England, more eaſily remove thither, 
and be made lege ſubjects, an 1 free Dezizens of Englgud by the Crown; or 
be naturalized by the Parliament 3 and fo buy,poſiets,and inheritLands aud 
revenues at-hajt the price herez and live upon their Rents as Country 
Gentlemen, in a cheap aud pleaſant Land, enjoying as great civil Liberty 
as any where in Chriſtendom, and allo the freedom of their Religion. 
Or Ict out thejr money not only at tar greater intereſt, but alſo upon hypo- 
thece or real ſecurity. I have often thought this 20 years, whether it 
might not be better for Exgland, to give this Liberty by Law to ſtrangers. 
eſpecially thoſe of the Retormed Religion, and of theſe Countries 3 and 
of which fide the intereſt lay betwixt us for this: Now that England hath ſo 
many and great Plantations in the Weſt Tadies tor their poorer people, now 
that money is ({o plentifal, now that this Common-wealth was ſo increaſed: 
upon them, now that the Number of Merchants is every where ſo multi- 
plicd, and now that Trade 13 beaten fo low, almoſt inall the known parts 
of the World. But this would be both a large, and unneceſlary dipreffion z. 
and I am very ſenjjble that I have been already too long in this Argument. 
Y<t induftriouſly I confels, becauſe I foreſee, that many will diligently. 
peruſe this, who perhaps will negligently paſs by the reſt : and mine Op- 
polites ſo much glorying berein, I thought belt to give them full meaſure, 
and rather abound to curioſitic, than be deficient in ſatisfying the leaſt: 
Ricity 5 Trade being the Crown of that Kingdom and this Common wealth. 
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Sect.-9. Several other Areuments and enducements to inclineus 
. rather for England, briefly mentioned. With aninference from 
: the whole preceding diſcourſe, that the friendſhip of England is 
tobe prefered before that of France: 


| Pp what is ſaid of Religion, Liberty, Efates, and Trade, be ſuf- 
| hcient to prove this hypothetical problem? yet I ſhall give as over 


; meaſure ſome other enduccments for England bricfly. 


1+ The different humor and genious of the French and Dutch : which is 


\ well known to thoſe that know them both, to be tar greater than between 


us and the Engliſh. Which makes not only a ſtrangeneſs, but alienation 


yy of aftcction; begetsa diſguſt and nauſeating of each other 3 brings forth 
4 many conteſts and quarrels; and nouriſhes a continual diſcontent, unealt- 


neſs, and unquietneſs of life. 


2. The affe&tion which the generallity of the Engliſh and Dutch Nation 
have for each other. So that ik the Controverſies of late vears, and at 


this preſent between us, had been or were rctered to the body of the peo- 


ple in both Nations (although I well know what both their Repreſextatives 
have done) I dare ſay, upon reaſonable ſatisfaction for the mutual miſcar- 


' riages, which cannot but ſome times happen towards each other ; there 


never had bcen, nor would be War betwixt us more. And that his Majeſty, 
and the Prince of Orange would have more Voluntiers in one day to tight 
the French, than they have in twenty to fight cach other, 

3+ The way of France is only Gertry and Paiſantry,the former lording it 


_ over the latter z which have allways lived more miſerably, than any com» 


mon. people in Exrope. In Ceſars time there was zihzl plebve contemptins, 
as he tells us, and hath continued ſo as Bodin acknowledges, and is (o at this 
day we all know.Whercas in Exgland and theſe Countries, there is a middle 
ſort of people, that live freely and independently, on their own Lands and 
Farmes, that will never endure the inſolency of ſuch Lords much cls to be 
their ſlaves, and leaft of all tobe ruined by them. 

4. Now that the Prizce of Orange 1s advanced, and his party upmoſt, fo 
that the Crown of England may confide more in our friend{hip3 1t1snot 
to be doubted but through his Highzeſs intereſt in his Uncles,we ſhall better 
accord hereafter, when thele unhappy differences are once ended. 

And thus I have done with this great @zeſtiox of the times. Suthciently, 


I thinke, to ſatishe any rational man though nothing 1s futhcient, nor 


will fatisfie I know, ſuch as are either ſo reſolvedly prejudiced againſt the 
Engliſh or Princes intcrefi that if they can but ruin them, they matter not 
though they ruin both themſelves and the Nation or fo partially paſſionate 
for the French,that they defire them, though it be to their own deftruction. 
For all the Arguments in the World, will never prevail againſt paſſion and 
prejudice : It is only experience that can convince ſuch of their error, and 
make them with Damocles, when the drawn Sword is over them, defire 
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to depart, finding they were deceived in their opinion of Happineſs. 
+ I ſhall therefore conclude, with a brief refleQion upon ſome of theſe 
Arguments, and the Corollary which naturally flows from them. 

That ſecing Eugland and We are of the ſame Religion Both free people 
and affecionated to each other; Both imbarqued in the ſame Intereſt of 
Trade, though in different bottoms; It not only becomes us, but is our 
mutual concernment, that we take heed, we daſh not one another to pieces, 


but fairly and Chriſtianly comply with each other, for the ſafeguard of our 


Religion, preſervation of the Proteſtant Intereſt, our own and others alſo 
Liberties, and the juſt and equitable courſe of Commerce; that ſo each 
Nation may happily enjoy their Religion, Liberty, Eftates, and Trade, with 
Gods blefling on them all. 


Seat. 9. That we are not yet come 10 that extremity, but we may 
ſtill remain a Republick : in regard of our own ſirength, and 
our neighbours intereſt, Englands eſpecially, rhat they had better 
Loſe Scotland or Ireland, than let the French have theſe Provinces, 


This War a Game at Hazard. Being engaged will go through,and 


Parliament probably aſſiſt therein, 


W E have hitherto diſcourſed upon the ſuppoſal of inability to defend 
our ſelves, becauſe it becomes wiſe men always, to ſuppoſe the worlſt 
condition that may probably befall themz with the conſequences thereof 3 
and accordingly to make proviſion , and in regard of the endleſs curioſity 


of mens minds, which are always reſtleſs under miſeries, and till inqui- | 


fitive after futwrities. We ſhall now proceed to ſhew, that we are not yet 
(through Gods mercy towards us) come to the extremity ſuppoſed, nor 
reduced to thoſe ſtraits, that we gre neceſſitated to take either Frexch or 


Engliſh tor our Maſters; but that we may ſtill remain a Republick, if we | 


be not awanting to our ſelves, or through paſſion or precipitancy betray 

our own intereft, and caſt our ſelves into irrecoverable deſtruction. And 

this we ſhall make apparent, by ſhewing there is no ſufficient ground for us 
to deſpair, if we either Conſider our own firength, or our Neighbours Intereſts 

Let us therefore obſerve the good rule in policy, which the Poet gives, 


Nemo coufidat nimium ſecundis, 
Nemo deſperet meliora lapfis. 


Firſt lets take a view of our ownſtrength, and ſce-what grounds of encou- 
ragement, that will yield us. Which though ſufhciently known to many, 
yet not (© well to the multitude, Now the ſtrength of a Nation. con{iſts 
eſpecially in theſe things following, which I ſhall bricfly recite, and acs 
commodate to our own Country: ' t 
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Now concerning this both in the general, and this Land in particular, 1 
have already ſpoken ſuthciently for my purpoſe ; and ſhewn that all thelz 
Maritime Provinces, ate either Uilands or Peninſular, and very dcfenſible 
thereby 3 and alſo upon extremity liable to inundation, either from the | 
' Sea, or Rivers that ſurround them, or both. _— 

2, In the Artificial Fortification of particular: places 3 Cities, Caſtles, 
Forts, Paſſes, &c. And herein theſe Countries may contend with any 
Nation whatſoever, Kingdom, or Common- wealth that is of no greater 
circumference. For thc Number of their Cities, and their reg: lir Forti- 
fication, Art herein vying with Nature, is not to be parallePd in the world, 
I need not deſcend to particulars, Thole that defire ſatisfaction herein,may 
conſult Guicciardine's deſcription of theſe Netherlands. 

3. In means of defence. As ſhipping for: thoſe Nations or Cities that 
lic upon the Sea, or great navigable Rivers, and Lakes, as theſe Provinces 
do, to defend their Coaſts from invaſion. And herein we are rather re- 
dundant than defective 3 the Number of ſhipping in Holland alone, being 
uſually accounted 20000. And warlike proviſion of Arms and Ammuni- 
tion. Wherein alſo we abound : theſe Countries ever fince they were a | 
Common-wealth,having been the greateſt Magazine of warlike proviſions, 
as is well known, of any in the World. | 

4+ In men; in regard of their Number, Courage, Skill, and Una- 
nimity. | 

As to our Numbers, they are abundantly ſufficient for our defence. The 
Intereſt of Holland c. 8. from particulars, reckors the ſum of that Pro- 
vince alone 2400200, But 1t there. be ſo many in then: all, it 1s enow, 
Ju how many is impoſſible to ſay, or near how many in fuch a multitude 
1s very difficult to gueſs, and harder with us than any other people, I 
think, in the World 3 in regard of the uncertainty of Seamen, the Num- 
ber of Strangers and Travellers in peaceable times, and the diverfity of 
Religions, Jews, Papiſis, Anabaptiſts, &c, which baprite not their Chil- 
dren with us. , But I know the Number of our men muſt nceds be great; 
by the great Number of our Cities, theſe ſeveral Provinces being as 1t 
were nothing but Neſts of Cities, ſo many being no where to be found in 
ſo ſmall a circumference in any parts ot the habitable World ; by their 
largeneſs and multitude of houſes, which imply the Inhabitants to be 
many by the greatneſs of their Trade, which is the lure that draws mul- 
titudes to them and by the known Chriſtnings and burials of thoſe on 
of the Reformed Religion. 

As to our courage, which at preſent ſuffers an ecliple, there is more to 
be faid then the World is aware of. And indeed I wonder none of our Ht 
ſtory Profeſſors, have given other Nations ſome ſatisfaction herein. | 
have not been without ſome thoughts of doing it my ſelf, having been 7 
diligent obſerver how things have gone, but I want Authentick material 

_ for{uch a work. I could produce yery many and very horourable tell: 
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monies, both ancient and modern of their valour, out of ſuch Writers as 
give the Characters of Nations, Republicks, Geographers, and eſpecially 
Hiſtorians Dion, Ceſar, Tacitus, Suetonius, Florus, Orofins, &c. of old, 
the famous Italians, Gnicciardine, Bentivoglio and Strada, with Spaniſh, 
French,Engliſh and the neighbouring Nations, cven ſo many and ſuch as are 
ſufficient either to ſhame, or to inflame the verieſt cowards,one ſhould think, 
of the world into courage. But this would be too large to inſert here, and 
may poſſibly de done in another dreſs hereafter. Nor is the ſucceſs of France I 
againſt us ſuch a wonder, as many make it, as I have formerly ſhewn. I will 
at preſent only add, that which is proper for this place, and chat-is that 
the French Armies were not only ſo numerous, but alfo trained up in the 
School of Mars, and ours for the moſt part raw'and unexperienced in 
War. As the Fox in the Fable, the firſt time he faw the Lion and heard him 
roar, trembled 3 the tecond time, was lefs aftraid 3 andthe third grown 
wholly fearleſs of him: Soit is with men, by being accuſtomed to dan- 
gers either at Sea or Land, they converſe with them familiary, and ac- 
count them nothing at laft. And therefore wiſe Commanders have always 
endeavoured to unlearn their Souldiers fear, by ſhewing them - their 
enemies at Walls, Trenches, Paſſes, Rivers or other places, where they 
coald not be come upon by them, and fo harden and fleſh them by degrees, 
before they have adventured to fight them againſt old and experienced ene- 


mies. And I doubt not, but through Goas bleſſing, in a little time if the 
Wzrs continue, our Belgick Lion, will not be found {uch a tame Lamb, and 
ſo cally torn in pieces, as our enemies may hope, and others poſſibly may

Ty tor our skill fuperadded to courage, there is no want, for the manner 
ot detence we are to make.For belides our able Commanders and Souldiers | 
to defend the Poſts, and Paſſes abroad, all our Cities abound with Seamen, 
and ſuch as are 5kil'd to traverſe their Ordnance, and deſperate for fallies, 
tt nced ſhould require. | | 

Our unanimity, I confeſs, is that I moſi fear : and, that when our Cities 
are threatned with danger, the Citizens ſhould grow mutinous, and fall 
together by the ears, and ſo Jet in their enemies to part the fray. And yet 
I have reaſon to think they will grow wiſer, by their hearing and knowing 
how their freinds are uſcd by their enemies. 

5. In money and food to maintain their men.._ And in neither of theſe, 
through Gods mercy, is there any want amongſt us: If we will lay out our 
(elves, as we ought, for the publick. Aitſma's Liewe reckons the publick 
ncoms of Hollaxd alone A. I 6 43-at cleven Millions of our money,which is 
tryen !:ndicd thouſand pounds Sterling ; we calling every ten thouſand 
-Dund &-3ing a tun of gold, and ever hundred thouland a million z. e. of 
4.33 And beſides the publick incoms of every Province, every City 
hath thei, peculiar, which in ſome is very confiderble. But if our Com. 
mon Ircaturies are exhaulted in ſeveral places, 3t 1g 00 wonder i Yetit we

conſider the Riches of particular perſons, we have enough to hold out the 
War, to weary our enemies out at the laſt, as muſt as they do us at the pre- 
ſent. I will not now ſtand to ſhew the calculation of this, though if neccſla- 
ry, I think I can do it ſatisfactorily, comprehending the diſadvantages 
our enemies are under. But the late Project printed ſo often, of the Capitals 
of this Country, for raiſing and maintaining ſo numerous an Army, though 
_ manner prelcribed prove not praQicable, hath in part ſpared my pains 
JICICINe | 
- And for food, our Cities are generally ſo well furniſhed, that if our 
enemies ſtcal not ſupplics from us, it is well we need neither ſeek to them, 
nor fight with them for ſupplying our ſelves. We have Bread Corn Fiſh 
and Oy], Butter and Cheeſe in abundance. And if our liquoriſh Dames, 
want their delicaciesa while, no great matter : they will value peace, and 
pay their Souldiers the better. 

Now what can be added for the {ufficient defence of any Nation, tothe 
particulars mentioned, I cannot imagin; and if my enumeration be inſuf- 
ficient, I wiſh any wiſe man would ſhew wherein, and then I ſhall thank 
them. And therctore let us take courage to our ſelves, and not be frighted 
with vain fears or ſcared with any vanting bravadoes ; like that great 
Rhodomontadoe of the grand Tark, who when he heard of the Tong War 
ſuch a great Prince as Spaix, made about this ſmall Country 3 ſaid, that be- 
fore be would have kept ſnch a pottering, about a few petty Provinces, be would 
bave taken them, and hurled them into the-Sea at once s though his ſucceſſor 
kept no {mall pottering about the lingle City of Candia many years to- 
getherz to which ſome of our Citics, all things conſidered, feem not much 
inferior for ſtrength ; although I well know what a dittcrence there is, be- 
twixt the defence of one City alone without a Country, and many at once 
contained therein. 

But though this z#ternal ſtrength be ſo confiderable,and with us of great- 
eſt conſequence 3 yet this is not all; we have alſo an external and accidental. 
ftrength,by the Intereſt of our Netghbours. For this end it muſt be well 
conſidered, that ſome Countries and Cities, of (mall ftrevgth compara- 
tively in themſelves, are yet very firong by their fituation among, and 
well ſecured by the Intereſt of other circamjacent Princes and States :; who 
will not ſuffer, jt they can poſhbly prevent it, acccfſion of Rirength to. 
one another, left their own ſcale in the ballance of powers {ſhould become 
light and ſoon born down. What is it but this under the ſhadow ot 
the Almighties ProteGion, that fecures the ſmaller Republicks in Taly 
and the Empire 5 What Geneva, Stratsburg, Coles, Hamburg and the rel! ot: 
the free Cities, and Hans Towns, but this? God governing the World 
uſually, as both Comipes and Cardan well obſerve, by the paſſions of men, 
in the balJancing of Powers; that when any one will break out-into rage 
and Wars, others will oppoſe them with the like fury, and fo keep the 
World a little quiet 3 otherwiſe the great Nimrods,and hunters after Dowt- 4 
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ion would ſoon, if let alone, deſtroy and devour all before them. * 

Now if we look about us, and ſee amongſt whom our Land lies, ' and 
well conſider their intereſt 3 this will be very apparent in our ſelves, not- 
withſtanding this War that is made againſt us, that we are not devoted by 
any to deſtruction, but only the French, as I {hall ſhew hereafter. WY RR 

For Spain our next Neighbours on one hand, in the reft of the Provinces, 
they know this ſo well, and are fo ſenſible of their intereſt herein 3 that 
they not only affiſtus what. they can 3 but I dare ſay were.it not for Eyg- 
111d, would rather break with Fr.ace than ſee us endangered, But thoſe 
two Crowns as I have already hinted, and ſhall more fully ſhew hereafter, 
muſt not, and therefore will not break, 

For the Empire above us, they al{o-are frighted with our fears; and'if 
the Princes thereof had money to their might, would willingly, I doubt 
not, aſſiſt the Emperor : left the Lillies of France ſhould mount above the 
Roman Exgle. In the year 157 4. when the States upon the death of Prince | 
William, were a looking towards Fraxce for Protetion, the Princes of the 
Empire ſent Malrsy to admoniſh them, #t &confilio Gallict patrocinit implo« 
randi deſiſterent, alisqui fore, ut German Principes tantam downs Auſtriace & 
origine © fadere arGiis adeo cum Imperio vinculis conjunde fatam injuriamnon 
negligant as Thuanus tells us, 1. $0. And if they were then jealous of France, 
what ſhall we think they are now.? Andif then zealous for the concern- 
ments of Spain, ſhall we think they will now be wholly. negligent both of. 
theirs and their own ? | 

And France to be {ure will never ſee us entirely Exgl:f : for ſo he knows, 
he ſhould never be ab'e, to ballance Englands power at Sea; which he 
doubtleſs both hopes and aims at, by the accefſion.of Rrength from theſe: 
Netherlands. 

Nor England luffer us, if they can hinder it, tobe wholly French ; for this: 
they know would clearly tend, in a little time to their deſtruction. This ve-- 
ry Reaſon of State moved ©. Elizabeth atfirlt to ſupport us againſt Spain,. 
rather than to have us fall inco the Arms of France, by their becoming our. 
Protectors. Which that wiſe Hiſtorian Thaanus faithfully relates in ſeveral 
Places.A.1575.ſhetold Campaniach, —- ne moleſte ferat Philippus,fi ipſa ſecu- 
ritatis ſue cauſa Hollandie © Zelandiepatrociniamſuſcipiat, antequam Galls 
perpetur Anglorum hoſtes eu potiantur. L. 60.A. 1576. Kliſabetha verita ne alt= 

_ ora pe deftitatiBelge,ex deſperatione fadus nobiſcum jecerent,ſeque & res ſuas 
Francis committerent,eos pecunia adjuvit,&cL-26.A. 1577. ſhe exculcs her de-- 
tence of us to Philip the 2.with this very Reaſon,xe Belge ex deſperatione pers 
Mcio ſumnon ſolum ſibi, ſed vicinis, conſilium caprent, externi Principis patro- 
czmo ſalute commiſſa. Meaning 'the French L. 64. And A. 1584. ſhews the 
emulation between the French and Engliſh herein.

is angry with the Miniſters of State in France, for negleding this.fingular 
occafion, of enlarging their Empire by taking theſe Provinces into the 
French proteQion. And to ſay the truth, this was the greateſt error in Po- 
licy by way of omiſſion, and that of Charles the 8. concerning the King- 
dom of Naples of commiſhon,- that I think the Crown of France was 
ever guilty of. And indeed there were many of the Eygliſh Nation, that 
judgcd it one of the greateſt overſights that that wiſe Princeſs ever made, 
not to take into her hands,as ſhe was offered,the abſolut proteQion of theſe 
Provinces. But that is not fo clear to me, nor will be {o I think to others, 
who rightly conſider the circumſtances of thoſe times for we muſt noc 
judge by the following, wherein this Common-wealth grew up beyond all 
expectation, under ſuch Wars, as many feared would have been our deſtru- 
Flap. But yet though ſhe refuſed for ſeveral reaſons both of Conſcience and 
State (mentioned by Cambaen in her Annals, A. D. 1575.) yet it plainly ap- 
pears by the forementioned places in Thuanus, that rather than theFrexch 
ſhould, ſhe would have done it. And could ſhe have foreſeen, what we have 
known, I am apt to think ſhe would have adventured it 3 although I muſt 
tell you it would have been a great venture: Spain being both ſo potent at 
that time, and ſpightful againſt her, as was quickly after perceived, by the 
Spaniſh Armado in $8. and beſides the enmity of Spain, ſhe had thereby in- 
cur'd the envy of France infallibly, and was uncertain not only of ſucceſs in 
the War, but of what ſupport of men, and money eſpecially the Dxtch 
ſhould be able to contribute, for the carrying on the War, which was caſfily 
foreſeen would be long and bloody. _ 

Nor can any one think, that Exgland is not ſenſible, of the danger they | 
are in, if we be under Fraxce, that either conſiders the Reaſons of State, 
or obeſerved that which was obvious to every eye: and that 15 how the 
Engliſh was ſtartled ar the progreſs of France. What poſting was made too 
and again ? Was not the Loyd Vicount of Hallifax haſted over, when they 
feared their approach to Utrecht 2 And hearing it was over, was not his 
Grace the Duke of Buckingham, the Lord Arlington, with ſeveral other Com- 
miſſioners, polied after ? At which time having the honour to wait on my 
Lord of Hallifax, and telling him the Town talk of the D. of Backingham, 


] fp - &c. coming through the Fleet, and being gone to the Hagze 3 he could. 


ſcarce credit it, having not had the leaſt notice thereof; they coming away 
in ſuch haſte, for fear the French ſhould overrun all. 

And no wonder, if we conſider the Confequences thereof for England, 
which are ſo great that they had better loſe either Scorland,or Ireland. And 
if any Exzliſh think Ioverlaſh, 1 ſhall detire them firſt caretully to compute 
theſe {evera) particulars, and then cenſure.

 «, The hazard they run of being baffled and beat out of their Trade by 
fach a War. It is true, this 15 not fo cafe as many of the Dutch imagine, 
15 I have already proved 3 nor yet {o difficult, much leſs impoſſible, as per- 
haps ſome of the Engliſh may fancy. 

I ſhall not now ftand to draw thele out of their cloſe order into an open, 
yct if any of the Engliſh think me weak in this, I have a Reſerve, which, I 
think, will ſufficiently ſecure me from being routed, . 

It will beſaid to me why then ſhould Exgland commence this War. 

Truly let me fay 1t freely, for I know it, that the ſcale of War very 
hardly caſt that of peace, and the difference was fo ſmall, that it came 
upon two or three grains only. *I have weighed this as exaQty as [ poſſi- 
bly could: firſt diſtinguiſhing pretexts from real cauſes, and then 
diſtin&ly conſidering theſe one by one, There were theſe 5 variouſly 
cilcourſed of. His Majeſiies defigning to introduce the Popiſh Religion z 
to alter the government of thole Kingdoms 3 to revenge himſelf upon 
usz to advance the Prince of Orange 3 and the Intereſt of the Kingdom of 
Eygland. | 

For the two firſt which made the loudeſt noiſe in fome mens mouths, 1 
ſoon found them frivolous; and only calumnies caſt out by his enemies at 
home and abroad, to make the King odious, and his People jealous. As to - 
that of changing Religion I have formerly ſhewn, and I think ſufficiently, 
that he neither will, nor can it he would effect it. | | 

As for the 2d. I conſidered the Kings years, as being;paſt any ſuch youth- 
ful and vain ambition 3 his being deſtitute of a Child that can challenge the 
Crown 3 his former miſcrics and fufferings by War and his wiſdom too 
great, to (et upon a defign, ſo wholly impradicable, eſpecially in England 
and Scotland. For by the conſtitution of his Kingdoms, though he have 
the M31;tia for the exccution of the Laws authority without power, be- 
1ng a vain ſcare: crow,and inſufficient to ſuppreſs the audacious exorbitances 
of the multitude : yet the people have the purſe to ballance that power,and 
whence then would he pay his Armies? Norlet any one ſtop me with ſay- 
ing, the Long Parliament conteſted with his Father for the Militia for 
that was only temporary, they challenging it only for that time of the » 
danger they apprehended in the Kingdom, and not as their conſtant right, 
and not belonging to the Crown; as may be ſeen by thoſe, who will rightly 
read their Declarations, which they publiſhed to the world concerning 
that War, colle&tcd and printed together by Hasbands at London, 16424 | 
And beſides this, a Parliament. in being though not futing, which hath | 
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{ome kind of radicalpowerz though not to be exerted, but when legally 
congregated. But ſuppoſe them diſſolved, it being in the Kings power, 
to do it at his pleaſure yet hath he not the City of Loxdox on his back, 
and both Kingdoms about him to oppoſe him? eſpecially conſidering 
that the jealoufie of Popery would be taken into the quarrel. And what 
Miniſters of State durſt ſuggeſt ſuch deſigns? they know well the maxim 
of the Commons and their praQice (as the great means of preſerving their 
freedom) 15 to ruine ſuch as would infringe their Liberty. And that they are 
ſo jealous of,and zealous for their rights herein,that ſome of them ſtill have 
the courage, and reſolution to venture their own heads, to break the necks 
of {uch men and ſuch deſigns, as would prejudice their Priviledges. I 
| have obſerved inthe Hiſtories of former times, and in my own time alſo, 
t that there were ſeldom any of the nobleſt Stags of State, how much ſoever 
Tf imparked in the Kings favour, and how ſtrongly ſoever impaled with 
power 3 but 1t the Commons of England lingled him out and ſet upon him, 
though he might hold them at an abay for ſome time, yet they ſtill hunted 
him down at laſt. And for the King to think of making himſelf abſolute, 
and govern only by an Army (like the French Kings) by an Army of French 
men3 1s ſo ridiculous, that I thought it not worthy of confideration. Can 
any man in his wits, imagine his Majeſty of Exgland (o ſenſelels, as to give 
his "+ and Kingdoms to the French King ? For that 1s all one with this 
in effect. 

As for that of Revenge, cither for Chattam, or the affronts mentioned in 
his Declaration of this War, or both: I conſidered his Temper, which 
hath ſo much Clemency, that it rather inclines him to lexity than crwelty and 
revenge» As1sabundantly apparent, not only by paſſing, but even forcing 
(as I know he did, againſt ſome adidecd to the latter extreme) .the AG of 
Indemnity or Oblivion, for thoſe many and great injuries, he had ſuffered 
from his Subje&s. And his government lince, in conniving at the viola- 
tion of ſuch Laws, as are thought fevere in matters of Religion, and in- 
dulging liberty therein : which hath mage ſome, that have ſuthciently 
heretofore cricd up Parliaments, now run into the other extreme and cry 
them down as faſt; and infiead of the Parliaments formerly, now magni- 
fie the Kings favour and Clemency. And yet Kings and Princes are men, 
and men*ſ{ubjea to like paflions with others, liable to ſuggeſtions from 
thoſe about them, and tender of their honour as the apple of their eye. And 
therefore I will grant this might come in conſideration, but not ſo much, 
I dare fay, as alone to make a War. 

For the Prince of Orange, there was not only near Relation and Aﬀe- 
Gion, but Intereſt allo to be confidered. For the Loveſteyns party having 
been ſo croſs to Engiand upon his account, and the correſpondent friend- 
ſhip between us fo uncertain, without his Headſhip 3 I verily believe, that 
if what is now done therein, had been done timouſly, it had wholly pre- 
If vented this unhappy War. Yea belides the extraordinary affeRion which 
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the people have for the Prince, our very Bores had this Policy, and were 
more than ordinary zealous for his promotion, as the beft means to procure 
their Peace. = ED - Ea 
As to the further intereſt of the Kingdom of Eygland, in regard of their 
Trade, and Naval expences, I have expreſſed-my thoughts before in the 
Preface. ” | £79 
It 15 true, this War was always intricate, and hath proved a Game at 
Bazard for England, beyond not only theirs, 1 believe, but all the worlds 
expcCctation. But yet it it be ſtill notwithſtanding cautiouſly played, as 
they may, and fo far as I can poſſibly diſcern, mean to play itz they can 
many ways come to ſave their ſtakes, at the lealt, if not to win more 
than we imagine by the War : and was far fairer at firſt thanFrance for win- 
ning by the game inall humane appearance, as I could manifeſt by many 
Arguments. But becauſe that concerns them two only, and us not at all 
farther than our ſufferings, I (hall wave them (at leatt for the preſent) and 
proceca. For I will not hearken to the curious enquiries of thoſe who 
would here be asking, how I think Exglayd will play their game? for that 
Tet them look to 1t whom it concerns on all fides, as doubtleſs they will 3 
for me to expreſs my private thoughts, might do more hurt than good, 
which 1s the only thing I aimat: and what I think the iſſue will be, I 
ſhall declare hereafter in my ConjeGures. Ee 
But here it will beasked,(ceing it is Englands intereſt that we fall not into 
the hands of Fraxce, and that the Prince is now promoted, will they not 
make peace with us this Winter ? | E | 
I muſt needs fay, I fear they will not, except we ſhould give them ſuch 
terms, as I ſee we ſhall not ; we thinking our condition tar better, and + 
' they thinking it far worſe, than really it is. For the caule of this, as of 
molt Wars, 1s complex, as I have ſhewn ſo that though two of thole I 
aligned may be patt, yet the 3'of the Kingdoms intereſt, not, They are 
already too far ingaged in the War, and with Fraxuce. The Kings Honour 
15 at the ſtake, and the Kingdoms expectation of another iſfae than the laſt 
War. And befides all theſe, how can any wiſe man imagine, now that they 
are engaged with France, and have an advantage agatnlt us, as wcellas a Ha- 
zard trom Frances that if they know how to ſ{ccure themlclves againft the 
latter ( as I ſuppoſe they do ) they will let go the former? For we muſt 
needs think they will be at a certainty on one fide or the other 3 and not part 
with France's fricndſhip, till they be ſure of our ſatisfaction. . What it 1s 
they demand, or how rightly, is not now our deſign to diſcourſe, but 
only matter of Intereſt all along» And yet I cau catily foreſee that the dan- 
ger of our becoming French, will be a lingular'advantage tous, as an in- 
ducement to them, for a more cafie compliance with us. But at preſet I 
{cc no probability of Peace, but that they will go through with the War ; or 
continue it ſo long,till they have tryed their utmolt to obtain their ends. 
1 know there -are many wile men amongltt us, that think the King can- 
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. not carry on this War - as there was that thought he could not begin it. 
The former they find themſelves deceived in, and will be fo in the latter 
allo. I have difcourſed this with ſeveral in Government, who argue 
that the King hath not money of himſelf to go through with the War, and 
that he will not convene the Parliament, or it he do they will not ſupply 
him. I grant the firſt, but deny the others. For if we rightly conlider 
their delign, the Parliament mult meet, and the repreſentation that will 
be made thereof, and the conſtitution of the Parliament, they will grant 
him ſupplies though perhaps not with that facility, that they did it 
with in the former War. And therefore let us neither flatter nor deceive 
our {elves with vain hopes herein 3 but rather ſeek timely to accommodate 
difterences, before their preparations in the Spring 3 tor I fear the longer 
we delay, and the worſe it will be with us. | 


Sea.10. Compliance with Fngland the only means of the Common: 
wealths continuation. 


Aving thus declared the condition that weare in, and that there is no 

probability of peace 3 we come now toſhew the conſequences thereot 3 
and what is to be done by us, to preſerve our (elves from ruine and deſiru= 
ction.And here to my underſtanding one of theſe three things mult neceſſa- 
rily follow : That we mult either continue the War againſt them both ; or 
comply with them-bothz or with one of them alone it poſſibly we can, 
We ſhall firſt declare our thoughts concerning theſe brictly, and then ſew 
with which we both may and mult comply. 

1+ Then whether we ſhould continue the War againſt them both. And- 

herein would we do; as we might and ſhould 3 it may be this were better, 
than to comply with cither of them, eſpecially it they will impoſe upon 
us unreaſonable conditions, and much better than to comply with them 
both. We have ſtrength cnough, through Gods bleffing, to withſtand 
them (as I have already manifeſted) if we bave but courage, and unani- 
mity and the former of theſe will be got by degrees, as I have ſaid, and 
our own intereſt, and preſervation ſhould perſwade us into the latter. But 
truly let me ſay it freely, I ſec ſuch a wearineſs in many of the War; {ſuch 
an unwillingneſs to lay out our ſelves, as our Anceſtors did formerly, tor 
the good of the publick 3 ſuch a {clhſh temper, every one ſeeking to 
preſerve his particular interelt, and neg}Fing the good of the Commu- 
nity; and ſuch a lothneſs to adventure our lives and eftatesin a War; that 
I ſee little probability of preſerving our ſelves, and much leſs of prevalency 
againſt our Enemies. So that it this War continue I fear theſe Provinces 
will become a prey to them both. For though neither France will ſuffer 
England, nor England France to have them all, as 1 have ſhewn; yet they 
will part and ſhare them. betwixt them, except we prevent it by a com- , 
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pliance- And what a miſerable condition we ſhall then be -in, even worſe 
than if we were under cither of them, I have formerly declared. Seeing 
chen we are {o degenerate, aud -become like Iſachar, which his Father 
tiles a Strong ſs, and ſays of him, that He ſaw that reſt was good, and the G 
land that it was pleaſant; and bowed his ſhoulder to bear,and became a ſervant x 
unto tribute « we mult either take courage and be unanimous, valiantly fight- | 
ing it out with our enemies 3 or for the preſent be contented with this cha- 
racter and condition. Will we then fight for our Religion, Liberty, Country, 
Families, Eſtates, Trade? or will we not? Ifthe former, let me encourage 
all in the words of Foab that great General and brave Souldier wherewith 
he encouraged the Iſraelites, when he had his enemies before and behind 
him, Be of good courage, andlet us playthe men for our people and for the Cities 
of our God: and the Lord do that which ſeemeth bim good. , But if the reſt be 2 
{o good, and the Land ſo pleaſant to us, that we will rather bow our ſhoulders, IC 
and become ſervants,than ſhew our faces in the field to fight with our enemies; 
let us fee what Maſter we ſhould chuſe, and agree with him upon the beft 
terms We Can. 

2. Theretore, ſhall we comply with both our enemies? ſurely if reaſon, - 
and what we can give,will fatisfie them 3 every wiſe man will ſay Tes, that 
we maycnjoy the many bleffings God hath given us in peace. But if they 
will have ſuch Cities, ſuch vaſt ſums of money, and ſuch Conditions, as we 
cannot give them, except we be ruined thereby 3 who will not ſay, No. We 
malt therefore conlider it there be no other way praQicable, to fave our 
ſelves, from the devouring Sword of our Enemies. 

3- There is no way therefore left us, but to comply with one of our 
Enemies, it we can poflibly; that ſo we may ballance the others power, 
and either compel him to a peace, or be enabled to continue the War. If 
any one Know any other way, I heartily wiſh he would ſhew it, as I think_ 
ne is bound to do one way or other 3 for every bne ought to contribute his 
beft afliliance, even by the principles of (elf-preſervation. And Selomon Fe 
tells us, There was a poor wiſe man, who by his wiſdom delivered the City, 15, 
tough no man remembred him, and infers thence, that wiſdom is better tbax 

_ ſtrength, though the poor mans wiſdom 18 deſpiſed, and his words are not beard. 
Yet {urely notwithltanding that poor man did but do his duty 3 though he 
was but poorly requited for his pains. : 

Put I believe moſt will grant the way is good, but impraQticable, in re- 
gard of the League betwixt the two Crowns, and that they will not treat 
alunder, &c. Well then, let ns proceed to conlider thele things a little, 
and {ee whether we cannot level theſe niountains of difhculties that are be- 
tore us, and make our way become plain and paſſable. 

I» With which of theſe our Enemies we ſhould chaſe to comply. think 
I have made ſufficiently apparent 3 in ſhewing it our Intereſt xather to be un-

to think, that the innocent ſhould be bound, and the peccant varty ſxce, 
which they may know, though others do not, as it is clear in the ſtrongett 
covenant, that is in the World, I mean that of wedlock. 1 do not fay 
that this is ſo betwixt them, but Ifay it may be fo though we do not know 
it, ſo that cither of them in ſuch caſe, may conclude with us. And Iam - 
fare? it is no diſhoneſty on our part, 

But it will here be {aid, they will not. 

Do not tcll me that, 1know they cither of them will. And if any one 
aSKs Me, how ? and if-I be of their Cabinet Council? I ſhall only (mile, 
perceiving they do not know me. Iamfar from that, or having ever todo | 
with Rings or States 1n that kind, or pragmatically crinketing with State 
affairs, it being a Rule which I live by, #ever to ask great men mercy. 
Common favour and juſtice I delire of men, but mercy only of my God. 
And yct I know this very well, and I will tell you how, and that is'from 
Wear Intcreft z which is the compals , -by-which all States-men tices their 

courſe, and may be diſcerned by a skilful paſſenger, - although be fit nor _ 
at the helm. if any man be ſo ignorant of the affairs of the World, as to : 
think that States-men trouble there heads with the Scool-mens quidaities,

But yet I may ay, 
that ſor above 20 years I have obſerved, that the cuſtom of the Worid 
carrics it with them, and have known few,-1 had almoſt ſaid none, of } 
the ſtrict Se of the Phariſees z though I have ſome, and my charity 
obliges me to hope there are-many, that ſ{criouily mind the weightzer {pings s 
of the Law, Jaſtice, righteonſnes, temperance, and the World to come: 

Now that this is the- Intereſt of both the Kings, rather co deal with us - 
apart, than jointly, as well as qurs, I could many ways make apparent. 
Bat ſeeing it is our interclt to chuſe Englaud we {hall prove ovly that it is * 
tacirs to comply with us3 + Ong; that of France, as fupertiuous-to our + 
purpoſe. 

1» They know they cannot wholly conquer us themſelves. Not only 
inrcgard of our own {4trength, of which I haven ſpoken before, but the | 
French, which are in the Country already, and if : ja were not, would + 
ncver permit it, as Ihave formerly ſhown ſufficiently. -Nay I dare ſay, : 
tacy never defi oned any ſuch thing, becauſe they know it is impracticable : | 
that being always true of the Greeks, afvrale 8 6zaeula- or things :im- - 
poſſible come not into conſideration. I doubt not but they both intend and * 
hope to have their ſhare, what ever it is that is agreed upon-between the - 
two Crowns, in caſe of Conqueſt z but that they ſhould have the whole, - 
could never ſo much as be dreamt of by them. 

2. They know alſo that it is Kari never to {uffer France to habe 
all, n0_nox any of theſe Mazitime Provinces. : If he haye ſorne ofthe fir. - 


perior, that is the utmoſt their intereſt can permit, Nay indeed he is nearer 
theſe inferior, than that will allow, if they could help it, but that's now 
paſt. What vaſt diſadvantage it will be to the Engliſh, to let France have 
footing upon our Coaſts, and fo come to cope with them at Sea, I have 
formerly ſhown : and I know they are very ſenſible of it; and therefore 
may well infera willingneſs on their parts to a compliance, 

3. The Prince of Orange his intereſt being alſo theirs, cannot but ſway 
ſomething with them. For it it had been Gods will, thoſe Kingdoms 
had continued in peace, and the ſucceſſion of the Royal reign uninterrup. 
ted there, and the Orange family continued alive and in power here, I per- 
{wade my ſelf we ſhould never have warred with one another 3 fo Idoubt 
not, if it pleaſe God to preſerve his Highneſs, that they may contide 
more 111-0ur friendſhip, than they could formerly, he will be a happy Inſtru- 
ment of a better underſtanding between the Nations, when theſe unhappy 
quarrels come once to be compoſed 3 becaule this is their intereſt as well as 
ours, and it is intereſt that rules and reigns in the World. 

And thus I have ſhewn you that we may, I ſhall now fhew briefly that 
we muſt comply with them, or without a miracle of mercy we are ruined. 

x. Becauſe if the War continues, and we be too weak to make {ſtrong 
reſiftance, ſo that our enemies prevailz they will ſhare the Country be- 
twixt them, and then we fall into the worlt condition, that can poſlibly 
befal us. It is true, 1 foreſee that ſeveral particular Perfons may ſave 
themſelves and their eſtates, by friends on the one ſide or the other 3 but 
I ſpeak of the community z and it is well if the hopes many have of that, 
make them not more negligent for this. There are two famous Republicks 
in Traly, Venice and Genoa and what is the cauſe of the formers flouriſhing 
{o much more than the latter, which was anciently both their better and 
their Maſter? but this, that the Vexetians are more intent upon the Publick, 

and the Gemnoeſe upon their private concernments : whereby they become 
obnoxious not only to many tations among themſelves,but allo to oppre{- 
ſions from their Neighbours. I could ſay more herein of our ſelves, tian l 
ſhall at preſent,in regard it might create more jealouſies (which are already 
too many) of thoſe that are, or at leaſt have been, in Government amongli 
us. But though I will accuſe none, yet I multi needs fay, that I aſcribe a 


oreat part of our preſent miſerics to this Gexoau practice 3 and heartily 
wiſh, this prove not fatal to us at laſt. 
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2+ Becauſe if we be not ſenſeleſs we may clearly ſee, that Frazce's de- 
ſign is 2bſolutely to conquer us: whereas England tccks only (to uſe their 
expreſſion) their own ſecurity. And therefore in my Logick the inference 

is plain, that we had better part with ſomething, than loſe all, as we are 
like todo, if we come not to a compliance with Exgland. To make theſe 
apparent to any wiſe man, would be the lighting a Torch to the Sun- 
| Although 1 know the quite contrary is caſt out among us by the friends | 
Ih oft Fraxce, who would perſwade us, that the French {cek only to humble 
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ns, and the Engliſh to conquer us. But we know the minding of men, is 
but ſhooting at random, and that he that means to come near the truth, 
muſt have his cye upon the mark of intereſt, which cannot lye, as men do 
frequently for it. If any be ſo fooliſh, as to be enchanted with ſuch Syrens 
ſongs, as are daily ſung amongſt us3 and have more regard to publi:k news, 
than the intereſt of Nations; they may go on, I cannot hinder them : but 
Jet me tell them, -that I fear they will hnd at laſt, thePoets fiction a real 
trath; and if they ſtear their own courfe, meet with the Seamens fate in 
the Fable, be ſung a ſleep for a time, that ſo they may be afterwards, with 
preater facility drowned and devoured. : 

3. Becauſe theres no ether way or hurnane means left us (lo farasI can 
dilcern) of the Common-wealths continuation. And this 15s the conclu- 
ſion that follows clearly from the premiſes. For it we be unable to with- 
ſtand them both, or ſatisfie them both, we multi cither break cheir confe- 
deracy , and have the help of one of them, or the Republick will be 
ruined. | | 

It will here be demanded, ſeeing it 15 both. Exgland-s intereſt and our 
own to accord, why do we not then come toa compliance. En 

I will tell you why. Bezcaufſe we judge our Condition better, and they- 
judge it worſe, than really it is; and therefore ſtand upon greater terms, 
than we will give them. We think things will go better with us in time, 
and they think they will grow worſe. We flatter our ſelves with vain

Here then it is that the ſhooe pinches, We are a popular State, the 
people {till think, till an enemy comes, they can defend themſelves, and 
therefore our Governors dare not adventure to tender England ſuch ſatif(- 
faction, as (for ought I ce) they will have, leſt they either ſhould not be 
able to perform it, or if they do, ſhould loſe themſelves with the people.

rity, and lookeup in the morning of the yeare, we muſt needs conclude of 
foule weather the enſuing Summer, the skie is ſo red, that we may eaſily per- 
ceive it portends blood, and the loweſt region z« ſo lowring, that we may ealily 
diſcerne that a rempeſtnous ſtorme is a gathering ; except we be ſo beſotted, 
as the tooliſh ewes of old, with ſecurity, that we cannot diſcerne, as Chriſt 
tells them, the ſignes of thetimes, Can all Exyope allmoſt be arming, and we 
a ſlcepe inthe Bed of Security, dreaming of Peace?

5. This hath been a Fundamental Mazjm in the Governement of Z»ng- 
land, to Keep the ballance even betw1xt the two Crownes of Spaine and France, 
ever ſince Lewt the Elevenths time, who ſeiſed on Burgundy, which was for- 
merly the uſual Confederate with Exgland againſt France, In place whereof 
Auſtria firſt, and after Spaine obteining the reſt of the Provinces that were un- 
der Charles, laſt Dake of Burganay, by marriage of his daughter, England 
afrer Gill bad aneye to them 1n reference to France. And when the Civil Wars 
in theſe Provinces broke out, and Exg/axd was jealous of France's being our 
ProteRor : ,2 Eliſabeth would not permit it, {till having reſpeR to the Houſe 
of Burgunay, as T huanu and Cambaen in the forecited places ſhew. 

And thus you have my ComeZares, with ſuch Reaſons of State whereon

The ballaxce of Europe to be kept even, 
and by whom. 


O thoſe that know the World, the ambition of France cannot be npknown, 
Lets but look a litle about us, and we ſhall ſee the French [ntreſt' is 
every where driven on, To ſet this forth in its right colors, would require 
Volums rather then Pages. We ſhall therfore doe as the Painter, that inſtead 

of drawing the Giant at length, drew onely his Thumb ; or as hy ga 

that ſet forth great Countreys in ſmall Maps. And for this . we ſhall not 
looke far: backwards to former times, but onely our owne, ſince France 
recovered of thoſe firong Convullions, by the Civil Wars and Diſſentions 
In Mazarines time, in the minority of his preſent 27ajeffy. And we ſhaf 
ind ſufficient, to awaken the moſt part of Princes and States in Exrope, to 
looke to themſelves. The Invaſion of the Spaniſh Netherlands ; the taking 
the French Comte (though after reſtored to the Spani/h) and Lorreigne, which 
they {till keepe; the engageing a-ſirong party of the Elefors, and Princes 
of the Empire for their Intreſt; the worke they have made in Poland and 
 Huvgary, that that Crowne might be at their diſpoſal, and this diverted, 
their taking the Swede off the Triple Alliance, and obliping him to give 
the Emperor worke in Germany, and Branaenbargh in Pruſſia, with a gre:e 
lum of Money, -ſome ſay and Print allſo 60 Tunof Gold, or 600000 |, oy:

ling , the endeavours they have pſed with Porengal togive Spaine a diverfion) 
though that Kingdom is nor in a capacity to ſerve their deſignes; the works 
allſo they have made in /raly ; their intreſting chemſelves in all Treaties all. 
moſt in Europe ; the Penſions they allow to Miniſters of State in moſt Princes 
Courts, and many other wayes they take to enlarge their Empire. Thoſe that 
are deſirous to ſee their.deſipnes, may conſult the late Author: of La Fraxce 
Politique on ſes deſſeins execntez  aexecuter. And eſpecially the ingenious 
diſcours of the Baron of 1/ola, in's Bouclier d' Eftat & ade Fuſtice Article 6; 
where he ſhows Frazce's aſpiring to the Univerſal Monarchy, and by what 
maxims and means, they advance apace towards it; and as theirambition is 
great, ſo their pretentions are boundles. Who knows not how they pretend: 
not onely to the Spaniſh Netherlands, butthe whole Empire ? Des juſtes pre- 
textions du Roy ſur Empire, par le Sieur Aubery Advicat an Parliament, &<: 
aux conſeils du Roy, Printed at Paris 1667, And: there are Axzbery's, orat 
leaſt Advocates enowin Par, to draw uppretenlions to the Crowne of Exg- - 
land; and fo. of one Kingdome and-Scate after another, according as their 
Swords ſhall be able to purſue them. 


And indeed ſuch isthe growing greatnes of rhat Kingdome, that it is be- 
come formidable to all Exrope, I need not inſiſt on this, the Worldis ſufficis 
ently ſenſible of ic; but ic may be worth our pains. to enquire into the cauſes 
thereof. 


France formerly- had ſeverafl boundaries to their Ambition, which' by 


degrees they have broken downe. Severall Dakes, on the one fide that of 
Normandie, and the Engliſh: after who for 400 years-together /ate dominat; 
ſunt in Gallia, till Charles the 7. bis time; and that of Bretagnie, till Charles 
the 8.gained is to the Crowne of Fraxce, by the marriage of Axze, Daughter 
of Francs the 2. the laſt Duke thereof ; and on the other ſide the Dukes of 
Bungundie, till Lewss the 11. who after the death of Charles the laſt Duke 
ſhine atthe-Battell of Nance, ſeized thereon, and .united 1tto-the Crowns 
of France, Theſe three Potentates kept the French-Kings continually under, 
by their Confederations and Wars againſt that Kingdome. Which- Bands; 
they having once broke, they became atliberty. to get more elbow-roomin 
the World ; andbecome the largeit, compaCteſt, and {trongeſt Kingdom of 
Europe, were-it not that their owne inteſtine Diviſions, and frequent Civil 
Wars hath often weakned them, | 

After Fraxce had arcived at this greatnes; the following Kings -Charles 
the 8. Lew: the 12. and Franczs the firſt , fruitleſly ſpent the Kingdoms 
ſtrength in their Wars in Italy; till Francis and Charles the 5. became com- 
petitors for the Empire, and Spains and France a fit match for each other in 
power. Since which time ſuch. mighty contelts have-been betwixt thoſe 
wo Kingdoms, as have: filled all Emrope with terror andamazement, and 
all Hiſtorians with their Ations. But how France hath-ſo-far prevailed, as. 
we ſee at preſent, is-partly by our owne, and partly by the E»g/if faul: ; 
we by Commillion, and they.by Omiſſion, as -we ſhall. (with whar bre- 
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vity we can) make apparent , in regard it may be-ufeſull to ns both. 

Duviag the reigne of Charles the 5, and Francs aforeſaid,the Reforma- 
tion of Religion begun, which occaſioned great alterations to the Kingdom 
of France, and to the Kings of Spaize intheſe Low Conntries. Wherein the. 
Crowne of Fpaine continuedto proſecute their intreſt, inbreaking downe the 

\ power of France by all means poſſible, and eſpecially by joyning with the 
Guifian fation which filed themſeivesthe Holy Leage,under pretenſe of oppo* 
fing the Proteſtants, Thoſe great contelis which ths ſeyerall tations in France 
clothed with the glorious mantle of Religion, are well knowneto thoſe that 
are converſant in their Hiſtories, and are particularly declared by many ; but 
beſt in my judgement, on the Proteſtants ſide by Beza, the Author (though . 
not named) of thoſe 15 Bookes, he ſtiles Commentariorum de Stata Religionts 
& Reip. in Regno Gallie, ſub Henrico, 2, Franciſo 2. Carolo g. & Henrico 3. 
And on the Papiſts by Davila in his excellent Hiſtorie of the Civil wars of 
France. In which Conteſts, in the Reigns of the four forementioned Kings, © 
the Succeſſors of Francis the 1, andin the times of Henry the 4, who ſucceded 
them; the Proteſtants (called:there Hugonots) got into their Poſſeſſion, above 
300 Garriſons and Forts in that Kingdome. 

Oa the otherhand France was not afleep, or awanting to proſecute their 
intrelt, in fomenting; promoting; and carrying on thoſe diviſions 1n theſe 
Low Conntries; to breake downe the power of Spaine, into whoſe hands they 
had fallen by marriage (as we haveſaid) and to remove the obſtacle, which 
theſe Provinces conſtantly were, to their advanting their deſignes. For 
which end they continually ailiſted us, and whilſt they prerended ro fight our 
Battells , at our charges they really fought their: owne. And leſt the Houſe 
of Auſtria ſo nearly allied to Spaive, ſhould afford them further aſſiſtance, 
they ingage Sweden toinvade the Empire,and give the Emperor worke at homo, 
allowing A, D: 1631; Gaſtavrs Adolphus 300000: Franks for levying an © 
Army, and-.a Million yearly for paying .them, (every Frapk:being two Shib. 
lings ſterling) asin the years 1625. and 1635. they: fathering all the Empire 
did on Spaine, engaged us allſo in more firme and conſtant Leagues againſt 
ihem, This being the true State of thoſe times berwen thoſe gwo Crownes, 
we _ thus doubly miſcarried,. anderred both in our Civil and Religious 

ntreir. | | 

Fivſt in-that we thought we could never brirg Spaine low enough, nor 
aſſiſt Fraxce ſufficiently againſt them, In this blind zeale we went a greaC 
cdeale too far, though nothing the length that France deſired : For had we 
liltned to their ſuggeſtions, we had to this day continued: our Wars with 
Spaine, andſo have done their worke for them. W hat arts France uſed: to 
diſſwade us from -peace- with $p4ine, may be ſeen in their Hiltorian Privl, Be 
as well :s our owne, concerning the Treaty:of Jfumfter., But the.States 
iceing the ſucceſſes of France, of whoſe greatnes they now at laſt, and in- 

eed t00 late, became jealous; to which they were the more awakened, by 
the French approaches towards us in Flanders, and taking. of Hankirty S|. 
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Wl ' being their owne proverb Aye le Francois pony ton Amy, n0n pas pour ton voifin 3. 
| they reſolve to take the opportunity which was put 1nto their hands by 
Spaine, who deſpairing of peace with France, ſought nothing more then 
to take off their confederates, the Swede, and theſe united Provinces eſpe. 
cially, by concluding a peace with us, and procuring one allſo between the 
| Empire and Sweden, For knowing their owne weaknes, and great worke on 
their hands, by the revolt of Poxtagall, Rebellion in Catalozia, the doubt 
full condition of Naples, the frequent loſkes they had received, and their | 
want of menand money to war every where , they 6fferd us equall condi- 
tiors; and we privately without the knowledge either of the French Ple- 
nipotentiaries, or the Mediators ( Chigie from the Pope, and Coxtaren from 
the-State of Venice ) except them at laſt, and a peace is made betwixt us at 
Munſter, January 30. 1648, andquickly after between the Empire and 
Sueden at Oſnaburg Avguſt the 6, inthe ſame yeare, By which meanes Spaine 
wzs ireed from our Wars, had opportunity of Proſecuting theirs againſt 
Portugall , and of creating France trouble at home by joyning with the Cox.

© cord we help forward Fraxce's greatnes and our owne deſtruction, 
ſk by helping to deſtroy the Proteſtant Intreſt in that Kingdome, For as 
WIE - France had the power of Spaineto keep them in on every fide , ſo they had 
 allfo a curb of the Proteſtants at home, to check them in their exorbitant 
-deſignes. Who from the beginning of the Reformation under Franci; 
the firſt , Henry the 24, and Francis the 24 had growne to that ſfirength and 
: greatnes, that they grew formidable to the Crowne of France. And note 
withſtanding the Maſſacre of Mermael and Chabries A. D. 1545. and the 
8 ſeveral civill Wars th:t was made againſt them, (by Charlestheg, and 
'3 by Henry the 3 ) the great Maſſacre at Paris 1572. yet God ſobleli

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vehemently preſt, begining his ſpeech with a ſtrange prodigie that trad © 
fallen out betwixt Himlelfe and the Duke of Gui/e 26 yeires before, who 
being about to play at tables in the preſence of many Nobles, there-ap- | 
pearddrops of blood, which though once. and agiine wiped off, yet new |

This great King by name and merit, having fought 140 battels and skir- 
miſhes with his- owne hands, beleagured 300 Cities and forts, was no _ 
ſooner ſ[1ine by the dagger of that Raſcally villane Ravillac , in the midſt - 
of his greateſt plory and defignes; But his Son and Succeſſor Lewis the 13. 
confirmes the ſame , May the 22. 1610, wherein he acknowledpes that, 
Experience having taught the Kings his Preaeceſſors that the fury and violence of * 
Armes had not onely been unprofitable to draw their ſubjeCts to the Romane Church, 
but was rather hurtfull : which made them have recourſe by a more happy Counſel, 
to mildnes, granting them the exerciſe of the Reformed Religion they profeſſed : in © 
whoſe imitation hit father ( Henry the 4.) had made. the Edit of Nantes, to re" 
concile all his Ioving ſubjefts : the obſervation whereof had ſetled and aſſared quiet 
amongſt them, which had ever fnce continued withont interruption, And declares 
that though that Edit be perpetual and irrevocable, and by that meanes hath no © 
need to be confirmed by any new declarations, yet tothe end his ſubjefts may be aſ- 
ſured of his love and intention to have the ſaid Eadift inviolably kept ( being made © 
| for the good and quiet of his ſubjefts) therefore it is ordained by him with the advice © 
| of the Queen Regent," Princes of the blood &'c. that the ſame be hept inviolably ;: 
and thoſe that ſhall infringe it, ſeverely puniſhed,as troublers of the publick peace- 
of the Kingdame, &c, Yet notwithſtanding all this,the King being provoked by : 
them, is induced, much againſt his inclination, to War again{t them whom'he - 
declared Rebels 1621. and tooke many of their cautionary Townes from - 
them, yet this was at laſt compoſed,and they reſerved Rochel and ſeverall other © 
places {till for their defence. But afterwards , at the inſtigation of Cardinal 
Richelien, (not out of any zeale for his Religion being cailed-the Hugonet * 
Cardinal, but of Policy to free France from their feares of the Proteſtant | 
party athome) with much regret the Kings makes War againſt them agaime 
I625, and ſent to the States for Twenty ſayle of Men of War according * 
to the late Treaty, which was afſented unto, though with great reluCtancy, 
and they-was ſent under Admiral Hanthain ; which were eſpecially inſtru-. 
mentall of ruining the Proteſtants power at Sea , and of Rochel afterwards, 
and conſequently all the power that party had left under the Duke of Rehan, + 
with nere 50. places for their Protection : All their Cautionary Townes - 
being diſmantled, and they having no other ſhelcer, but the ſhaddow of : 
te Almiohty, and their Kings clemency left them to flie unto for their de- - * 
tence, So that as I wiſh we had otherwiſe imployed. our power, ſo I pray © 
(as- S4 
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whereby the Crowne became ſole heir and executor of all they had , Lewin 
the laſt thereby became the greateſt Monarch ſince Charles the Great : his pre= 
deceſſoss having reduced the many Provinces diſmemberd from France by. | 
Hugh Capet into one entire body , and he all the parts thereof to the entire 
ſub;ection of che Crowne, and that Kingdome at liberty to look abroad, 
and carry on their .defignes where they pleaſe, having tor this end pained 
if 3 keys to their neighbor Kingdoms, Pjgnere/ to enter 1taly'; Briſak :Germa- 
 * »y, and Perpignan Spaine. 

We have ſeene-how we have gon againſt our intreſt-in overdoing our 
worke ; lets now ſee how -Eng/and have been noles guilty, in not doing | 


their duty, wherein they have not onely been greatly awantingto themſelves; 
but more to the Proteſtant intreſt in Exrope; Of OR

The Proteſtants in Fraxce baving by Armes, Treaties, Conceſſions, and 
Confirmations of ſeverall Kings , obteined that ſtrength whica we have de. 
clared : There could be nothing more clearly the intreſt of all thoſe of the 
Reformed Religion, and eſpecially their Neighbors then to ſupport them 
in their juſt rights; W hich Queen Elizabeth and her Council ſo well under+ 
ſtood , that though ſhe had ailiſted theſe Provinces both.with money and - 
men conſiderably, whereby ſhe had drawne upon her a War with Spaine 
which was very.coſtly to her, and allſo occaſioned the Rebellion in 7yeland, 
which toreduce ſtood Her and her Kingdom of England in 4 yeares time no 
les, if we take oriſons accompt, then 1198000 L. - Sterling ; yet ſhe 
neglects not to ſupply Hexry of Navar againſt the Guiſian league and faction 
for the ſupport of the Proteſtants, with Io1560 franks for the Baron of 
of Dorna to raiſe an Army in Germany, A. D. 1587, for his ſervice : and 
71165 belides 20000 ſhe ſpent in ſending 4000 men under the condu@ and 
command of the Lord willoughby A. 1589. and 33333 to levy an Army un- 
der the Prince of Azhalt, for the ſervice, and as much money ſhe lent 
Navar himſelfe, the following yeare 1590 and continually pon all occs* 
ſions ſupporied him and the-jntreſt of the Reformed Religion in thoſe 
Kingdoms , ſo that ſhe was publickly prayed for by the Hronts as theil 
Proteftoreſſe. 

No ſooner was this great Princeſie dead , whoſe glory yet will nevef 
dye, (being accounted by her very enemies the Gaifans, the moſt glorious 
thatever ſwayed Scepter, plori:ſiſſima, & omnium que unquam ſceptrum Peſede 
runt, feliciſſima femina, as Thuanus tells us, adding many great elogiums 
of her, and conludirg none ever was or will be like her of that ſex : ) and 
King,James calledin, to ſucceed in that Crowne : but the French, though 
they had underhand oppoſed the conjuntion of thoſe two Kingdoms all 
they could , having ſtill made uſe of Scorlaxd formerly in their Wars wil

then knew what he had to doe , and offered the Conſt-ble who was chollerick 


thereat, the ſatisfaRion of his Sword:; the French Emb:fſndor wiſcepre- 
ſents what paſt to K. James, and procures Herbert to be called bome, and 
the Earle of Carlile is ſent in his place, to as little purpoſe as before. - Nor 
was this the worſt, for the Dake of Gniſe obteined'8 Engliſh (:yie of men of 
War to joyne with him againſt the Rochellers and them of the Relig on to 
diſtres them by.Sea, as the Count of Soiſſins did by Land ( for which the 


Dake of Buckingham was atter queſtioned in Parliament)and thus the greateſt 


part of the Proteſtants power was broke downe, and had been wholy, bur 
that the French had not then time by reaſon of the Spaniſo worke in the / al- 
tlia, ſo that a peace was skind over for a ſmall time, till chey had leiſure 
tO open the wound againe, and make the poore Patients bleed their laſt. 
Theſe things cauſed great complaints of England every where amongſt them 
of the Reformed Religion , and occaſioned Drodare's ſaying, EF 

P ame's 
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Fames's fins f omiſſion, were greater then all his Predeceſſors fins of Commilſin; 
 Thovgh thepacification was publiſhed at -ovrpelbrer, yet Richelies beins- 
made Minifter of | State and chief DireQor of affaires 1n France, A, 1624, 
he made it his firſt worke-to goon with the deſigne of deflroying che Pro-. 
teſtants power 'in that Kingdome ; and though the King was againſt: ir a; 
firſt, yet the Cardinal carried ir on arlaſt, ſo that afrerwards. he faid, 7; 
had taken Rochel in ſpight of three Kings,meaning his owne Englaudand. Spain, 
For the accompliſhing this worke, the Eagle-eyed Richeliew foreſzeing: that 
England and theſe States might ſtand in his way and obſtruR him, he refolvg 
co chartne us both to a compliance. - For which-end France makes a trier 
league with theſe United Provinces, affords us 1600000 iranks yearly for-the 
ewo next following;to be repaid the two next years after our peace with Spain, 
aprees for ſhips for their ſervice,&c. And for Exglavd,though they knew K, 
?ames would not diſturb their deſignes, yet not knowing what the Princes 
Faler might doe, there were-meanes uſed to ingage him, by. a Vatch ai 
Henriette the onely Daughter then unmarried of Henry the 4, K, James who 
was deſirous to match his 6nely ſon Conliderably; had tor gor 10 years beene 
Courting of Spaineto this-purpoſe, that-ſo with one he might have the Pals 
tinate reſtored to the Palsgrave , and the Prince of Wales, having paſt through 
France incognito into Fpaine, to make love perſonally to the 7ufanta,. and ſee 
with his owne eyes if fame belied not her beanty ; and being there ſtil} de- 
layed, but not denyed (the Spaniſp deliring to ſec all the Daughters of Fran: 
firſt matchr, to prevent an alliance betwixt England and that Kingdome)and 
the buſines of the Palatinate ſtill kept in ſuſpence ; he is commanded home 
by his Father K. James. But having ſeen the Lady Henriette at a maske, in 
his paſſage through France, nader the notion of an Exgl;f. Gentleman, and 
| being taken with her beauty, more then the 7nfavta's; overtures are made 
of a Marriage with her, and though ſome in the French Conncil, were rather 
for her matching to Zorrazgne ( that ſo thoſe Territories might be gained to 
| France, which had been long troubleſom to them) yet this reaſon of State, 
of obliging him not to interrupt their deſigne of ruiningthe Proteſtancs,and 
prevent his marrying with Spaixe prevailed, and in g-moneths time a Match 
concluded. 

Richelies thinking France ſecure of theſe two they moſt feared , falls to 
worke to reduce the Hgonots Cautionary Townes, Upon which Soubezt 
and Blaukart goe for England to implore K. Charles ( his Father K. Jam 
being then dead) his aſliſtance, This good King thinks himſelfe obliged 
in conſcience and honour, notwithſtanding his marriage with the King of 
France's (iter, to ſupport them. And indeed ſo he was, for the Ambalſ 
dors and Agents of the Crowne of: England, had become Caution to choſe d 
the Religion, for the King of Fravce's performance with them: He thet 
fore ſends 150:ſayle of ſhips and an Army of 16000 men; under the CoM 
mand of the Dxke of Buckingham, to- take off that odium which was up 
him in England, for what was formerly done under. K, James. Whop 
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prthed a Marifeſto in the K. of England name July- the 21: 1627. decla- 
roy pm ck were other grouns :ſufficient for a War, as the abuſe 
of the Engliſh Merchants, their ſhips and goods ſeized on, and the extra- 
ordinary equipping for Sea in France ; yet that the fole cauſe of the War, 

' wasthe Crowne of France's not performing of Artides with thoſe of the Re- 
formed Religion, This expedition, and the cauſes of its miſcarriage, 1s. 
writ by a learned pen*, and well knowne from the moderne Hiltories of * Fx 
both Kingdoms. The French and Exgii both proceed, the former in tio in 
carrying on, the latter to prevent if poſſible, their deſignes. For which 7” Y 
end K. Cbarles ſent the Earle of Denbigh with another Fleet, which was able ph! 
to effeR nothing; and the Earle of Linzey with the laſt (Buckingham being x 4oy 
afſafinated by Felton the day before he was to embarke) But before Linzey Herb 
came, ſuch itupendous workes were raiſed (of which Berti hath writ a Bzron 
particular booke) and ſo palliſadoed, that the Cardinall ſent to the Exgliſ Cher| 
Admirall, that he ſhould have a paſport with 6 of his ableſt Commanders, to 
come aſhore and view the works, and if they thought Roche! relievable, 
he would raiſe the ſiege, without fighting aſtroake. The Exgliſs thus com- 
ing too late loſt Rochel, upon which followed the Duke of Kuhan and the 
relt of the Reformiſts compliance, the diſmantling of their remaining Garri. 
ſons ( above 40 whereof Mantauban was the alt) and a peace with Eng- 

| land, and thoſe of the Reformed Religion in France. 

Since which time what mighty deilignes have been contrived, and car- 
red on by the two Cardinalls, Richelien and Mazarine, for that Kingdome 
abroad, whoſe plots they are {till purſuing, is not unknowne to thoſe that 
are curiouſ]y inquilitive. How the former wrought che revolt of Portugal, 
the Rebellion in Catalonia, the carrying on the Wars intheſe Countries, to 
bring downe FSpaine ; ſet on foot and fomented the diſtraQions of Great 
Britazgne, firſt by the Scots, and afterwards by other means, to give Eng- 
{and worke at home: tamperd with Walleſteyze for betraying the Impe- 
riall Army, for whoſe death he moſt pailionately wept, failing thereby of 
his hopes, of France's ſpeedy comeing to the Empire : engaged Sweden to 
ſerve their ends in Germany ; tooke Pignerol to keep Iralyin aw : Lorraigne 
5 taken, the Dukes of Savoy, Mantua, and Modena are wholly at France's 
ſervice: and the Princes EleRors , eſpecially the Eccleſiaſtica'l, rather 
courting the favour of that Crown, - then the Imperiall. This was the 
true State of France, at the death of Riche/iew in 42. and the King his 
Maſter, who quickly followed him, May 14. 1643. the ſame day of the 
yeare his father died, and wherein he was Crowned. Which I have beene 
the larger in, firſt becauſe tis for the moſt part the ſame now, and in ſeve- 
rall things greater than then, eſpecially by their alliance with England, and 
ſucceſs 2g1inſt theſe and the Spaniſh Netherlavds : and 2. that it might ap- 
peare, how far they have overgrowne FSpaine in power, that ſo the world 
may be awakend, and ſee to lop off their ſuperfluous bowes, leſt they grow 
n ume like Nebuchadnizars tree, fo great that they overſhadow us all. 
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For Mazarive ficeceding Richoliew as Miniſter of State, who was his angly! 
Schofter that proved his paratel, co which two Clergy-men let me fay it _ 
zor 1t 18 a truth (hues L know the: Laity may ſtomack.it) France owes thei 
preſent grratnes ; the fitſt 5 yeares after till 48 that tumultuous Nation was ne. 
ver wiſclier- govertied in the non-age of their Soveraigne : and. though in 
the next luſtre or five yeares following till 53; they had fome agviſli fits thay 
hiked them iti their civill wars, yet they foone recovered thereof, ang 
have ever fince growne ironger and ſtronger. So that it was- high time for 
the Neighbour Nations no longer to dance after the fidle of Fravce; And 
8 the States faw this, arid therefore made peace, as I have ſaid ; but Fnglaw 
Will trereit offended againe, and prevaricated-in the common iatreſt of Zmpypy, 
Ler me ſheww how briefly , becauſe it may ſatisfie perhaps the curioſity « 
ſome that have wondred at it, as muchas my ſelfe, in regard they have been 
ignorant of the true grounds thereof, 
When Cremwel the Hanibal of the Engliſh Common-wealth, and immortal 
enimie and Terror to-Rowe, came to have the power of thoſe three King- 
doms in his hands ; he ſaw it neceſſary to engage thoſe Nations and imploy 
his Armies in a forreigne War; for without an Army he could not maintaine 
the power he had got, and without imploying-them he could not quietly 
enjoy it ( Armies being like raiſed ſpirits, thar muſt be tmployed, or elle 
they fall foule upon him that raifed them) and betides this neceſlity of in« 
treſt , his own inclination ſtrongly carried him, and perhaps ſome extra- 
vagant hopes, to pull downe the Pope; for he once faid to Lambert, were I 
4s young as you, T fhentd not doubt to knock at the gates of Rene before I died, Spain 
and Fraxce both courted him, knowing what mettal his ſword was made of, | 
and his Iron-fides wore ; of which competition he made his advantage, ob- | 
teining ſuch conditions of Fraxce, as were a wonder to all, that underſtood 
the maxims of their. Government, That which moſt inclined him to the 
French,was that he judged Spaine and: Anſtriathe two ſtrongeſt Hornes of Aw 
tichriff, whoſe fall-was come as onetof his Prophers (whom 1 could name) in- 
fpired him , and that France might be brought to renounce Rome ; intend- 
ing withall to get ſuch places in Flanders and over againſt the coaſt of Eng 
land, that he might keep the Datch in aw, and with a few of his Ships 
command a. toll for the paſſage in-the Channel, as the Daze did in the Sound, 
A League therefore is made with France, March 23. 1657 for a yeare, and 
renewed the next, by Lockard his Ambaſſador , who for his parts and ſage 
city was fo acceptable to Afazarine, that he had more acces to him, and 
bufines with bim, then all the Ambaſſadors at Par beſides. Theſe two

them, which bringing them newes of the Proteftors death , they hoyſt up- 
ſailes, and returnd home, | 

France was to pull downe Spaine- by Land, with his own forces , and fuck 
as the Protector could ſpare. . Which Lockard the Embaſſador there com- 
manded, Who having beene more uſed to fight in the field, then play the 

joneers with their ſpades, were not ſo much. eſteemed at: firſt by the French : 
till the fight with Don Jobs of: Auſtria's Army which came to relieve Dax- 
kirk, wherein they behaved themſelyes wich that gallagtry, that Don Fohy 
cryed out he was beat by.rnging wild beafts rather then men ; and that great 
Soliijer the Prince of Conde hath often ſaid lince,chat he never ſaw the like ation, 
as was that day performed by the Engliſh Shortly after Dankerky yielded, and 
- was put into the Exgl;fh hands. 

The ProteRor was to bring downe Spaine by Sea,-which he ſaid he wowld 
ab, or he and his ſhould live on bread and water. Intending allſo to carrie 
on the deſigne, which Sidney, Rawlcigh and ſeveral of the wiſeſt men of. 
thoſe times under 2. Elizabeth preſt, and that was to beat the Spani/s out of 
the [ndjes , but as ſhe had too many irons 1n the fire to carry on that worke, 
ſo how he miſcarried init, is ſufficiently knowne. And indeed he had broke 
Spaines Naval power much more then he did, allthough he did a-great deale 
at Texerif and elſewhere, had it not been for a ſmall accident that happend, 
which was this, Admirall Blake, who {till principled his ſeamen. in thoſe- 
Confalions and frequent Revolutions of Governement, that the Fleet ſerved 


vo Parties nor Perſons, but the Englif® Nation; having brought ſome of his | 


great ſhips before Tax, batterd down the Caſtle and compeld them. to 
his termes ; for which-extraordinary ſervice he expeRted the reward of. gra- 
titude at leaſt : In Read thereof, by his next Advice from England he hath-a 
pardon ſent him, for endangering the Fleet in ſuch anattempt without or- 
der, &c. Which ſo ſtuck on the ſtomack of that ſtout and ſturdy Ftoick , 
that afterwards the Spaniſs Fleer coming on the maine OceanoffCaaiz , He 
reading his Commiſſion, and finding it onely for fighting them in the X4edi- 
zerraneax , would not fall on them, though the Commanders Sollicited 
him, promiſed to anſwer it for him, &c. onely was willing: to fighe if the 
Spazjards begun ; but though the ZngliÞ provoked them toi, and affron- 
ted them all they could, yet the wary Sparjard was wiſer then to ingage, 
and fo ſaved themſelves; at which 0/;ver tormed nota litle, but Blake cared 
not much, the Adwirall heereby crying quits with the Generall, 
Thus you ſee what great things a little blind zeale may doe. And indeed 
 Risnotſo much to be admired at in. him, he having had ſuch an enthaſraſt i- 
call heat, as all know, that knew him well; nor can we wonder ſo much, 
if his head ſometimes run round, who was fo continually wrapt up in 
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ſuch whirlepooles of affaires, as he was perpetually plunged-in : though” - 
to miſcarry in ſo great a concernment for the Proteſtant Intreſt,was a capitall | 

; crime in him above all others ; who deſigning to pul down the Pope, * by 

bringing downe Spaine, ſet up France to ruine the Proteants throughout 
Chri:tendome. Thus Lydit in humanis divina potentia rebns-! 

-. Bur theſe three lived not long to. goe on with theſe deſignes, and in- 

deed it was well for the world theydid not. Oliver went firſt, at which A14- 

Wl; a4rime, Was ſecretly glad, ſaying when the newes was brought him as he 
Ws > was at play , there's then a fortunate foole gon, But this was bur to trample 

JAE upon a dead lion, whom he ſo ridiculouſly feared before, that his greateſt 

W -* Confidents made themſelves privately merry therewith, Knowing how 

$A uncivily for this, he put the King of England out of France; and: the Duke 
of Yorke alſo notwith{tinding hi: ſervice, and the Cavalries acclamations 
of vive's to him, and curſes ot the Cardinal : Yea how afcer his death he fea. 
red his ſhaddow, for in the 7fle of Feſant 59 at the interview of the two 
Kings and their Courts, where the marriage was made, and peace conclu- 

. ded bertwixt them, ( which 2Zazarine had reſerved for his owne glory ) and

F But to be briefe,0/;vers other two Conſorts followed after him quickly,and 
theſe three Conquerors, being cut of by death, who kept all Chriſtendomein 
aw whilſt they lived, the world had a little quiet, till Fravce got a horſeback 
again in Flanders.

tion. And both of them have ſet the People above their 
Princes, and pretend, That the Powers that are, are not 
Ordained of God, but introduced by force or ſubtilty, 
or the conſent and pats of their people, and accordingly 
are accountable and puniſhable upon Mal-Adminiſtra- 
tion; of which the-Pope on the one hand. -and the. 
Confiſtory or Synod an the other are the Judges. And 
the conſequences of theſe thingsare not difficult to fore- 
ſee or at leaſt will quickly.be found by experience, and

ate men murder'd by High Courts of Juſtice, againſt” 
aw and Reaſon, and finally all. that Confuſion, Opref- 
on and Diſorder, that a ſinful Nation had deſerved by 
proſperous Rebelhon. Till in ſhort the meanelt per-- 
ons in "the Nation faw that nothing could prevent 
heir Ruin but the recalling of their King, and the re- 
tling that Religion which thefe godly Rebels had ſworn” - 
0 root up. . And fo Independency and Presbytery fell 
oth of them again under Monarchy and Epiſcopacy. 
Thus ended the laſt Rebellion, in the Year 1660, to 
the general Joy and SatisfaCtion of the Exgliſh Nation, - 
be Authors of it, after all the Villanies and Treaſons 
hey had been guilty of, and perpetrated in the pre- 
ceeding twenty Years, having gained nothing but the 
irteſtation of the People, and a dreadful expettation. 
of his Majeſties Revenge for the Blood of his Father 
and all his Loyal Subjects, which had been ſpilt in that 
aominable War. But this Prince returned with other

King notice of his Majeſties natural Inclination to 
ty and Compaſſion. And that one of the Chief Pro- 
loters of 1t the Earl of Shaftsbary, neither now 1s nor 
ver was reputed a Papiſt, but a great Friend and Fa- 
'Ourer of the Diſſenters. Secondly, They made it their 
unneſs by Perjuries, ſplitting of Free-holds into Atoms 
r a [mall time, purchaſing Votes, Threats and Pro- 
uſes, to draw in as many as was poſſible to give their 
otes. tor ſuch men as they ſhould recommend to them 
Parliament Men. And I need not tell you what ſort 
Men they are, but by this means they have made 
Uliaments almoſt totally impra@icable, and at laſt a__ 
that 
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thit Long-Loyal Parliament to Act fo much unlike itqye. 
Thit his Majeſty who (touſe the Earl of SheftoburyylLyy! 
guage in his Speech at the opening of the Seflion

riage, was yet at length forced to give her a Bill of Dawn

Thirdly, By the means of this Toleration they drey of 
fo many who before Complyed with the Religion Eſt] 
bliſhed, that they have ever ſince had the confidencety 
boaſt of their numbers as equal at leaſt, to the Confer 
miſts. And' though this 1s certainly falſe : yet by te 
means of 1t their numbers are really bigger than othe! 
wife they would be, for many men obſerving hoy 
ftrangely they had recovered themſelves out of thi 
low Condition they were 1n when his Majeſty firſt 
turned, ani eafily conjeQuring. from thence that. pol 
bly they may be in a ſhort time able to try their ſtrenyl 
with the King in the Field, have joyned with 'themJ 
far as they might without the danger of Law, tot 
ſpeak their favour in the next-Rebellion, who yetk 
their Churches in-the mean time, and are as hot 11 til 
diſcourſes againſt the Difſenters (if none- of them 
preſent ) as any body elſe need tobe. So-in the Cl 
of Parhament' men, in Juries and all other oceall 
where there is no danger of penalties,. they are forb 
Diſlenters, and 'in all the reſt they are for the Ciw 
of England, and in theſe Hypocrites or Knavifii'0 
ticians, their chief ſtrength doth conſiſt, many of Wl 
as they had never been gained over to them witho 
Toleration, ſo if cyer their Affairs fink, they wil 
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nem they are-of his mind who faid he would become 
part of the prey of the Conqueror: and: it will be ten 
to one if ar laſt thoſe Criples be not really 'hamſtrihg'd 
and made to halt in good earneſt, but however the mi- 
ſeries of another Civil War, if it happens, will revenge 
the Folly of them that thus promote 1t. And God grant 
theſe men may have a double portion of it, if it mult be. 
But beſides theſe little Polititians, there is another ſort 
who tho they have conformed fome in part,as far as once 
a month, or the Sermon, with now and then a ſnip of 
the Book of Common- Prayer with it, inſtead of Muſtard 
and Vinegar, which you know a man would be loth to 
be always ty'd to.

Jon's (no be ſure of it as Tong as there is one threat in 
al the Goſpel againſt Hypocrites ) So (as he learnedly 
goes ON ) they are only Inſtruments to undermine us, for 
forced unwilling Conformiſts will turn againſt us, as ſoon 
4: they have opportunity. You fee what 1s to be expected 
irom ſuch men, and he gives a good reaſon for it, which 
ls, That if we impriſon »en in onr Churches they will be 
frill ſeeking to get out.

and by the Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, they hul 
their ſhare in the common exemption from the Execy 
tion of the Pezal Laws, and the Exerciſe of thet 
Worſhip in their private Houſes, tho they were n& 
allowed publick places of Worſhip. And after thi 
was taken away and the ſaid A& made, they had the 
ſame conniyence with the Diſſenters, till about Februy, 
I67;. when there came forth a ſharper Declaration 
againſt them- than againft- the Diſfenters, and it it 
be obſerved, That from his Majeſties return till the

ſparing to tax-all thoſe they hated as favourers of the 
Plotters, eſpecially if they endeavoured to reſetle the

People, or ſhew-them the danger now it was diſcove- 
red was not ſo great as It was pretended, and by this 
means got a wonderful Credit with the unconſidering 
People, for their Zeal againſt Papiſts and Popery, = 
And this was no new thing with them, for as Cambder: . 
affures us, their Forefathers behaved themſelves at the 
' ſame rate 1588. when the Nation was under the like 
conſternation by reaſon of the then threatned Spaniſb 
Invaſion, when all other men were full of Fears, they 
becoming inſolent and inſufferable to the Queen and 
to the Government, but that apprehenfion did not laſt 
long, but this coming out by degrees, gave them more 
ſcope and better means of pulling up the Afe&ions.of 
men to that height they deſigned to bring them,

Wooll , raw Hides and lallow ; the late, King releaſed 
1 L. 10 s.-Impoſition on every 'Tun of Wine, and this

The 14th of April, when Sir Clouſly Shovel appeared 
before Dublin with the Fleet under. his Command , great 
quantities of the Proteſtants Goods being Seized, and ſe- 
veral Ships Loaded, and a Loading with them , the late 
King and . his Crew were under terrible apprehenſi ons at 
firſt, believing that ſome ILand-Men would- be. ſent from' 
the Ships to Reduce Dublin, but ſeeing they only attack- 
ed the Ships. in the Pool, and tearing they might. come 
into the, Harbour where the Loaded Ships lay, all Hands 
were imployed to unload ; but Sir Clouſly going off with 
a ſmaller Prife than was expected , and the Coalt being 
clear, all Hands were again made uſe of to Load all the 
Ships i in the Harbour with the.

Silyer and Gold became one of the greateſt and beſt 
Commodities-in Dublin ; between Tiga and Seller, a Gut- 
ea before 21ay: laſt was ſold at 30. 10s, and an Ounce of 
Silver at Three Crowns of bk Mony, and ſo- propor- 
tionable for other quantities of Gold and Silver. * And al- 
though the French brought great quantities of Braſs and 
Copper, yet it was'not enough ; ſo' that they began to re- 
duce the Weights of what was already Coined, by melt- 

ing it down, and making it leſs in the new Coin ; the 
value of Braſs Mony fell daily, before 2arch Six Hun- 
dred Thouſand Pounds was Coined.

The French King, who owes his great Succels, clitefly, 
to that quickneſs and activity wherewith he can execute 
his Undertakings, and which is proper to the Naturs 
of his Government, began very early to move with his 
Forces, threatning both Flanders with ſome conſiders. 
ble Siege, and England with an Invaſion, to reſtore | 
the late King to his pretended Dominions. To this end 
he cauſes moſt of his Forces to march towards Fay 
ders, and to rendezvous about Mons, leaving the Rhiy 
entirely deſtitute of Troops, to render the Army in 
Flanders the more powertul and formidable, being pret. 
ty ſecure both by the ſlownels of the Germans to take 
the Field, and that Intereſt he had among ſome of the 
Princes of the Empire, that nothing could be undertaker 
upon the Rhzne by the Confederates, before the execy- 
tion of his Deſigns in Flanders ; to compals theſe val 
Undertakings, the French King not only drew off hi 
Forces. from the Rhine, but likewiſe moſt of thoſe he 
had in- Savoy and Pzedmont, leaving Monlieur Catmt! 
lo weak, that he hath not been able to attempt any 
thing this Campaigne, but even to ſuffer the Duke d 
Savoy to enter into Dauphine, and to leave it expo 
to the Fury of the Germans, who have plunder'd burit 
and deſtroy'd, where-ever they have been 1n it. 

By this means the French Xing has not only beenabl 
to bring a very numerous and powerful Army in Fas 
ders, to undertake ſo conſiderable aa Attempt as tit 
Siege of Namur, but alſo to think of reſtoring the lat 
King to the Throne of Exgland ; to this end he cauid 
an Army to march towards the Coaſts of Norman) 
pretending at firſt, that it was to ſecure his Coaſts irc 
a Deſcent, of which they ſpoke very much in Eng/a 
and for which they made ſome Preparations. .1®

Evening ; this being St. Medard's Day, it beingan ob- 
(rvation among the People of this Country, that when 
it Rains upon this Day, it; holds-more. or-leſs. for. the:. 

Forty Days following ; which prov'd not altogether: 
talle this Year : for whilſt we were incampd 1n this 
place,

place, for eight Days together, it rain'd almoſt coti. 
nuaily, the Wind blowing at the ſame time very boy. 
ſterouſly, which quickly {well'd this little River, {o that 
though it be very deep, and pretty high Banks, yet ir 
toon overflow'd the neighbouring Meadows, fo that as 
we could not keep our Bridges over the River ; fo at 
the ſame time, the ways by the exceſſive Rains, became 
impracticable for our Caanon. 2, 

This River Mehaigne has its Spring about Gem#/ours, 
a Mile or ſo W. N.W. and ts there but a little Brook, 
as a Man may very eaſily leap over ; but by the help 
of {everal other little Brooks which fall into it, partt- 
cularty from that ſide of the River which -lies towards 
Namur, after a courſe of four or five Miles, it makes 
a very deep, tho' narrow River, and at length tails in 
to the Mexſe, about a League higher than Zuy. The 
Left of our Line in this Camp, reach'd as far as Lattine, 
within five Miles of Zuy, which being flank'd by the 
Corps de Referve, the General Count de Lippe had his 
Quarter in this Village. From this Village, as tar as 
the Meuſe, the Mehaigne runs between very {ſteep Hills, 
which renders it impaſſable below this place, as the 


| Meuſelies between Namur and Liege. The Line of-our 


Army extended itſelf from this Village very near fix 
Miles upon the Right, having left a Bottom empty be- 
hind a riſing Ground, where our Troops could not 
have been ſeen from the Enemies Camp ; therefore to 
make oir Line appear the longer to the Enemy, we 


left in this place an Interval in the Second Line, which 


prov'd almoſt between the Body of the Army, and the 
Left Wing of Horſe ; by this Method, the Lett of 
our Line outwingd conſiderably the Right of the

Whilſt the two Armies were thus facing one'ano- 
ther, the Mehaigne lying between us, abundance of De- 
(erters came daily from the Enemies Camp, ſometimes 
Two or Three hundred a Day, not only Forreigners, 
2s Suiſſers, Germans, and Montferrins, but a great many 
of their own Native Troops, all complaining of a gene- 
ral want of Forrage and Proviſtons in the Frexch Camp. 
ſor they bad laid fo Tong already about Namur, that 
they had conſum'd molt of the firſt, Forrage ; and their 
Proviſions coming to them from Mons, Manbeuge, and 
Philipuiile and Dinant, they were daily moleſted by 
Parties from the Garriſon of Char/eroy, ſo that they 
could not come but very ſeldom, and that under the 
Eſcorte of very ſtrong Convoys. We were likewite 
told, That the Mareſchal de Luxemburg to make his. 
Army the greater, and in a condition to oppole ours, 
drew out all the Troops that were in the Lines at Na-. 
mur, relieving the Lines of Circumvallation and Tren- 
ches from his own Army from time to time, the Left 
being not far from Namur ; ſo thar tho' our Army was 
ſo ſtrong and numerous, . yet Laxemburg out-did us in 
number. As for our fide, very few Deſerters went o-- 
ver to the Enemy : whether it was, that we ſo maſter'd 
and commanded the River, that they could not pals, or: 
their own inclinations that kept them in theirDuty ; for 
deſerting_isa very common thing on both ſides, when: 
Armies are near one another. 

Whether it was true or not, that Proviſions were fo 
(carce in the Freach. Army, however they ſoon had 
plenty, by the ſurrender of the Town of Namur, which 
was yielded to the French during this Storm of Rain 
and windy Weather, which had hinder'd us from doing 
any thing for its Relief, and before they were oblig'd 
to it by any ſtreſs of their Condition ; but the _ 
mand- 
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manding Officers-thinking that they could make a log. | 


ger Detence in the Caſtle, if they did not harrals thei 
Forces in the defence of the Town, were induced by 
this Conſideration to deliver it to the French, and to 


withdraw all the Garriſon 1a the Caſtle for its defence: - 


the Condition upen which the Town was ſurrender'd 
to the French, was, that a kind of Neutrality ſhould 
be obſerv'd between the Town and the Caſtle, whilſt 
the French attack'd the latter place ; that is, that the 
French ſhould not annoy the Caſtle from the Town, 
nor the Beſieg'd to do any prejudice to the Town from 


' the. Caſtle. The yielding of this place prov'd at laſt 


the loſs of the Caſtle ; for tho' the Beſieg'd might be 
in a better conditicn to make a vigorous detence in the 
Caſtle, by yielaing the Town, yet that depriv'd us e- 
ven of a poſſbility of doing any thing, in which we 
could expect ſiiccels, to relieve the Caſtle ; whereas 
the relieving the Town was not a Work fo difficult, 
but might have been done by our Troaps, wh all 
ſhew'd a very great eagerneſs to be with the Enemy : 
for whilſt the French beſicg'd the Town, they Bad ve- 
ry large Lines of Circumvallation to keep, whict were 
likewite commanded by ſeveral Eminenctes about the 
Town, which they muſt either yiel3 to us, if we had 
attempted to raiſe the Siege, or defend with their own 
Troops ; which would have leſſen'd the Number of 
the Enemies Army we ſhould have had to engage, and 
if we had beaten, the S.ege muſt have been raisd of 
courſe ; lo that by yielding of the Town, Lxxemburg 
had all thoſe Troops which were employ d in the Lines 
at. Namur, to reinforce his Army, which now coverd 
the Siege of the Caſtle, where the French King was in 
Perſon to Command, taking his Quarter at the Abtey 
of Salſen, upon the Sambre.

Put if we conſider the Complication of Misfortunes 
that prevented our Attempts to raile this Stege, the

So that the Surrender of the Town may be reckon'd 
the Fundamental Misfortune, which occaſiond the 
Loſs of the Caſtle, which was then in a-manner in- 
veſted by its own Scituation between the Sambre and 
the Meaſe, leaving but very ſhort Lines of Circumval- 
ation for the French King to keep. Let us likewiſe 
conſider the weak Defence of the Caſtle, after the 
Loſs of William's Fort and the Devil's Houſe, yielding 
when there was ſcarce a Breach in the firſt Exvelope 
of it ; and therefore in almoſt as good Condition as 
it was in the beginning of this War, before the build- 
ng of William s Fort. 

It is certainly a very ſurprizing and wonderfal 
thing, that a place of ſuch Importance, in wiuch, as 
lveral Walloon Officers ſay, there was to be a con- 
tant Magazine of Ammunitions and Proviſions for

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Ten Months for 8 or gooo Men, ſhould now 
jorcd to yield, after a Fortnight or three Weeks Slepe 
for want of it ; and particularly, when before the 
{urrendring of the Town, twas in their power to com. 
mand as much Proviſions trom the Town, for the ſyb. 
fiſtence of the Caſtle, as they thought fit themſelye, 
This is too plain an Argument of a wiltul Negligence, | 
for though there was no probability of relieving the 
Caſtle, after they had ſurrendred the Town, yet we 
could expe, that they would make the more vigoroy 
Defence for it in the Caſtle, as 'twas pretended, when 
they yielded the Town to the Enemy : And neverthe. 
leſs we find it ſurrendred, when theBody of the place 
remain'd entire, hardly a Breach being made in the 
outermoſt Work of the Three. The Befieged fay, 
that their greateſt Want was Water, which the Enemy 
{poil'd by the Directions of the Baron de Ber/e to level 
their Bombs to the Well. It 1s/likewiſe reported, that 
the Diſſentions between the Spaniſh and Auxiliary 
Troops did not a little contribute to- torward the Sur: 
render of the place. -” 

Whatever the Prince of Brabancon the Governour 
might have to juſtifie his Gondut 1n this Siege, yet 
fince he lies under Confiement in the Cittadel of 
Antwerp, till the Court of Spain be inform'd of the 
matter. Yet 'tis thought, that though he were guilty, 
yet being of the Houſe of Aremberg, one of the molt 
conſiderable of the Low Countries, and Ally'd witi 
molt of the Grandees of Spain; and beſides, beirg 
Knight of the Order of the Golden Fleece, which & 
empts him from all other Judicatures in Criminal Cz 
ſes, but that of his Knights Companions of the Or- 
der, with whom he hath very much Intereſt, by rex 
fon of his great Alliances: (l ſay) that for theſe yr

[t hath been reported by ſome, who pretend to 
underſtand the Afﬀeairs of the Court of Bruſſels, that 
the King had deſir'd the Eletor of Bavaria to with- 
draw this Prince of Brabangon from his Government 
of Namur, acquainting the Eleftor at the ſame time 


with the Reaſons his Majeſty had to fuſpeRt his Con- 


du; and that this might be done without diſobliging 
the Prince, who is ſo conſiderable both in this Country 
and Spain, by reaſon of the great Alliances of his Fa- 
mily, it was agreed, That the Prince ſhould be defir'd 
to make the Campaign with the Eleftor. And this 
went on ſo far, that the Prince was at Bruſſels in order 
to accompany the Elector 1n the Field ; but the French 
threatning to ſet down before Namur before the open- 
ing of the Campaign on our fide, the Eletor could 
not refuſe his going to his Government when the-Prince 
deſired it, leſt he ſhould diſcover the Miſtruſt he had 
of him. . However, at the ſame time the Duke of Ba- 


varia order'd the Count de Thian, Major-General of 


the Spaniſh Forces, to accompany him in this Siege, 
giving him ſome particular InſtruQtions. 


We made a very ſtrong Detachment, which conſiſt- Fuwe 22. 
ed of Captain, Lieutenant and Enſign, and Sixty Men Tuly 


of every Battalion in the Army, which were then 
about a Hundred, and a proportionable Number of 
Horſe, their pretended buſineſs being to cover our Foe 
ragers the next day ; but the real, to endeavour to 
ſurprize Mons, of which we had ſome Hopes, by the 
Intelligence we had amongſt many of the conſidera- 
ble Inhabitants, who being ſtill Sparzards in their 
Hearts, long'd' to be deliver'd from the French Yoke, 
and who inform'd, that the Garriſon was weak, ws 
moſt 
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moſt of them Swiſſers, who would be as willing as 
they to joyn in the buſineſs. Theretore as ſoon as our 
Foragers were returned the next Day, Scaling-Lad. 
ders, Proviſions, and other neceſſary Materials were 
fent, with a Re-inforcement, to Prince Wirtemberg, 
who commanded this Detachment: A Serjeant of Fa. 
gel's Regiment, who had been in Mons when it was 
beſieged, being to ſhew the way, and the Attempt to 
be made upon a Breach, as the French had not repair'd 
ſince they took Mons. According to theſe Directions 
Prince Wirtemberg march'd the 23d all Night, and 
came about One of thz Clock in the Morning, the 
24th, within an Hour of Mons, where having made 
an Halt, he (ent for Sir Robert Douglas and Collonel 
Farrel, who commanded the Exglzſh, to come and 
ſpeak with him ; but as they went back, it being very 
dark, they went a little too much upon the Right, and 
fell amongſt a Party of Horſe of the Garrifon of 
Mons, who made them Priſoners, and carry'd them 
away with all ſpeed to their Garriſon ; for they confe(: 
ſed themſelves as much furpriz'd as the-Priſoners them- 
ſelves, to be even within our Out-guards, Captain 
Francis Sterling, who accompany'd Sir Robert Douglas 
asa Voluntier in this Action, was of the number of 
the Priſoners. The*Count de Yortilac Governour of 
Mons, being inform'd of our Deſign the Over-night, 
had ſent out but an hour before this Detachment of 
Horſe, under the Command of a Captain, to hear 
News of us, he himfelt ſitting up all Night to be rea- 
dy, in cafe of an Attack. But Prince Wirtemberg 
hearing that the Marqueſs de /a Yalctre was hard by 
the Town, with a ſtrong Detachment of Fifty two 
Squadrons of Horſe, return'd back the Twenty Fourth 
to the Army.

| The French. upon our Marchito Me/z, in- caſe. we 
ſhould have a DeGgn-upon Mans, had: order'd: this Ne- 
tachment to go towards it, and-to receive Orders. from 
the Count. de-YeriiHac Governour of Mons, when he 
ſhould have occaſion for them. ; who.accordingly; up- 
on-the firſt Natice of our Deſign, ſent an Expreſs to

Dinner, after he had given them. the Liber- - 
ty-both-of their Swords and the 'Fown ;. but' they-could 
not make much uſe- of the latter, by reaſon-they. were 
ſo much taken up in the Civilities-of the Gavernour, 
Intendant and Major, that they had ſcarce time- to ſee 
it. ; but yet they ſaw enough to find, that the Garriſon - 
was not 1n that caſe as had been repreſented ; that there 
was but two Swiſſe Companies 1n the place, and five 
or ſix French Regiments ; that it was true, that whilſt 
we were upon the Mehaigne, the Garriſon had been 
weak, but re-inforc'd upon our March to Mee. 
Whilſt we were in this Camp, fix or ſeven days bes 
fore we left it, our heavy Baggage which we: had ſent

| In the Evening Orders were given out for Six Battali. 
ons to be ready to marcni an hour betore day,and to pa- 
rade at the Head of Prince Wazdect's Regiment. The 
Battalions were, the Second of the firſt Regiment of 
Guards, the firſt - of Sir Robert Douglass, Col. Fitz- 


Patrick, Col. O Farrels, a Battalion of the Daniſh 


Guards, and the Queens. Orders were likewiſe given 
tor Seventeen Men of each Battalion in-Charchill's Bri- 
gade to be ready at the ſame time and place, and 
ro be commanded by Lieutenant Colonel Mamwayring, 
their buſineſs being to make the ways through the 


Defiles ; they were all to receive a Ducat a Head for 
their Labour; and as they were to joyn with the 
Vanguard in ticne of buſineſs, they carried their Arms 
with them as well as Hatchets and Spades. All this 
Detachment was to be commanded by the Duke of 
Wirtemberg as the Vanguard. of our Army. Orders. 
were likewiſe given for the whole Army to march ve- 
ry early in the morning, the Genera to beat at break 
of Day, and the Army to be ready to march at Sun 
riſing. All theſe Preparations were in order to attack 
the French the next day in their own Camp at Enghein, 
whothe ſame Day as we march'd from Gennap to Hall, 
decamp'd from Soignes, and made all haſte to Enghezy, 


leſt we ſhould-get that Ground irom them, and thus

Luxembourg's Right being at Szeenkirk, and his Left at 
Engbien, he tookhis Quarters at ove.

Gurs) had taken care to poſſeſs himſelf of the moſt 
confiderable Poſts. in the Defiles ; but notwithſtand- 
ing our Vanguard oblig'd the Enemy. to retreat from - 
them.all, till they came to a little Wood, juſt upon 
the Right of the Enemies Camp, except a ſmall Guard - 
in a Village upon the. Left of our Columns, almoſt a_ 
League from the Enemy's Camp, who upon the March - 
of. our. Army were all made Prifoners of War ; their 
number about Thirty Men and an Officer. 
| Between Ten and Eleven of -the Clock in the Morn-- 
ing. our Advanc'd Guards under. the Command of 
Prince of W:rtemberg lodged themſelves in. the Wood . 
that fronted the Right of the Enemy's Army; the 
Danes and the Battalion of-- Guards taking their Poſt 
upon the Left in the. Wood ; and- Sir Robert Douglas, 
Fitzpatrick's and O Farrel's upon the Right of them ; 
on. the other ſide of | the Wood was the Enemy's 
Camp, 3 little Valley remaining between, and a great. 
many Hedges, which the Enemy reſolved to maintain - 
with all Vigour poſſible, though they yielded fo eaſily . 
their Advanced Poſts. Prince W/irtewverg planted up- - 
on a little Riſing on the Left of the Wood a Battery of - 
Canon, - 
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Canon, which began to- play about Eleven of the. 
Clock; and another upon the Right , by Sir Reberr 
Dozglas his Battalion. Captain Macrackan of the ſame 
Regiment, who afterwards was killed, pointcd a Ca- 
non from this Battery ſo luccelsiully, that it put a 
whole Battalion of the Enemies 1n diſorder, {weeping 
almoſt an entire Rank betore it. 
Whilſt Prince Wirtemburg was playing upon the E- 
nemy with theſe Batteries of Cannon, the Army marcht 
up to the Head of the Defile {about halt an Exg/i/h Mile 
trom the Wood) where it open'd in a littie Plain upon 
our Right, not above halt a League over, which termi- 
nated upon the Right of the Wood, where our Van- 
Guard was, and at the Right of our Army, upon leve-/ 
ral Rows of high Trees, which ſtem'd planted in great 
order, as if 'twas the Avenue of ſome Perſon of Qua- 
lity's Houſe, which being towaras Enghien, makes-me 
ſuppoſe, that they may belong to the Duke of Ar/chot's 
Houſe, where theſe famous Gardens be, as are faid to. 
be the Pattern of Yerſailles : through theſe, ſtreight 
before us, on the other fide of the Plain, we could ſee:

This is an Impartial Account of the Buſineſs of that 
Day, of which, the French, notwithſtanding their 7e 
Deum, have no.great reaſon to brag.

Men can.fay of their Advantage, is, that we attack d 
them in. their. own \|Cayap, and that they repuls'd us, 
though with rhe greater Lois both of Soldiers and con- 
{iderable Officers on the.r ſide. If it had pleaſed God 
CE | P to 
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to have given'us the Victory, we muſt have been Ma: | 


ſters of their Camp, and great part of their Baggage ; 
whereas tlie Conſequence of 'the Diſadvantage on our 
ſide, was: not, nor could not be ſo: And therefore 
what ever Honour the French may aſſume to'them- 
ſelves in the Repullſe, yet it can't be denyd us in the 
Attack. * And indeed the French Officers (whatever 
the Paris Gazette may romance) are juſt inthis reſpect, 
and are not unwilling to give the Honour due to the .

'Twas ſupposd we had a Defign to attack it, ſince 
our Train of Artillery, Mortar-pieces.and other things 
neceſlary for an Attack were brought by Water from 
Newport to Dixmuyde, and that my Lords Portland 
and Auverquerque were ſent from the King to the Duke 
of Leinſter here,which looked like a Contultation about 
ſome conſiderable Enterprize : Beſides, Col. Cambuy 
our Engenier was ſent to view the place under the 
Eſcorte of a good Detachment of Horſe. The Fort 
fir'd upon them with their Canon, but without any lols 
on our ſide : But the French upon our March this way,

When we came to Dixmayde we e icamp'd juſt by 
it, in two Lines, having our Right at Caeskirk, where 
the Duke of Leinfter had his Quarter, our Left upon 
the Town, and our Rear cover'd by the River 7ſer, 
upon which this Town 1s {cituated, and which falls in- 
to the Sea at Newport.

Treaſure ( when the Mareſchal de 
Rantzau took the Town) in the'Bernardixe Nuns Gar- © 
den, (this Ground where the Money was found having.

Bathe's Regiment was ordered: to Damme tor Winter 
Quarters, a ſtrong little Garriſon between Bruges and 
Slays, {cituated upon: a Canal that goes to Bruges (ha- 
ving ſuch Sluces under its Command, that it can over- 
flow all the Country about) where the Regiment came 
the ##* of Ofober. The reſt of the Troops Can- 
ton'd about Bruges, came to Garriſon one after another 
as faſt as Quarters could: be made ready tor them. Col. 
Bevereaſge's and Stanley's Regiments remained behind 
at Dixmuyde for ſome time to-re-inforce the Garriſon, 
t.]l others came. to. relieve them, and then they were 
ordered to Oftend for their Winter Quarters. 
As tor the moſt remarkable Tranſactions in the great 
Army ſince we had left it, they continued encamp' at 
Deyate and Grammen,whilſt his Majeſty remain'd in the 
Field ; and ſome days after we had-been detach'd from 
thence, the King was inform'd that a Party of French 


was made of about 500 Men to ' come and ſurprize 


one of our Out Quarters, and order d thereupon a 
ſuitable Detachment to lie in Ambuſcade to receive 
them; but upon the Approach of the Enemy, 
ſome of ours ſpoiled the Deſign by firing roo foon ;
